Pursuant to the Constitution of the State of Montana, at the hour of 
12:00 o’clock noon, the House of Representatives of the Twenty-fifth 
Legislative Assembly of the State of Montana, was called to order by 
the Honorable Sam W. Mitchell, Secretary of State of the State of Montana. 


The Secretary of State then appointed W. L. Cain of Custer County 
as Temporary Sergeant-at-arms, John J. Jewell of Judith Basin County, 
Temporary Chief Clerk, Hilda Richeson of Carbon County, Temporary 
Journal Clerk and Joe Haffey and Gilbert McMullen, Temporary pages. 


Certificates of election were presented. There were several members 
present who did not have their certificates of election so the Secretary 
of State ruled that all members take the oath and turn in their certificates 
to the Clerk later. 


The Honorable Claude F. Morris, Associate Justice, having’ been 
introduced’ by the Secretary of State, administered the following oath: 


“I do solemnly swear (or affirm) that I will support, protect and 
defend the Constitution of the United States and the Constitution of the 
State of Montana and that I will discharge the duties of my office as a 
member of the House of Representatives of the Legislative Assembly of 
the State of Montana, with fidelity; that I have not paid or contributed, 
or promised to pay or contribute, either directly or indirectly, any money 
or other valuable thing to procure my nomination or election (or appoint- 
ment) except for necessary and proper expenses expressly authorized by 
law; and I have not knowingly violated any election law of this State, 
or procured it to be done by others in my behalf; that I will not knowingly 
receive, directly or indirectly, any money or other valuable thing for the 
performance or non-performance of any act or duty pertaining to my office 
other than the compensation allowed by law, SO HELP ME GOD.”

House resumed at 7:00 o’clock P. M. Mr. Speaker in the Chair.

A quorum of both Houses 
being present, the Joint Session convened. 


It was moved by Senator Plank of Liberty County, duly seconded and 
carried, that a committee of five be appointed to inform his Excellency, 
the Governor, that the members of the Senate and the House were in 
Joint Session and ready to hear his message. Thereupon the President 
of the Senate appointed Senators Sullivan of Chouteau’ and Stevens of 
Wheatland and Representatives Hamilton of Phillips, Haight of Fergus 
and Kruse of Garfield as such committee. 


His Excellency, Governor Roy E. Ayers, then appeared and on being 
escorted to the Chief Clerk’s desk, was introduced by President Hugh 
Adair of the Senate and delivered the following message to the members 
of the Senate and House: ; 


Mr. President, Mr. Speaker, Members of the Senate and House of Repre- 
sentatives: 


We are assembled here this evening as the first act in the perform- 
ance of heavy duties which the electorate of the state has placed in our 
hands. I am sure that we all share equally a sense of the profound re- 
sponsibility which is ours upon this occasion. 


The constitution provides that the governor shall, at the beginning 
of each legislative session, report to you on the condition of the state. 
Upon this and such other information as you may possess or acquire 
during the course of your duties here, you, in turn, are expected to make 
such alterations or additions as, in your judgment, are required for the 
better government of the people and progress of the state. As we approach 
our respective tasks, it is fitting and proper that we pause to survey 
the ground already covered and attempt to chart the course which we 
expect to follow. 


It is needless to recall the scenes of the depression through which 
we have been passing, nor the disasters left in the wake of succeeding 
and unprecedented drouths. The former closed our banks, shops, mills, 
mines, smelters, refineries and destroyed our industrial and agricultural 
markets. It left great numbers of our workers without employment and 
caused almost every conceivable character of hardship and suffering. The 
latter brought ruin to a large percentage of our farmers and livestock 
men and adversely affected the fortunes of everyone. The effects of the 
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depression are rapidly disappearing. Industry has recovered to within 
7 per cent of the peak attained in 1929. Labor, with the help of the 
national government, is constantly improving its position; however, both 
industry and the worker need and must have every available aid that can 
be rendered them without adding to the burdens of other groups of our 
citizenship. For agriculture, every effort must be exerted for the re- 
habilitation of. farm and ranch, since it is axiomatic that upon this 
fundamental industry depends the welfare of our country and our state. 


I know you will not consider it a mere pleasantry when I say that 
I am sincerely happy to greet you and that I look forward confidently 
to working with you in a spirit of friendly, useful and genuine cooperation 
during the next 60 days. I entertain the highest hope that we shall 
faithfully and successfully discharge the trust reposed in us by the people 
of our state. 


Our respective assignments are not easy ones and we must proceed 
with full appreciation of the seriousness of our duties. While primarily 
you are chosen to represent your respective counties, yet, in the broader 
sense, you are commissioned to a higher duty, that of representing the 
whole people of the state. With these thoughts uppermost in our minds, 
let us approach our responsibilities. 


I desire most particularly to stress the importance, indeed, the neces- 
sity of taking such measure as may prove practical and effective for 
reductions in the operation of our state government to the end that 
the crushing burden of taxation, which rests upon the backs of our people 
of our state, may be lightened. The steadily increasing cost of govern- 
ment is becoming a matter of acute and justifiable concern in this country. 
It is becoming a barrier in the pathway of progress and a positive menace 
to the happiness and prosperity of the populace. It bears with comparable 
force upon the rich and poor alike. It robs the farmer of his land, the 
tciler of his saving and the business man of just profit. It is the means 
whereby the hateful institution of bureaucracy expands and grows in 
power until it becomes a menace to the liberties of the people. 


By way of illustration of this point, I direct your attention to the 
alarming increase in the number of people employed in the regularly 
established departments, boards and commissions of our state government 
during the past four years and the cost of maintaining these additional 
positions. I recognize that extraordinary conditions have called for 
extraordinary expenditures; but disregarding these factors, there remain 
additions to personnel and payrolls, which in my judgment, are not required 
for the efficient operation of our governmental affairs. In this connection, 
permit me to remind you of the fact which has doubtless often occurred 
te all members of this assembly, that while it is easy to create new 
boards and commissions and add to the duties and expenses of those 
already established, it is a matter of the utmost difficulty to abolish or 
reduce the size and cost of one of these public bodies. ‘For this reason, 
I would very respectfully request that constant vigilance be exercised 
against the creation of new functions or functionaries of the state gov- 
ernment. 


We must all recognize, I am sure, that only through candid and whole- 
hearted cooperation between the legislative and executive departments can 
any substantial saving be effected in our state government. I have 
promised and here renew that promise, that, as governor and a member 
of several administrative boards, I shall strive constantly to stop leaks, 
do away with unnecessary or duplicating activities, increase efficiency 
and save every dollar possible that the taxpayers contribute for the support 
of our state government. I expect to have the assistance and support 
of all of the other officials in the executive department in the performance 
of these tasks; I am equally certain that all members of this assembly 
will be glad to join a sincere effort to accomplish this urgent public service. 
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I am not unmindful of the fact that on the list of members of the 
Senate and House are the. names of a number of men who have served 
through a number of previous sessions and, as a result of that experience, 
may possess a more comprehensive and detailed knowledge of the State’s 
affairs than I. It is my hope that I may confer with them freely during 
the progress of the session and avail myself of the information and advice 
which they have to offer. I trust, also, that it will not be deemed pre- 
sumptuous on my part, or regarded as any intent or desire to transgress 
upon the constitutional prerogatives of this body, when I offer the sug- 
gestion that in the conduct of your business, an effort be made to operate 
as economically as possible. 


In the same spirit and without the slightest desire to impose my 
wishes upon the assembly, I would like also to suggest that your efforts 
be earnestly directed toward expediting the work which will come before 
you. By way of emphasizing the importance of this precaution, I have 
cnly to recall to your minds numerous instances in the past when con- 
gestion of business during the closing days of the sessions has created 
much confusion, engendered differences between the two houses and resulted 
in faulty and ill-considered legislation. 


The subject of taxation is a most complex one and has engaged the 
study and thought of statesmen and economists from time immemorial. 
In what manner and what amounts money for the maintenance of gov- 
ernment shall be raised are questions which call for the exercise of the 
wisest judgment that any state can command. It has come to be the 
accepted theory in our own country that taxes should be imposed on the 
basis of ability to pay them. 


Many remedies have, in the past, been proposed and adopted for the 
purpose of correcting inequailties in our tax system. Despite promises, 
talk and effort, we find still an ill-balanced tax structure and it is my hope 
that you may promptly address yourselves to the task of making such re- 
adjustments as are required for the correction of obvious and long-standing 
weaknesses. I urge you to approach the subject with your minds free from 
bias or prejudice and intent only upon rearranging the tax load so that 
it may rest with comparable weight upon the shoulders of all of our people, 
the heavier portions of the burden upon the backs of those of greatest 
strength, the lighter, borne by those of lesser strength. The over-privileged 
must, in order to promote the welfare and happiness of all, surrender some 
of their privileges and the under privileged must be lifted up to the point 
where they can share more equally and adequately in the good things of 
ife. 


We still have on the statute books tax classification laws, which put 
the great industrial foundations of many of our public utility concerns 
in the column with the homes of our people. In the first instance, the 
property has an earning capacity and is earning every day in the year, 
while the property in the second instance is without earning capacity. The 
machinery employed to develop the power and energy of these great public 
utility concerns is classified in the same “value column” with farm machin- 
ery. The former has an all-year earning capacity and is earning every day 
in the year, while the latter has only a seasonal earning capacity of ap- 
proximately 30 days of the year. Then we find solvent securities, if 
unsecured, assessed on a value of only 7 per cent, the lowest rating of any 
taxable property, yet, it has a definite earning capacity written on its face 
and it is only assessed and taxed when definitely solvent. This is not a 
just equalization with a non-earning home which is assessed on a value of 
30 per cent. However unequal that instance appears and is, yet we find that 
the law entirely exempts from tax liability all solvent securities which are 
secured. Many other such inequalities exist in our classification law for 
taxation purposes. 


It is the theory of classification law for taxation purposes, that prop- 
erty should be classified on the basis of earning capacity and that in legis- 
lating upon this subject the use to which property is put should be the 
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basis of legislative consideration. Our own supreme court has laid down 
that rule; hence the great industrial dams holding back the waters of our 
streams tor the generating of electric energy, should not be classified as 
farms or homes and neither should the substations and transformers of 
these large industriai institutions be classified as farm machinery. Such 
classification destroys the intent and purpose of the taxation law which is 
and has been interpreted to mean that property should be taxed according 
to the use to which it is put and its actual earning capacity. These in- 
equalities should be corrected and I trust will be corrected by this legisla- 
tive assembiy. In making these corrections, I charge you with keeping 
uppermost in your minds, the fact that use and earning capacity establish 
“ability to pay.” 


From such studies as I have made of the situation, I believe that there 
should be and can be a substantial reduction in the state’s levy against 
real property. As I view it, owners of farm and ranch lands and urban 
homes are now carrying a disproportionate share of the burden. The high 
percentage of tax delinquency throughout the rural sections of our state and 
among the owners of less pretentious homes in our cities and towns and 
villages, sustain this conclusion. I commend to the members of the as- 
sembly an earnest, painstaking study of this matter in the hope and belief 
that their united wisdom will result in some fair and constructive plan of 
tax equalization to correct the unfortunate conditions to which I have 
alluded. I further pledge my fullest cooperation in every effort that may 
be made in that direction. 


In suggesting tax legislation, I wish it to be understood that any new 
lev:es made shall serve only as replacements for taxes already in effect. 
My thought is that reductions should be made in assessments against prop- 
erties now overtaxed when their earning capacity is considered and to 
increase taxes on other properties according to earning capacity. 


Taxes on solvent credits, secured and unsecured, one now exempted 
and the other with only a 7 per cent taxable rating, should be raised accord- 
ing to earning capacity and levies against farm lands and homes should 
be reduced to the place now occupied by solvent credits. This should be 
a first step to the ultimate exemption of homes without earning capacity, 
but we must approach this subject with the idea of replacement taxes and 
not put the exemption into effect until replacement has been provided for. 


Our present corporation license tax is fixed as 2 per cent, which places 
us in the lowest brackets of any of the states. An increase in this tax of 1 
per cent would be equitable and fair and figured on last year’s returns, 
would swell our treasury by more than $160,000. It would materially re- 
place the farm and home tax on which I have suggested an instant reduc- 
tion and an ultimate exemption. 


An increase in the hydro-electric tax on gross proceeds, patterned 
after and equal to those in effect in neighboring states, which have worked 
out successfu_ly and a severance tax on natural gas piped out of the state, 
would help to balance the revenue lost by reducing the farm and home tax. 


An increase in the income and inheritance taxes in the upper brackets, 
which are now much lower than the average of our sister states and a 2 
per cent tax on cigarettes and cigars, will entirely replace and eliminate 
the present state levy on real estate and the burden will be so distributed 
that it will not be onerous upon any individual or concern. At present, we 
have no cigar tax and the tax on cigarettes is merely a dealers’ nominal 
tax, returning but a little more than its cost of collection. 


At present we have no chain bank tax and only a nominal chain store 
tax. While we realize that both of these organizations contribute to our 
progress, yet each should be required to help support the state govern- 
ment which makes possible orderly business operations for them in the 
state while their owners are largely non-residents.

Our present system of taxing timber is not based upon our general 
theory of taxation, due to a constitutional provision and this class of 
property, when it becomes commercial and develops an earning capacity 
escapes its just burden of taxation. This should be corrected by submitting 
a constitutional amendment to the end that we be permitted to write a tim- 
ber severance tax. 


While coal is required to pay a license tax, yet, owing to the nature of 
its various modes of production, this tax is exceedingly unequal and is not 
based on the cost of production, nor the profits derived from the various 
systems of coal mining. The strip coal mines, operating almost exclusively 
by machinery which have practically eliminated the manpower in this class 
of coal production, should bear a greater burden than the mines which must, 
by the very nature of them, be operated by underground workers at a 
greatly increased cost and at much less profit to their producers. 


All public utilities operating within the state, except that of the tele- 
phone, bear, at least, some license tax. The telephone is one of the surest 
profit earners and I trust that this assembly shall not adjourn until it has 
placed a fair and just license tax upon the telephone utility. 


With the proper and fair taxing of such state industries as have 
escaped taxation and with the general equalization of taxes which I have 
suggested, together with the estimated increase in the state’s income from 
a general improvement in financial and industrial conditions, which is 
estimated by the state board of equalization at an annual minimum of 
$300,000, most of which will find its way into the general fund of the state, 
the entire levy on real estate for state purposes, exclusive of the University 
millage levy, can be eliminated at once. 


In comparing the recommendations for general fund appropriations 
for the coming biennium with the appropriations as made by the last as- 
sembly, I find that requests for these funds have been increased from 
$4,146,104 to $4,747,440 or over $600,000 for the biennium. This increase 
has been recommended, or requested, notwithstanding, or perhaps because 
of the fact, that new sources of revenue have sprung up by legislative 
enactment, which are in excess of either legislative or administrative 
estimates. It is my opinion that the appropriations recommended by 
the budget authorities upon the request of the heads of departments, 
commissions, and boards, instead of being increased, can be substantially 
‘reduced without resorting to false economy which would, in any manner, 
se the functions of government necessary to the welfare of our 
people. 


The tendency, which has long been noted, toward the decentraliza- 
tion of our state government, through the creation of new boards, bureaus 
and commissions, has resulted in many needless duplications of services, 
all of which call for unnecessary expenditure of public funds. Some of 
these activities duplicate or infringe upon services rendered by the fed- 
eral government, and of which we have the full benefit. At an appro- 
priate time I shall call to your attention instances of duplicating services 
and would respectfully urge that whenever, in the course of your own 
inquiries, you discover such cases, actions be taken to eliminate and co- 
ordinate them. I suggest, also, an inquiry into those agencies which 
should be self-sustaining and should not, for that reason ask for or re- 
ceive appropriations from the general fund. 


_ Likewise, great care and caution should be taken in making institu- 
tional appropriations. Every provision should be made for the educa- 
tion of our youth, the care of our orphans and infirm and for such ex- 
penses as are necessary for the proper protection of our social order; 
but in doing so, I charge you to investigate and consider the “last day” 
uses to which the balances in these approprations have been applied in- 
stead of being permitted to revert to the general fund, where they of 
right belong. 
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It has been a too general practice in the past for state institutions 
to go, sometimes to extraordinary lengths to exhaust their entire legis- 
lative appropriations, as we:l as other sources of income, regardless of 
necessity, by the close of the fiscal year. We may as well face the fact 
that this practice arises out of a desire to prevent any reduction in ap- 
propriations for the succeeding biennium. I cite just one or two in- 
stances, by way of illustration, of the methods used to exhaust appropri- 
ations. The records show one institution purchased 18 carloads, equal- 
ling some 400 tons of coal, at the opening of the summer season and 
another purchased 7,600 reams of typewriting paper at the ciose of the 
fiscal year, which closely coincided also with the close of that institution’s 
active annual activities. I am unable to conclude other than that such 
purchases were made to exhaust the funds of those establishments to the 
end that they could show empty treasuries when they come before the 
assembly for new appropriations. 


In the present budget, which wi.l be submitted to you, the Greater 
University units have asked an increase of a flat 25 per cent for each 
unit over the appropriations for the present biennium. The budget board 
has failed to make any definite comment or recommendation upon this 
requested increase. If such an addition is made to the funds heretofore 
allotted, it is my judgment that it will increase the levy to the constitu- 
tional limit of three mills instead of the two and one-half mill levy made 
for the current biennium and which was sufficient to cover the appro- 
priations made, take care of an overdraft in the millage fund and leave 
a balance of approximately $100,000 over and above the requirements 
for the present year. It is my judgment that these institutions can be 
operated and can maintain their present high standards of SELEY 
within the limit of the two and one-half mills levy. 


Recent -years of disastrous drouth which have caused enormous 
losses to our people and tragically retarded the normal progress of the 
state, have brought home to all of us the necessity of taking every pos- 
sible measure to remove or reduce the hazards of the elements, and place 
an ever-increasing number of our citizens beyond the influence of these 
recurring misfortunes. Sufficient water annually flows out of our moun- 
tains and runs unused to the seas, if captured, restrained and distributed 
in proper season, to transform vast areas of Montana into the richest 
and most productive agricultural regions on earth. 


I favor carrying forward a program of water conservation which 
will gradually bring to pass this desired change. So imperative is the 
need, so numerous the opportunities and so meager our financial re- 
sources capable of being diverted to this work that every dollar should 
be spent with the greatest care and made to produce the largest possible 
benefit. Within the limits of my authority as chief executive, I pledge 
my sincere endeavor to guard against wasteful or unwise expenditures 
in the administration of our water conservation commission and my in- 
sistence upon the actual construction of projects now or hereafter found 
feasible. 


In the lands reserved to our state for the benefits of its schools and 
for other purposes, is property of large present and potential value. We 
are under a most solemn and compelling obligation to administer this 
great estate in such fashion that it will be adequately conserved and 
return to our citizens the maximum of benefits. I have in mind a later 
message suggesting certain changes in the statutes which set forth the 
rules and regulations which govern the leasing and selling of state lands 
of every character, description and location. 


Material to the relief of the farmers and the smaller home owners, 
would be the reenactment of the law which allowed the redemption of tax 
delinquent property without the payment of penalty and interest. This 
a'so would help to build up local, county and municipal revenues, as well 
as state revenues and I recommend that this law be reenacted for at least 
one additional year. 
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To deter discrimination in Montana, as compared to other states, I 
urge your serious consideration of leg.slation making gasoline a public 
utility. 


The federal social security act is recognized as one of the most 
beneficial and humanitarian pieces of -egisiation in modern times and 
I urge the passage of law in strict harmony with the federal statutes on 
this subject, so that we may avail ourselves of the greatest amount of 
federal assistance for our children, our aged, blind, infirm and unfortu- 
nate in one instance and that we may be able to have the benefit of a 
maximum federal assistance in the way of unemployment insurance in 
the other instance. 


I recommend the enactment of a train limit bill. 


The state’s control and operation of the liquor traffic has brought 
substantial profits to the state. However, because of the very nature 
of the traffic and the large sums of money involved in all the transac- 
tions, it is imperative that the utmost vigilance be exercised to insure a 
business like administration of the statute establishing this addition to 
our state government. To insure the best possible results, the traffic 
should be entirely free from poiltical control or influence. 


In connection with this all-important subject, I assure you, with the 
greatest of sincerity, that it would be highly gratifying to me if such 
change could be made in the liquor control law as would relieve the gov- 
ernor of the detail duties which now devolve upon him as a member of 
the -iquor control board. 


I am sufficiently acquainted with the duties of the office to which 
I have succeeded, to know that the time of the governor can be fully and 
usefully occupied without being under the duty of locating and leasing 
liquor stores, employing liquor vendors and other incidentals to this 
vast business and discussing the merits or demerits of different brands 
of merchandise necessary in this traffic. I do not desire to evade any 
proper responsibility, nor neglect any duty, but I am unable to escape 
the conviction that such activities as those to which reference has been 
made, belittles the office of governor and detracts from the dignity 
which the people have a right to expect and demand of the person occu- 
pying that position. For that reason I urge the assembly to make such 
changes in this law as will bring about the results which I have sug- 
gested. 


It is not empty optimism that moves me to a strong hope for a sen- 
sible and purposeful progress in our state. The people of Montana are 
turning, as never before, to a permanent, fixed and substantial progress. 
Examples of their determination in this line are growing signs on every 
hand. They are sincere and earnest in their desires and ideas for a bet- 
ter and more economical state government which will also equalize the 
benefits and the burdens of our people. Their eyes are facused on us 
and their prayers are for us, for it is we in whom they have reposed con- 
fidence to bring them happiness and to establish progress in their gov- 
ernment. Let us not deceive them and may a Divine Providence guide us 
and keep us steadfast in discharging these obligations. 


It was moved by Senator Plank, duly seconded and carried, that a 
committee of five be appointed to escort his Excellency, the Governor, 
to his chambers. Thereupon the following were appointed: Senators 
be and Cotter and Representatives Goodwin, Cruickshank ‘and Pad- 
ury. 


It was moved by Senator Plank, duly seconded and carried that 500 
copies of the Governor’s message be printed for distribution. 

Upon motion by Senator Plank, duly seconded and carried, the Joint 
Session dissolve and the Senate retire from the Hall of the House.

REPORT OF PARDONS, COMMUTATIONS, ETC., 1935-1936 
BY GOVERNOR F. H. COONEY 


Pardons 


EDWARD E. ROLLINS—Deer Lodge county; first degree murder; 
sentenced Jan. 14, 1926, to life imprisonment. There was _ evidence 
to warrant the belief that Rollins pleaded guilty to protect the perpetrator 
of the crime. His conduct had been excellent and he had held responsible 
positions in the prison. On Jan. 10, 1935, he was given an unconditional 
pardon. 


HARRY MURDOCK—Pondera county; use of automobile without 
owner’s consent; one year’s sentence suspended May 138, 1929. Murdock 
was a citizen of Canada and employed by an oil company near the border. 
In this capacity it was necessary for him to enter the United States 
occasionally, but because of the old sentence the Immigration officials 
denied him entry. On Aug. 12, 1935, a pardon was granted. 


Commutations 


MARTIN JENSEN—Cascade county; robbery; sentenced Aug. 6, 
1929, to 20 years. Jensen was only 19, was associated.in the offense 
with older men, and had never before been afoul of the law. His testimony 
added materially in securing convictions in the other cases. He had 
been an exceptionally good prisoner and the Warden recommended him. 
A job was awaiting him, and on Jan. 7, 1985, his sentence was commuted 
to 11 years. 


JOHN POLETTO—Cascade county; grand larceny; sentenced Feb. 1, 
1934, to three years. He pleaded guilty to stealing about $100 while 
intoxicated, but had returned the sum before information was filed. The 
complaining witness was among those asking clemency for Poletto. On 
the ground that he had been sufficiently punished his sentence was on 
Jan. 8, 19385, commuted to two years. 


DAVE THOMSON—Dawson county; robbery; sentenced July 21, 1933, 
to five years. This was his first offense and the County Attorney recom- 
mended clemency. On Jan. 8, 1935, sentence was cut to three years. 


HAROLD R. WIRTH—Richland county; stealing a colt; sentenced 
Sept. 12, 1933, to five years. He had borne a good reputation and the 
County Attorney recommended clemency. Sentence was commuted to three 
years Jan. 8, 1935. 


WILLIAM KEANE—Lewis and Clark county; first degree burglary; 
sentenced March 31, 1981, to 12 years. He had been a hard-working man 
of good repute and had been long without work when the crime was 
committed. That he might return to the assistance of his mother sentence 

was on Jan. 9, 1935, commuted to eight years. 


KIP BELL—Lewis and Clark county; grand larceny; sentenced Aug. 
7, 1931, to 10 years. Bell having been intoxicated at the time of the crime, 
the Governor feeling that the punishment was unduly severe, and Bell 
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having employment in prospect, sentence was commuted Jan. 10, 1935, 
to five years. 


EMMETT KEYES—McCone county; grand larceny; sentenced Oct. 
138, 1938, to five years. Eight of the jurors, the County Attorney and 
many neighbors requested commutation, and on Jan. 10, 1935, commutation 
to three years was granted. 


LaTOUR LOVELAND—Cascade county; robbery; sentenced Dec. 26, 
1930, to 25 years. He had been a model prisoner, had a job awaiting 
him, and on the ground that he had been sufficiently punished the sentence 
was cut to eight years on Jan. 11, 1935. 


CLYDE KIPP—Stillwater and Yellowstone counties; grand larceny and 
robbery; sentenced June 8, 1932, to 10 and nine years, to run concurrently. 
Testimony given by Kipp was highly valuable, bringing about conviction 
of seven others. Judge, County Attorney and Sheriff in one case recom- 
mended clemency. On Jan. 12, 1935, sentences were reduced to three years 


in each case, to run concurrently. This action was disapproved by the 
State Board of Pardons. 


EK. A. MOELLER—Carter county; grand larceny; sentenced Dec. 6, 
1933, to three years. Moeller had had no previous trouble. Ten of the 
jurors convicting him petitioned in his behalf, and on Jan. 16, 1935, sentence 
was cut to two years. 


OLIVER T. GRAY—Richland county; robbery of bank; sentenced 
May 12, 1929, to 40 years. Because Gray had never before been in trouble, 
had rendered very valuable services in the prison automobile plate fac- 
tory, and believing he had been sufficiently punished the Governor on 
Jan. 19, 1935, cut the sentence to 11 years. 


WALTER R. SMITH and EDWIN VANMEN—Lewis and Clark county; 
larceny; sentenced Dec. 24, 1934, to six months in county jail. It appeared 
the men thought they had bought the mining material they were accused 
of stealing but had not got a bill of sale. On Jan. 10, 1935, sentence was 
commuted to one month. 


LOUIS FRANCIS—Broadwater county; petit larceny; sentenced Jan. 
11, 1935, to six months in county jail. Francis’ family had been on relief 
and he took some lumber from another house whereby he might make 
their own home more comfortable. He had a job awaiting him in the 
event of his release and on Feb. 15, 1985, sentence was commuted to 
two months. 


GOTTLIEB BECKER, Jr.—Prairie county; burglary; sentenced Jan. 24, 
1934, to five years. Becker had a wife and eight children on relief. 
Judge, County Attorney and other officials recommended consideration 
and on March 29, 1935, sentence was reduced to fifteen months. 


MATT DOYLE—Cascade county; attempting to conceal identity after 
colliding with injured persons; sentenced March 17, 1934, to four years. 
The offense was committed while Doyle was intoxicated. The County 
Attorney and other officers recommended that Doyle be given another 
chance, and on May 8, 1935, commutation to two years was granted. 


KENNETH CLARK—Valley county; attempt to commit rape; sentenced 
Dec. 2, 19838, to 10 years. Friends of Clark made arrangements with 
Johns Hopkins university’s department of psychiatry to have him treated 
to correct a mental condition, and on May 138, 1935, sentence was com- 
muted to three years. 


CLYDE KIPP—On August 29, 1935, Kipp’s case was again pre- 
sented to the State Board of Pardons, the sentences again being commuted 
to three years each, to run concurrently. This action also was disapproved 
by the Board. 
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ORA ROBINSON—Carter county; horse stealing; sentenced Nov. 18, 
1933, to five years. On recommendation of Judge and County Attorney 
sentence was on Aug. 12, 1985, cut to three years. 


FLOYD BARNEY—Fergus county; larceny; sentenced in June, 1933, 
to four years. Barney’s sentence was suspended; he had passed a civil 
service examination, and in order that he might secure appointment the 
sentence was on Aug. 12, 1985, cut to two years. 


PAUL VOGT—Phillips county; larceny; sentenced Feb. 19, 1935, to 
two years. Vogt’s partner in the crime was given one year, and believing 
the men should receive the same treatment the Governor on Aug. 12, 
1935, commuted his sentence to one year. 


INOCENCIA ALFARA—Dawson county; second degree murder; sen- 
tenced July 16, 1927, to 18-36 years. Alfara had epilepsy and heart trouble, 
and in accordance with the Immigration Service’s desire to deport him 
to Mexico the sentence was cut to 16 years on Aug. 12, 1935. 


WILLIAM JOHNSON, RAYMOND COOPER and SWAN JOHNSON— 
Judith Basin county; theft. of a car; sentenced June 18, 1934, to three 
years each. It was the first offense of William Johnson and Cooper, but 
Swan Johnson had a record, and the Immigration Service desired to deport 
him to Sweden. The other boys had jobs awaiting them. On Aug. 12, 
19385, sentences were commuted to two years and four months each. 


HENRY GILBERTSON—McCone county; second degree murder; 
sentenced June 8, 1931, to 25 years. Gilbertson and an older man were 
together at the time of the crime, the former then being only 19 years 
old and having had no prior trouble. Both were quite drunk. Feeling 
that the lad should have a chance at rehabilitation, sentence was on 
Sept. 6, 1935, cut to eight years. 


WILLIAM CLARENCE CATES—Missoula county; first degree mur- 
der; sentenced to death in July, 19384. Commutation to life imprisonment 
was granted in September, 1934, which action was disapproved by the 
State Board of Pardons. On September 238, 1985, a second commutation to 
life imprisonment was granted. This also the Board disapproved. 


HARRY MILLER—Garfield county; grand larceny; sentenced June 
16, 1933, to five years. He was sorely needed to care for his family 
and ranch. His offense was not aggravated and the presiding Judge 
offered no opposition to clemency, which was urged by numbers of 
stockmen and neighbors. On Sept. 30, 1935, sentence was commuted to 
two years. 


LOUIS LOUDEN—Dawson county; involuntary manslaughter; sen- 
tenced June 24, 19385, to one and a half years. He was charged with 
cperating an automobile while drunk and thereby causing the death of 
his sister. Believing that the loss of his sister was sufficient to convince 
him of the seriousness of the offense and add to the punishment inflicted 
by the law, his sentence was on Oct. 2, 19385, commuted to six months. 


PERIN DAGENAIS—Lewis and Clark county; rape; sentenced April 
50, 1984, to eight years. The young man had previously borne a good 
reputation and it appeared that the crime was not as serious as was 
thought at time of sentence. He had a job awaiting him on his release. 
On Nov. 25, 1935, the sentence was cut to three years. 


ROBERT BOWERS—Cascade county; robbery; sentenced Aug. 1, 
1929, to 20 years. Bowers was only 22 at the time and was associated 
in the crime with three others, one of whom was an ex-convict twice his 
age. The presiding Judge had no objection to clemency and the Warden 
of the prison thought Bowers entitled to consideration. On Nov. 29, 1935, 
sentence was commuted to 12 years. 
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CARL HOULISTON, LEO JOHNSON and LAWRENCE MAHER— 
Flathead county; using automobile without consent of owner; sentenced 
March 1, 1935, to two years each. In consideration of the youth of the 
prisoners the sentence was on Nov. 29, 1935, cut to one and a half years. 


Fines Remitted 


ERVIN J. GOODHEART—Blaine county; second degree assault; 
sentenced Dec. 12, 1931, to pay a fine of $1,000. Because of inability to 
pay the fine and the likelihood of losing his farm through foreclosure 
the fine was remitted on Jan. 8, 1935. 


LESTER McGRAW—Richland county; misdemeanor; sentenced in 
Justice’s court in 1934 to six months in jail and fined $500. He had served 
the jail term, but had neither money nor property with which to pay the 
fine. On Feb. 7, 1935, the fine was remitted. 


ALBERT STEPMAN, JOE VIELLEUX, EARL W. CULBERTSON, 
HERMAN SMALL and JESSE WILLETT—Chouteau county; petit larceny; 
sentenced May 8, 1985, to 30 days in jail and fined $100 each. The 
property was of no great value and had been returned to the owners. 
Sentence having been served the fines were remitted on May 23, 1935. 


HUBERT BURLAND—Lake county; third degree assault; sentenced 
April 24, 19338, to six months in jail and fined $500. Jurors and Sheriff 
recommended remission of the fine and this was granted on Oct. 7, 1935. 


DAVID SMITH and THEODORE POTTER—Chouteau county; dis- 
turbing the peace; sentenced July 1, 19385, to 90 days in jail and fined 
$200. The boys had never before been in trouble and were badly needed 
at home, and having served all of the jail sentence and part of the 
fine the unpaid portion of the fine was remitted on Nov. 18, 1935. 


Transfer 


RALPH MILLS—Powder River county; burglary; sentenced July 6, 
1935, to one year. It appeared that the boy was only 17 years old, and 
for this reason the sentence was on Aug. 6, 1935, commuted to one year 
in the Industrial School. 


BY GOVERNOR ELMER HOLT 
Pardons 


STUART ECKSTROM—Cascade county; resisting an officer; sentenced 
in Justice’s court Dec. 5, 1935, to 90 days in jail. Numerous requests 
for clemency were made and the Justice recited that at the time of 
the offense Eckstrom was drunk, and if liberated he could return to 
the job he had held for some time. On Feb. 22, 1936, a pardon was 
granted. 


BILL MUNROE—Sanders county; hunting without a license; sen- 
tenced Oct. 21, 1935, to six months in jail. Munroe was suffering from 
a broken hip and it was felt that the time served was sufficient punish- 
ment. On March 9, 1936, he was pardoned. 


THOMAS INCASHOLA—Lake county; first degree burglary; sen- 
tenced Jan. 8, 1936, to one year. The prisoner’s trouble was charged to 
liquor, and the County Attorney and the complaining witness felt that 
his imprisonment had given him the needed lesson. On April 17, 1936, 
a pardon was granted. 


WILLIAM ULMER—Valley county; lewd and lascivious act upon a 
child; sentenced March 2, 1936, to one year. Petitions and letters estab- 
lished the boy’s previous good repute, and in the belief that his time 
in prison had taught him a lesson a pardon was granted on Sept. 2, 1936. 
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MILO WALKER—Carbon county; robbery; sentenced March 30, 1933, 
to nine years. The presiding Judge and many residents of the Bridger 
locality recommended clemency and the County Attorney made no objec- 
tion. On Sept. 29, 1986, a conditional pardon was given Walker, effective 
until the normal expiration of his term. 


TED COMAS—tLewis and Clark county; possession of narcotics; 
sentenced May 27, 1936, to two years. War Veterans interested themselves 
in this case, desiring to place Comas in a sanitarium for treatment. On 
Oct. 23, 1986, a pardon was granted. 


GUYLES LYONS—Cascade county; murder; sentenced Nov. 11, 1924, 
to life. Investigation was convincing that Lyons’ imprisonment had 
worked a great change for the better. He was highly recommended 
by the Warden and an officer of the Federal Department of Justice. 
Many peace officers asked for his release. On Nov. 5, 1936, a pardon 
was granted. 


GEORGE McFADDEN—Lewis and Clark county; carrying concealed 
weapon; sentenced July 1, 1936, in Justice’s court to six months in jail. 
The Justice and the Deputy County Attorney recommended a pardon 
and this was given on Nov. 6, 1936. 


HARRY PARK—Madison county; second degree murder; sentenced 
Dec. 20, 1929, to 20 years and one day. The man had been a model 
prisoner, and the Governor’s personal investigation convinced him that 
reformation had been wrought. The County Attorney offered no opposition 
to clemency. On Nov. 6, 1936, a pardon was granted. 


RUSSELL MALLO—Carbon county; grand larceny; sentenced June 
25, 1985, to two years. On recommendation of the County Attorney and 
Sheriff, and that Mallo might enroll in the CCC, a pardon was granted 
on Dec. 15, 19386. 


Commutations 


CHARLES H. PENLAND—Lewis and Clark county; third degree as- 
sault; sentenced Dec. 28, 1934, to six months in jail. Penland contracted 
pneumonia after beginning sentence and was at the time under a physi- 
cian’s care. On recommendation of County Attorney and Sheriff sentence 
was on April 8, 1985, commuted to four months. 


JONAS MANIER—Lincoln county; rape; sentenced Nov. 28, 1924, to 
20-40 years; escaped and 1% years added. The prisoner developed cancer 
of the stomach and in order that he might have treatment outside, sentences 
were cut to ten years on May 1, 19385. 


JAMES M. HUGHES—Pondera county; grand larceny; sentenced Feb. 
25, 1933, to three years. Judge, County Attorney and Sheriff asked 
leniency for Hughes and on Feb. 18, 1936, sentence was cut to one year. 


EDWARD G. DALY—Deer Lodge county; rape; sentenced May 19, 
1934, to five years. Jurors declared that when they found Daly guilty 
they had a much lighter sentence in mind, and numerous citizens said 
that punishment had been sufficient. Sentence was on June 20, 1936, 
commuted to four years. 


ELMO MIX—Fallon county; first degree burglary; sentenced Nov. 
14, 1935, to two years. Judge and County Attorney recommended com- 
mutation in view of the boy’s record, and on July 28, 1936, sentence was 
reduced to one and a half years. 


HARRY DAVID—Roosevelt county; rape; sentenced Nov. 16, 1934, to 
20 years. It developed that the term was excessive in view of all the 
circumstances and Judge and County Attorney recommended consideration. 
On July 28, 1936, sentence was commuted to 3% years. 
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FRED KNABE—Valley county; forgery; sentenced Oct. 16, 1934, 
to two years. Later he violated a suspended sentence and was committed 
te prison. Many neighbors of the family petitioned for clemency and in 
order that the man might take a position open to him the sentence was 
on Aug. 22, 1986, commuted to one year. 


ROSS SCHAFF—Big Horn county; grand larceny; sentenced Sept. 
19, 1935, tc one year. Violating the suspended sentence he was committed. 
On recommendation of Judge and County Attorney sentence was cut to 
eight months on Sept. 12, 19386. 


J. M. McLEISH—Cascade county; grand larceny as bailee; sentenced 
Nov. 12, 1935, to three years. Investigation as to the man’s prior record 
and his family connections prompted action that would give McLeish a 
chance to make good. Feeling that the lesson had been learned by his 
year in prison the sentence was on Oct. 16, 1936, commuted to two years. 


DAVID CONKLING—Lewis and Clark county; misdemeanor; sen- 
tenced Aug. 31, 1936, in Justice’s court to six months in jail and fined 
$500. Investigation showed that Conkling’s offense (exploding dynamite 
on the slope of Mount Helena) was a thoughtless youthful act, without 
criminal intent. Clemency was asked by all of the peace officers of 
city and county. On Nov. 16, 1936, the sentence was cut to 100 days 
and the fine remitted. 


HERBERT GRAY—Richland county; robbery; sentenced May 10, 
1929, to 40 years. Gray was 28 years old, the youngest of four committing 
the robbery. The other three had their freedom and the Judge who sen- 
tenced Gray thought it only fair to the prisoner to release him. He 
had a job waiting for him. On Nov. 17, 1936, the sentence was com- 
muted to 13 years. 


ED HOYT—Sweet Grass county; rape; sentenced June 21, 1926, to 
30-60 years. It was found that there was reasonable doubt as to Hoyt’s 
guilt. On the ground of sufficient punishment sentence was on Nov. 24, 
1936, commuted to 10-20 years. 


CHARLES (ROUNDUP) SMITH—Powell county; rape; sentenced 
Dec. 11, 1980, to 15 years. Developments after conviction indicated that 
the term was excessive, and on recommendation of the Warden and 
pleas of others interested the sentence was on Nov. 24, 1936, commuted 
to six years. 


ALBERT L. PIERCE—Flathead county; rape; sentenced Jan. 12, 
1934, to 10 years. A letter from the Judge stated that knowledge gained 
after Pierce’s conviction indicated that the sentence was unduly heavy. 
He and the County Attorney recommended clemency. On Nov. 24, 19386, 
sentence was commuted to five years. 


E. T. SUMNER—Gallatin county; first degree assault; sentenced 
March 29, 1932, to 12 years. Sumner is 68 years old and in serious 
physical condition. A sister arranged to have him removed to a hospital 
and care for him. On Nov. 24, 1936, sentence was cut to eight years. 
This action was disapproved by the State Board of Pardons. 


BERNIECE NELMS—Cascade county; robbery; sentenced Nov. 20, 
1934, to 10 years. It was her first offense and Judge and County 
Attorney recommended favorable action. On November 24, 1936, sentence 
was commuted to four years. 


SIG STAR—Yellowstone county; robbery; sentenced Sept. 4, 1934, 
to eight years. The young man had got into trouble while on a trip 
into Montana... He had been a model prisoner and his old employer was 
holding a job for him. Feeling that his punishment had been sufficient, 
sentence was on Nov. 24, 1936, cut to four years. 
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THOMAS LANE—Fallon county; second degree murder; sentenced 
Dec. 6, 1930, to 35 years. The crime was committed in a drunken fight. 
Many of Lane’s neighbors interceded and members of the jury thought 
the term excessive. The Warden gave Lane an excellent record. On 
Nov. 25, 1986, sentence was cut to 12 years. 


JESSE ALBERT REETZ—Fergus county; second degree murder; 
sentenced Nov. 17, 1931, to 20 years. Many prominent people of Reetz’ 
community petitioned for consideration, the Warden recommended the 
man, and on Nov. 25, 1936, sentence was cut to 10 years. 


DAVID ADAMS-—Valley county; robbery; sentenced Dec. 8, 1930, 
to 25 years. Many officials and private citizens of the county asked 
clemency for Adams, and the presiding Judge offered no objection. On 
Nov. 25, 1936, sentence was cut to 12 years. 


GUS GROVERT—Prairie county; second degree murder; sentenced 
Sept. 29, 1927, to 25-50 years. County Attorney and other officials asked 
clemency, along with many other citizens of the county. On Nov. 25, 
1986, sentence was commuted to 18-36 years. 


JAY WELCH—Lewis and Clark county; second degree murder; sen- 
tenced March 8, 1926, to 30-60 years. There was reason for grave doubt 
as to Welch’s guilt. County Attorney and members of the jury voiced 
their doubts as to Welch’s participation in the crime. On the showing 
made, sentence was on Nov. 27, 1936, cut to 20-40 years. 


WILLIAM LANEGAN—Flathead county; attempted rape; sentenced 
Nov. 16, 1932, to 12 years. Jurors in the case urged a pardon and many 
of the county people believed Lanegan innocent. Deeming his punishment 
sufficient, sentence was on Nov. 30, 1936, cut to eight years. 


DONALD S. GREEN—Fergus county; robbery; sentenced April 5, 
1935, to 10 years. Commutation was recommended by County Attorney 
and Sheriff, and on Dec. 7, 1986, sentence was commuted to five years. 


O. P. DISHMAN—Mineral county; grand larceny; sentenced Feb. 17, 
1986, to two years. He had lived in Montana many years, had never been 
in trouble before, and the Judge who sentenced him was favorably inclined 
to commutation. On Dec. 8, 1936, sentence was cut to 20 months. 


JAMES SMEE—Phillips county; second degree murder; sentenced 
Dec. 5, 1980, to 30 years. The crime was committed in a drunken brawl 
and without criminal intent. County Attorney and all living members of 
the jury petitioned in Smee’s behalf and on Dec. 15, 1986, sentence was: 
commuted to 12 years. 


H. B. LAKE—Cascade county; grand larceny as bailee; sentenced 
Feb. 28, 1935, to five years. Lake is 64 years old and had borne an ex- 
cellent reputation up to the time of this trouble, which involved the brok- 
erage business of H. B. Lake & Co. On the strength of representations of 
at least one of the creditors and in the belief that Lake’s term had been 
sufficient punishment sentence was on Dec. 30, 1936, commuted to 2% 
years. 


BERNA R. WELCH—Custer county; second degree murder; sen- 
tenced May 19, 1929, to 40 years. Welch pleaded guilty, having no coun- 
sel, and it was insisted by many that his punishment was excessive. The 
County Attorney recommended commutation and on Dec. 30, 1936, the sen- 
tence was diminished to 15 years. 


A. E. ROBINSON—Carter county; rape; sentenced Dec. 15, 1932, to 35 
years. Many citizens of his county including former Sheriff McLean, 
Senator John Oliver and others, appealed on behalf of the prisoner. There 
was an affidavit by the complaining witness to the effect that she was 
compelled to sign the charge against her father under threats of commit- 
ment to the Vocational School. In view of all the circumstances, the man’s: 
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record before his arrest and the report of the Warden, sentence was on 
Dec. 31, 1936, cut to eight years. 


Fines Remitted. 


GEORGE HINGHAM—Chouteau county; third degree assault; sen- 
tenced Oct. 11, 1934, to six months in jail and fined $200. He had served 
his term, was unable to pay the fine, and the Justice who sentenced him 
recommended consideration. On April 11, 1935, fine was remitted. 


HORACE GRIFFIN—Gallatin county; third degree assault; sen- 
tenced to pay a fine of $120. Griffin while intoxicated struck an officer. 
It appeared that payment of the fine might cost him his job in a CCC 
camp and would deprive his family of needed financial aid, and on April 
11, 1935, the fine was remitted. 


FRANK STIFF ARM—Blaine county; drunken driving; sentenced Sept. 
26, 19385, in Justice’s court to six months in jail and fined $300. Having 
served his term and being unable to pay the fine, on recommendation of 
the County Attorney the fine was remitted on Feb. 3, 1936. 


JAMES E. BRENNAN—Silver Bow county; selling morphine hydro- 
chloride; sentenced July 12, 1930, to 10 years and fined $3,000. He had 
served his time and more than a year on the fine. On recommendation of 
Judge and County Attorney the unpaid portion of the fine was remitted on 
April 9, 1936. 


JOSEPH J. BRENNAN—Hill county; unlawfully keeping liquor for 
sale; sentenced Nov. 7, 19386, to 30 days in jail and fined $150. It was 
shown that Brennan was not employed in the place where he was arrested, 
and it was felt that the imprisonment would be sufficient punishment. On 
Nov. 10, 1936, the fine was remitted. 


Transfers. 


FREDERICK DUPONT and PETER MASSETT—Deer Lodge county; 
burglary; sentenced March 7, 1986, to six years. The boys were under 16 
years of age. Feeling that they should not be confined in the State prison, 
their sentence was on March 10, 1936, commuted to six years in the State 
Industrial School.

A. N. LONGFELLOW—Chouteau county; grand larceny; sentenced 
Feb. 15, 1935, to one year. Numerous citizens of the county appealed in 
his behalf, and feeling that punishment had been sufficient to atone for the 
offense the sentence was on June 10, 1935, commuted to six months. 


L. R. DAEMS—Wheatland county; forgery; sentenced Nov. 22, 1934, to 
three years. His family was badly in need of his support, and upon the 
appeal of many of the people of his community who felt that his imprison- 
ment had been sufficient, the sentence was on June 12, 1935, reduced to one 
year.

JOINT RESOLUTION UPON THE DEATH OF FRANK H. COONEY, 
LATE GOVERNOR OF THE STATE OF MONTANA 


Frank H. Cooney, late Governor of the State of Montana, was born 
in Norwood, Ontario, Canada, on December 31, 1872, and died at Great 
Falls, Montana, on December 15, 1935. He received his education in the 
public schools of Ontario and came to Montana, selecting Butte as his 
residence in July 1891, and continually resided in Montana thereafter. He 
sought his occupation in the grocery business, which occupation he fol- 
lowed up until he became Governor of the State of Montana. Governor 
Cooney was married on December 27, 1889, and was the father of six chil- 
dren. In religion Governor Cooney was Roman Catholic, and in politics, 
a tried and true Democrat. His interest in Montana has developed over 
forty years of residence, which was shown by his actions as Governor in 
behalf of the people and the farmers in the State of Montana. He was 
unselfish as Governor and personal ambitions were least in his thoughts 
in considering legislation and in his private actions. He was Lieutenant 
Governor from January 4, 1933, to March 13, 1933, and from March 138, 
1938, to the time of his death, December 15, 1935, he was Governor of the 
State of Montana. On December 15, 1935, Governor Cooney was called to 
the Great Beyond and left a memory of his action as a public servant in 
the minds of the people of the State of Montana. Of him it was truly 
said, “Those who knew him best, loved him most.” He was loyal to his 
friends. What is more worthy? He was a fighter for all he believed in. 
What more can a good warrior do? He was a devoted husband and father; 
is there anything finer in America? He was a gentleman, a loyal patriotic 
son, a chief executive that Montana may be proud to honor and revere in 
the years to come;

House Bill No. 1, introduced by Masterson, being a constitutional amend- 
ment, and having been read three several times, was passed by the neces- 
sary two-thirds vote of the entire membership of the House as required by 
Section 9, of Article 19 of the State Constitution, and in compliance with 
the provisions thereof, the bill is set forth in its entirety as follows: A 
Bill for an Act entitled: “An Act for the submission to the qualified electors 
of the State of Montana, an amendment to Section 2, Article 12, of the Con- 
stitution of the State of Montana, relating to the exemption of property 
from taxation and auhorizing the Legislature to exempt property used for 
doluney purposes, in an amount of not to exceed $2500.00 of the value 
thereof.” 


Be it Enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the State of Montana: 


Section 1. That Section 2, of Article 12, of the Constitution of the 
State of Montana be amended as is hereinafter provided, and that the ques- 
tion of said amendment be submitted to the qualified electors of the State 
of Montana at the next general election. 


Section 2, of Article 12, of the Constitution of the State of Montana, be, 
and the same is hereby amended to read as follows: 


Section 2. The property of the United States, the state, counties, cities, 
towns, school districts, municipal corporations and public libraries shall be 
exempt from taxation; and such other property as may be used exclusively 
for the agricultura! and horticultural societies, for educational purposes, 
places for actual religious worship, hospitals and places of burial not used 
or held for private or corporate profit, institutions of purely public charity, 
and evidences of debt secured by mortgages of record upon real and personal 
property in the State of Montana may be exempt from taxation and the 
Legislature of the State of Montana, is hereby authorized to exempt homes 
and homesteads actually used and occupied by the owner thereof in a sum 
not to exceed $2500.00. 
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Section 2. This amendment shall be submitted to the qualified electors 
of the State of Montana by being placed on the official ballot provided by 
section 678 of the Revised Codes of Montana of 1921, and as provided by 
law, and shall he voted on at the general election to be held in November 
1938; and the principal ballot to be used at said election shall have printed 
thereon the words: 


For an amendment to the Constitution relating to the exemption of 
property from taxation and authorizing the Legislature to exempt homes 
owned and used for that purpose in a sum of not to exceed $2500.00. 


Against an amendment to the Constitution relating to the exemption 
of property from taxation and authorizing the Legislature to exempt homes 
owned and used for that purpose in a sum of not to exceed $2500.00. 


The elector shall designate his preference for either of the propositions 
by making an “X” before the proposition desired. 


Section 4. The votes cast for and against this amendment above pro- 
posed, shail be counted, canvassed and determined by such officials, and in 
such manner as provided by law, and if a majority of all votes cast at such 
election for and against such amendment shall be in favor of such amend- 
ment, the Governor of the State shall so declare by public proclamation, 
and the amendment shall be in full force and effect as a part of the Con- 
stitution from and after the date of such proclamation. 


Section 5. This Act shall be in full force and effect from and after 
its passage and approval.”

after a hearing, notice of the time and place of which shall have been 
given to every employer alleged to be liable for any portion of such 
compensation. If the board finds that any portion of such compensation 
is payable by an employer prior to the employer who is made liable to 
the total compensation as provided by this Section, it shall make an award 
accordingly in favor of the last employer, and such award may be enforced 
in the same manner as an award for compensation.

Section 35 of the bill will become 37; section 36 of the bill will become 
38; att 37 of the bill will become 39; adding new sections 35 and 36 to 
the bill. 


Section 35. Veterans Definition. That the term “veterans” shall in- 
clude all persons who shall have served in active service in and been honor- 
ably discharged from any of the armed forces of the United States, and 
shall include the widows of such persons and the wives of disabled veterans 
who themselves are not qualified, but whose wives are qualified to hold 
positions coming under the terms of this Act; provided that any such vet- 
eran to be entitled to the preference hereinafter provided for, shall, at the 
time of being placed upon an eligible list, have resided in the State of Mon- 
tana for at least one (1) year immediately preceding such registration. 


Section 86. Veterans Preference. Any veteran shall be given five (5) 
points in addition to his earned ratings in examinations for entrance to the 
classified or unclassified service; but any veteran coming within the fol- 
lowing classification shall be given ten (10) points in addition to his 
earned ratings in such examinations: 


1. Veterans who establish by official records, the present existence, 
of a service-connected disability. 


2. Veterans over fifty-five (55) years of age who, because of dis- 
ability, whether service-connected or not, are entitled to pension or com- 
pensation under existing laws of Congress. 


3. Wives of veterans named in the foregoing paragraphs 1 and 2, if 
the wives are qualified and if the veterans, because of disability, are not 
qualified. 


4, Widows of veterans. 


5. Retired officers and enlisted men who establish through official 
sources the present existence of a service-connected disability in the same 
manner as is required of others granted disability preference. 


Age limitations and physical requirements may be waived by the com- 
mission under regulations to be adopted by it. 


In examinations where experience is an element of qualification, the 
applicant may receive credit under proper conditions for time spent in 
active service with the armed forces of the United States. 


Quarterly examinations shall be held for the benefit of persons entitled 
to the ten (10) point preference. 
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An appointing officer who shall pass over the name of a preference 
eligible and select that of a person not granted preference and having the 
same or a lower rating, must immediately file with the said commission 
a written statement of his reasons for passing such eligible; and such 
eligible shall have the right to appeal to the commission from such action 
of the appointing officer and upon such appeal the commission shall enter 
and shall have the power to enforce an order in conformity with its find- 
‘ing’s. 

In case of reductions in force, such reductions shall be made consist- 
ently with the preference established by this Act. 


There shall be no time limit for the reinstatement by appointment of a 
former classified employee entitled to preference under this Act. 


For rating purposes veterans shall be given the same examination as 
other applicants and the points to which such applicant shall be entitled 
under the provisions of this Act, shall be added to his rating and the 
eligibles having the veteran’s preference shall be placed at the head of the 
eligible list. And as amended do pass.

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, That the committee be authorized and 
empowered and made its duty to engage some vigorous prosecuting attor- 
ney with assurance that he will prosecute and convict any and all persons 
connected with such election irregularities commonly known as election 
racketeers, and 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, That all items of expense be returned 
by said committee with its report and that the Sergeant-at-Arms of the 
House be and he is hereby instructed and authorized to pay any and all 
sums necessarily incurred by said committee upon presentation to him of a 
proper voucher signed by the chairman of said committee and the Speaker 
of the House.

THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, That on two affidavits of any two 
citizens of said state, county, or city, with sufficient proof, such as 
lottery tickets, cards, chips, moneys, baseball pool tickets, stock pool 
tickets, keno prizes, keno boards, punch boards, and prizes, or any or all 
articles used, or in use in connection of law violation, or upon any evidence 
that such law violations have been called to the attention of any law 
enforcement staff by any citizens in person, or by communication, noti- 
fying said law enforcement staff of such law violation, be sufficient for 
such calling of an extra session by the Governor. 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED BY THIS ASSEMBLY, That when the

Report of Committee to Investigate Gambling in Helena 


We, your Committee, appointed pursuant to a Resolution proposed 
by the gentleman from Toole, and adopted by this House, to investigate 
gambling in the City of Helena, respectfully report as follows:

That at the time of the appointment of your Committee, and for 
some time prior thereto, there were rumors and evidence of gambling 
in the City of Helena; that your Committee, however, after the date of 
its appointment, investigated every place where it was alleged that such 
gambling existed; such investigation was made by frequent personal 
calls at all of such places at divers hours and times of the day and 
night, but from the observations of the Committee there is not and has 
not been since the appointment of this Committee, any gambling con- 
ducted in the City of Helena. 


II. 


That. your Committee interviewed the principal law enforcement 
officers of the City of Helena and Lewis and Clark County, and ques- 
tioned them relative to alleged gambling within the jurisdiction of this 
Committee; that said officials assured your Committee that the laws with 
respect to this would be observed. 


Itt. 


That your Committee and this Legislative Assembly is cognizant 
of the fact that our laws are adequate with respect to the prosecution 
of gambling offenses, and that no additional legislation is needed or 
required.

Findings of Committee appointed to investigate conditions at the Mon- 
tana State Soldiers’ Home at Columbia Falls. 


To the Speaker and Members of this Assembly: 


Mr. Speaker: We, your special committee, appointed by authority of 
the resolution introduced by the Appropriation committee, authorized to 
inquire into conditions at the Montana State Soldiers’ Home at Columbia 
Falls, beg leave to report as follows: 


Your Committee held hearings for three days at the home and interro- 
gated practically all of the residents and employees there. We called in 
ee erie the commander asked to be heard and all others who wanted to 

e heard. 


The probing of witnesses discloses that there is a complete lack of 
cooperation between the commander and the balance of the employees that 
has not been apparent until the present commander took charge slightly 
more than a year ago. 


We find that the Home board has been operating as practically a two- 
man board and that the conditions are poor due to the fact that there has 
been favoritism shown. 


: The evidence shows that while a majority of the board voted to put 
in a certain man named Lloyd of Great Falls as commander and he was 
duly elected, the two men who are controlling the board, called a second 
meeting and had the vote rescinded and this man Baldwin elected. 
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The conditions of the buildings in general are in a bad state of repair 
and three of the four fire-escape doors in the hosptial have been locked 
and nailed shut. 


Considerable money has been wasted in the farming operations because 
of lack of experience of the commander along that line. Instead of con- 
fining the operations to the raising of potatoes and vegetables to be used 
at the home, we find that considerable money was spent last summer in 
raising mangels for the stock and water that should have been used for 
the garden was used on these mangels. 


We find that money appropriated for certain purposes has been used 
for entirely different purposes and the board of managers has failed to 
object. Six years ago money was appropriated by this assembly for the 
building of a root cellar and the board has not as yet had this work done. 
This money has been used for other purposes. What cabbage raised 
during the past year. has frozen so that it cannot be used because of the 
lack of a root cellar. 


We find that the dairy herd has been badly neglected to the extent 
that the cows now range in age from 8 to 14 years and no provisions have 
been made for replacement by raising the heifer calves to bring the herd 
up to better standards. 


We find that instead of being a help to the residents of the home, Com- 
mander Baldwin has taken the attitude of a dictator and attempted to 
change all customs of old people to such an extent that there is consider- 
able unrest and discontent. 


We also find that several resident members who are drawing fair pen- 
sions are given employment while others who are drawing no pensions 
and who are able to do the work are not employed, which causes jealousy 
and some friction. 


We find that all but about $13,000 of the appropriation for this fiscal 
year has been used up, and that this amount will not be sufficient to care 
for the expense of the home for the next five months. In addition to this, 
the supplies have been allowed to diminish. 


We make the following recommendations: 


(1) That the board of managers be dismissed and the Governor appoint 
a new board at once. 


(2) That the commander, Baldwin, be replaced at once. 
(3) That Steward Montgomery be replaced at once. 


(4) That the new board of managers and new commander be instructed 
to give preference on employment to residents of the home who are drawing 
little or no pensions. 


(5) That as soon as the new board and commander is appointed they 
be instructed to make an immediate inventory and estimate the necessary 
repairs to the bulidings and heating system. 


(6) That the Board of Examiners be authorized to order the necessary 
expenditure for the repairs and the amount be appropriated at the next 
session of the Legislature and not be deducted from the biennium appro- 
priation made at the 1937 session of the Legislature.

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representing consumers shall not be denied representation at such a 
meeting.

“(f) Prescribe minimum standards and salary rates for Public Wel- 
fare personnel in State and County Departments, establish rules and regu- 
lations to maintain such standards, and furnish to the County Welfare 
Boards a list of qualified personnel who are available for appointment. 
Insofar as possible such personnel shall be residents of the county.” 
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Amend Section IX, page 9, line 15, add after the word “County” and 
period, the following sentence: ‘Provided, however, if conditions warrant 
and if two or more County Boards enter into an agreement, two or more 
counties may combine into one administrative unit and use the same staff 
personnel throughout the administrative unit.” 


Amend Section XI, page 11 (b)—Add at the end of paragraph “(b)” 
the following paragraph: ‘“if the six mill levy shall prove inadequate to 
meet the county’s proportionate share of Public Assistance under any Part 
of this Act and if the County Board of Commissioners is unable to declare 
an emergency for the purpose of providing additional funds, and if an audit 
by the State Examiner’s office proves this condition to be true and that 
the County Board has expended its Poor Fund only for the purposes ievied, 
then such proportion of its Public Assistance as the county is unable to 
meet shall be paid from the State Public Welfare Fund.” 


Strike out all of Section 12 and insert in lieu thereof Section XII. 
Right of Appeal. If an applicant for assistance under this Act is not acted 
upon by the County Department within a reasonable time after the filing of 
the application, or is denied in whole or in part, or if any award of assist- 
ance is modified or cancelled under any provision of this Act, the appilcant 
or recipient may appeal to the State Department in the manner and form 
prescribed by the State Department. The State Department shall, upon 
receipt of such an appeal, give the applicant or recipient reasonable notice 
and opportunity for a fair hearing. 


The State Department may also, upon its own motion, review any 
decision of a County Department, and may consider any application upon 
which a decision has not been made by the County Department within a 
reasonable time. The State Department may make such additional investi- 
gation as it may deem necessary, and shall make such decision as to the 
granting of assistance and the amount of assistance to be granted the 
applicant as in its opinion is justified and in conformity with the provi- 
sion of this Act. 


In the case of the State Department reviewing a county decision on 
its own motion, applicants or recipients affected by such decisions of the 
State Department shall, upon request, be given reasonable notice and oppor- 
tunity for a fair hearing by the State Department. 


All decisions of the State Department shall be final and shall be bind- 
ing upon the county involved and shall be complied with by the County 
Department.” 


Strike out all of Section XIII, pages 12 and 13. 


Immediately after Section XV, add the following sections: Section 
XVI. Approval or Denial Signatures. Approved or denied applications for 
assistance under this Act shall be signed by the Chairman and one other 
member of the County Board. In the event that the State Board may 
require all such actions to be reviewed and receive the final approval or 
disapproval of the State Department, the State Board shall designate 
certain executive officers of the State Department who shall sign such 
State Department approvals or disapprovals. 


Section XVII. Fraudulent Acts. Whoever knowingly obtains, or at- 
tempts to obtain, or aids, or abets any person to obtain by means of a 
wilfully false statement or representation or by impersonation, or other 
fraudulent device, public assistance to which he is not entitled, assistance 
greater than that to which he is justly entitled; or whoever aids or abets in 
buying or in any way disposing of the property, either personal or real, of a 
recipient of assistance without the consent of the County Department and 
with the intent to defeat the purposes of this Act, shall be guilty of a 
misdemeanor. In assessing the penalty the court shall take into consider- 
ation, among other factors, the amount of money fraudulently received. 
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Section XVIII. Revocation of Assistance. If at any time the County 
or State Departments have reason to believe, by reason of a complaint or 
otherwise, that public assistance’ under this Act has been improperly 
granted, it shall cause an investigation to be made. If it appears as a 
result of any such investigation that the assistance was improperly granted, 
the State Department shall notify the County Department that no further 
payments shall be authorized for such recipient. The right of appeal is 
granted recipients whose assistance has been revoked. 


Section XIX. Assistance not assignable. Assistance granted under 
this Act shall not be transferable or assignable, at law or in equity, and 
none of the money paid or payable under this Act shall be subject to execu- 
tion, levy, attachment, garnishment or other legal process, or to the opera- 
tion of any bankruptcy or insolvency law. 


Section XX. Method of Issuing Assistance Grants. (a) Checks in 
payment of Public Assistance, as provided for in each Part of this Act, 
with the exception of General Relief, shall be issued by the State Depart- 
ment upon approved lists of such eligible grantees as are forwarded by the 
County Department to the State Department and all such checks will be 
mailed to the individual recipients. The checks in payment of Public 
Assistance shall be issued in the full approved amount for each eligible 
approved grantee and the original monthly payment shall be from the State 
Public Welfare Accounts. All approved applicants shall receive their 
monthly assistance payment not later than the tenth of each month. All 
Public Assistance checks shall represent cash on demand at full par value 
to the recipient. (b) On or before the twentieth of each month the State 
Department will present a claim for reimbursement to each County Depart- 
ment for its proportionate share of Public Assistance granted in the County 
during the month. The County Department must make such reimbursement 
to the State Department within twenty days after such claim is presented. 


Section XXI. Records and Reports. Each County Department shall 
keep such records and make such reports and in such detail as the State 
Department may from time to time require, and shall transmit to the 
State Department upon its request copies of applications and any or all 
other records pertaining to any case. The State Department is hereby 
authorized and directed to keep such records and to make such reports, 
in such form and containing such information, as the Federal Social 
Security Board may from time to time require, and comply with such 
provisions as the Federal Board may from time to time find necessary to 
assure the correctness and verification of such reports. Within sixty (60) 
days after the close of each calendar year, the State Department shall 
make a report to the Governor for the preceding year, which shall include 
a full account of the administration of each division of Public Assistance, 
the expenditure of all funds for these purposes, adequate and complete 
statistics concerning public assistance within the State and such other infor- 
mation as may be required. 


Section XXII. Limitations of Act. All assistance granted under this 
Act shall be deemed to be granted and to be held subject to the provisions 
of any amending or repealing Act that may hereafter be passed, and no 
receipient shall have any claim for compensation, or otherwise, by reason

APPROPRIATIONS, DISPOSITION OF FUNDS AND DISBURSE- 
MENTS. 


Section I. Receipt of Funds. 


The Treasurer of the State of Montana is hereby designated as the 
appropriate fiscal officer of the State to receive Federal funds. All money 
appropriated by the Legislature for Public Welfare purposes, all moneys 
received from the United States Government for Public Welfare purposes, 
and all money received from any other source for the purposes set forth in 
the Public Welfare Act shall be paid into the State Treasury and constitute 
a special fund to be designated as the Public Welfare Fund. 


Section II. Source of State Appropriation. 


For carrying out the duties and obligations of the State Department, 
for the performance of We'fare Services of the State, and for matching 
such Federal funds as may be available for the aforesaid Welfare Services, 
the Legislature shall make appropriation out of the General Fund of the 
State for the various and separate activities of the State Department and 
County Departments of Public Welfare. 
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Section III. Eatimate of Funds. 


The total amount of funds necessary for Public Welfare purposes shall 
be based upon statistical figures compiled by the State Department show- 
ing the actual amount of need and the amount of funds necessary from the 
state and the counties. 


Section IV. Appropriations. 


(a) That the sum of three million ($3,000,000.00) Dollars be, and the 
same is hereby appropriated out of any money in the State Treasury, not 
otherwise appropriated, for the administrative costs and other purposes 
of this Act, for the year beginning March 2nd, 19387 and ending March Ist, 
1938. : 


(b) That the sum of three million ($3,000,000.00) Dollars be, and the 
same is hereby appropriated out of any money in the State Treasury, not 
otherwise appropriated, for the administrative costs and other purposes of 
this Act, for the year beginning March 2nd, 1938 and ending March Ist, 1939. 


(c) That the appropriations herein above provided for shall be deemed 
and held valid notwithstanding the provisions of the Budget Act. 


Section V. Method of Disbursement. 


The State Department of Public Welfare shall disburse all Public 
Assistance grants and costs of administration as provided for in each Part 
of this Act. The State Public Welfare Department shall establish (or 
open) a bank account or accounts, properly safeguarded under state law 
and rules of the State Department. Such account or accounts shall be 
subject to orders drawn by the State Department for the payment of assist- 
ance grants and costs of administration of the State and County Depart- 
ments. 


From the general appropriation for the Public Welfare Act, the State 
Department shall be provided with an imprest fund of seven-hundred and 
fifty thousand ($750,000.00) dollars, quarterly, for which it will be respon- 
sible and liable. The imprest fund will be divided among such specific 
accounts aS may be necessary or desirable for the State Department to 
establish. 


As payments of grants and administrative costs are made from this 
imprest fund, it shall be replenished from the Public Welfare Fund by the 
State Treasurer, upon presentation of claims prepared by the State Welfare 
Department and approved by the State Board of Examiners and covered by 
warrants issued by the State Auditor, and the State Treasurer is hereby 
directed to disburse the monies appropriated by the Act upon such war- 
rants. 


Section VI. Specific Appropriations from Public Welfare Fund. 


(a) For the purpose of General Relief there is hereby appropriated 
from the Public Welfare Fund the sum of Seven hundred and sixteen thou- 
sand ($716,000.00) dollars annually for the biennium ending March Ist, 
1939, and such additional sums as shall be needed, which sum shall be 
known as the General Relief Account and which shall be earmarked for 
this said purpose. 


(b) For the purpose of Old Age Assistance and in matching Federal 
funds, there is hereby appropriated from the Public Welfare Fund the sum 
of One million and two hundred thousand ($1,200,000.00) dollars, annually 
for the biennium ending March 1st, 1939, and such additional sum as shall 
be needed, which sum shall be known as the Old Age Assistance Account 
and which shall be earmarked for this said purpose. 


(c) For the purpose of Aid to Dependent Children and in matching 
Federal Funds, there is hereby appropriated from the Public Welfare Fund 
the sum of Six hundred thousand ($600,000.00) dollars annually for the 
biennium ending March 1st, 1939, and such additional sum as shall be needed, 
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which sum shall be known as the Aid to Dependent Children Account 
and which shall be earmarked for this said purpose. 


(d) For the purpose of Aid to Blind and in matching Federal funds there 
is hereby appropriated, from the Public Welfare fund the sum of Twenty 
four thousand ($24,000.00) dollars, annually for the biennium ending 
March Ist, 1939, and such additional sums as shall be needed, which sum 
shall be earmarked for this said purpose. 


(e) For the purpose of Services to Crippled Children and in matching 
Federal funds, and to provide such additional state funds as may be neces- 
sary, there is appropriated hereby, from the Public Welfare Fund the sum 
of Thirty thousand ($30,000.00) dollars, annually for the biennium ending 
March Ist, 1939, to be earmarked as the Crippled Children Account. 


(f) For the purpose of Child Welfare Services and in matching Fed- 
eral funds and to provide such additional state funds as may be necessary, 
there is hereby appropriated from the Public Welfare Fund the sum of 
Thirty thousand ($30,000.00) dollars, annually for the biennium ending 
March 1st, 1939, to be earmarked as the Child Welfare Services Account. 


Section VII. Transfer of Funds from Specific Accounts. 


It is hereby provided that such sum of any specific Account as shall 
not be needed for the purpose for which the Account is earmarked may be 
transferred back to the Public Welfare Fund and used in such other forms 
of Public Assistance as may be needed and necessary and as the State 
Board of Public Welfare may determine.

of those whom he considered his duty to protect and without thought of

THIRD READING 


The following having been read three several times, history and title 
agreed to, were disposed of as follows: All appropriation measures having 
been read at length. 


House Bill No. 86, introduced by Levisee, Alvord, Cruickshank, Lehr- 
kind, O’Shea and Padbury, being a constitutional amendment, and having 
been read three several times, was passed by the necessary two-thirds vote 
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of the entire membership of the House as required by Section 9, of Article 
19 of the State Constitution, and in compliance with the provisions thereof, 
the bill is set forth in its entirety as follows: A Bill for an Act entitled: 
“An Act to provide for the submission of the qualified electors of the State 
of Montana of an amendment to section 5 of article XVI of the Constitution 
of the State of Montana relating to the qualifications and terms of office 
of county officers.” 


Be It Enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the State of Montana: 


Section 1. That Section 5 of Article XVI of the Constitution of the 
State of Montana be amended as hereinafter provided, and that the ques- 
tion of such amendment be submitted to the qualified electors of the State 
of Montana at the general election to be held in November, 1938. 


Section 2. That Section 5 of Article XVI of the Constitution of the 
State of Montana be, and the same is hereby amended, so as to read as 
follows: “Section 5. There shall be elected in each county the following 
county officers who shall possess the qualifications for suffrage prescribed 
by Section 2 of Article IX of this constitution and such other qualifications 
as may be prescribed by law: 


One county clerk who shall be clerk of the board of county commission- 
ers and ex-officio recorder; one sheriff; one treasurer, who shall be collector 
of the taxes, provided, that the county treasurer shall not be eligible to his 
office for the succeeding term; one county superintendent of schools; one 
county surveyor; one assessor; one coroner; one public administrator. Per- 
sons elected to the different offices named in this section shall hold their 
respective offices for the term of four (4) years, and until their successors 
are elected and qualified. Vacancies in all county, township and precinct 
offices, except that of county commissioners, shall be filled by appoint- 
ment by the board of county commissioners, and the appointee shall hold 
his office until the next general election; provided, however, that the board 
of county commissioners of any county may, in its discretion, consolidate 
any two or more of the within named offices and combine the powers and 
the duties of the said offices consolidated; however, the provisions hereof 
shall not be construed as allowing one (1) office incumbent to be entitled 
to the salaries and emoluments of two (2) or more offices; provided, further, 
that in consolidating county offices, the board of county commissioners 
shall, six (6) months prior to the general election held for the purpose of 
electing the aforesaid offices, make and enter an order, combining any 
two (2) or more of the within named offices, and shall cause the said order 
to be published in a newspaper, published and circulated generally in said 
county, for a period of six (6) weeks next following the date of entry of 
said order.” 


Section 3. This amendment shall be submitted to the qualified electors 
of the State of Montana by being placed on the official ballot, provided by 
Section 678, Revised Codes of Montana, 1935, and as provided by law, and 
there shall be printed on such ballot the title of this Act and the following 
words:

REPORT OF SELECT COMMITTEE TO INVESTIGATE 
THE STATE BOARD OF EQUALIZATION 


Mr. Speaker: We, your Select Committee, appointed to investigate 
the State Board of Equalization and the administration of the laws confided 
to it, under authority of House Resolution No. 38, approved and passed by 
the House of Representatives of the Twenty-fifth Legislative Assembly on 
January 21st, 1937, as extended by preliminary report approved by the 
House on the forty-fifth legislative day, February 17, 1937, respectfully 
report to the House as follows: 


ts 
Scope of Investigation 


House Resolution No. 3 invested your committee with plenary power 
to conduct the investigation ordered by the House and imposed no arbitrary 
restrictions upon the character of the investigation. Responsive to the 
spirit of the resolution, as well as its letter, we have undertaken during the 
time at our disposal, necessarily limited by our many conflicting legislative 
duties, to inquire into as many phases of the activities and administration 
of the State Board of Equalization as possible, including the methods of 
conducting public business, internal routine, performance of duty by the 
personnel of the Board and its staff and many other matters. We have 
heard the testimony of all members of the Board, of several of its staff 
and of others who have had business before the Board or direct or first 
hand knowledge of its affairs, and witnesses by us called at the request of 
Board members. This testimony has been transcribed and is available in 
typed form accompanying this report. 


Additionally, we employed, pursuant to the authority contained in the 
resolution, Mr. R. A. Lathom, a certified public accountant and at one 
time Deputy State Examiner, in connection with certain phases of our 
investigation. Mr. Lathom had heretofore made periodic and special exam- 
inations of the State Board and is perhaps as familiar with its general 
operations as any person in Montana not connected with the Board. 


Candor requires us to say that it would take much more time than was 
available to your committee to make an exhaustive investigation, but our 
findings are, we believe, sufficiently spécific and amply supported by suf- 
ficient proof, to warrant the actions hereinafter recommended. 


II. 
Importance of the Board 


The members of the State Board of Equalization are as of the date 
of this report Mr. Jas. W. Stewart, chairman, whose term of office expires 
March 1, 1937, Mr. John J. Greene, whose term of office expires March 1, 
1939, Mr. Sam D. Goza, whose term of office expires March 1, 1941. Mr. 
James W. Stewart will be succeeded on March 1, 1937 by E. A. Dye, a 
former newspaper man of Great Falls. 
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The State Board of Equalization is a Board created by constitutional 
amendment in 1922 and fully established by statutes adopted by the Legis- 
lative Assembly in 1923. Its members are appointed by the Governor for 
terms of six years and under the decisions in cases affecting like state of- 
ficers, namely, the Commissioner of Agriculture, Labor and Industry, a 
constitutional officer, and the State Highway Commission, a statutory 
board, the members are removable by the Governor after notice and hear- 
ing for good cause shown. 


The Board is charged with the administration of some nineteen revenue 
Statutes, and, perhaps, of greater importance, with fixing the valuation for 
tax purposes of all inter-county property notably railroads and public utili- 
ties and on proper appeal of equalization proceedings, with fixing the valua- 
tion, literally and in fact, of every acre of real property and every item of 
personal property in the State of Montana. 


By the statute of its creation the Legislature sought to provide that 
the members of the Board should have special qualifications for the work, 
namely: “knowledge of the subject of taxation and skill in matters per- 
taining thereto.” Very little, if any, attention has been paid to this legis- 
lative command with the result that the personne! of the Board, with certain 
exceptions, has not been, and is not qualified in accordance with the statute 
and this fact doubtless contributes its share to conditions resulting in the 
criticisms hereafter made. In this respect the State Senate must share 
some responsibility as it has repeatedly confirmed the nominations by 
various Governors to the Board, without careful scrutiny as to their quali- 
fications in tax matters. Too often the successive Governors have been 
actuated by political motives in nominating appointees and the Senators 
have acquiesced, not always without substantial protest, in these appoint- 
ments. The people in this state are fairly familiar with this fact and, we 
believe, disapprove of this disregard of statutory requirements. In pass- 
ing it may be observed that the failure to prescribe qualifications for state 
and even county offciers generaliy, results in the elevation of inferior per- 
sonnel to such offices in Montana and very serious delinquencies in carrying 
out public duties. 


Tie 
Internal Administration 


Minutes and Records: The condition of the Boards records and the 
admissions by members of the board in their testimony with respect thereto, 
exhibits a marked laxness in administration and, generally, a failure of 
executive vigor and command. 


Specifically, the minutes of the Board are comparatively idle recorda- 
tions. It appears that for a number of years after its creation the Board 
made no attempt to record the minutes of its meetings, and board action, 
as such, was evidenced only in final orders attached to various files or in 
letters written by some members of the Board or the Board’s secretary. 
Later, and after the appointment of Member Muri, who had years of experi- 
ence as Clerk of a District Court in this state, attempt was made to formu- 
late minutes showing the days of meetings, the members present, matters 
coming before the Board, parties and witnesses appearing, etc. This sys- 
tem aimed to embrace all actions of the Board both in Helena, and in the 
field in the course of visitations to counties during the period when appeals 
from assessments were under consideration. The minutes actually recorded, 
however, fall far short of these objectives, are exceedingly scanty and 
reveal very little in substance. Specifically the minutes do not record the 
votes of the members of the Board on any matters before it except in rare 
instances. Again, the minutes do not assume to set forth the final dispo- 
sition of many matters or if such final disposition is recorded in skeleton 
guile: there is no recital of grounds or reasons for the Board’s con- 
clusions. 
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It does not appear that the members of the Board, as such, supervise 
the preparation of the minutes, or inspect the minutes, if any, after they 
are recorded but, on the other hand, leave all of such business to the 
secretary who is also the head of the inheritance tax department. 


Expense Claims. Again, the minutes of the Board are not trustworthy, 
or if such minutes are correct, claims filed by Board members are seemingly 
untrue, for there is complete and flat contradictions between the minutes 
of the Board showing meetings at certain points, with certain members 
present, while expense claims evidence that the same members were not in 
attendance at such meetings, but at other points in the State of Montana 
or elsewhere. By way of example: 


On September 15, 19383, the minutes of the Board show a meeting in 
Helena with all members present, but on the same date Mr. Muri was in 
Forsyth and Mr. Stewart driving from Billings to Helena. 


On January 23, 1935, April 28, 1935, May 24 and 25, 1985, the minutes 
of the Board show meetings in He.ena with all members present, approving 
beer licenses and other matters when in fact Mr. Stewart was in Butte, 
Missoula and Great Falls. 


On April 23, June 26, 27, 28, 1935, the minutes of the Board show meet- 
ings in Helena with all members present, but the expense claim shows Mr. 
Greene in Missoula and Great Falls. 


On July 10, 11, 19385, minutes show meetings in Helena with all mem- 
bers present but Mr. Stewart shows those dates on his expense claim but 
does not show destination or location. 


On September 11, 12, and 18, 1935, minutes show meetings in Helena, 
Butte and Anaconda with all members present. We do not believe meetings 
were held in Helena during these dates, but it would be possible for the 
members to drive in to Helena and then return to Butte. 


On August 5, 1985, minutes show a meeting in Helena with full board 
present when in fact Mr. Greene was in Great Falls as shown by his expense 
claim. August 13, 14, 15, 16 and 17, 1935, the minutes show all members 
present in Helena and Mr. Greene shows on his expense claim for such 
dates his presence in Kalispell, Browning and Great Falls. On August 23 
and 24, 1935, all members shown present in Helena, and Mr. Greene shows 
on his expense claim as being in Dillon. 


On October 2, 1935, the minutes show meeting in Helena with all mem- 
bers present and the expense claim of Mr. Greene shows that he was in 
Libby on that date. 


On October 14, 17, 18, 22 and 24, 1935, the minutes show meetings of 
the board with all members present in Helena. In view of transportation 
requests issued by Mr. Stewart and Mr. Goza, they were away from Helena 
from October 10th to October 25th, and outside of the State of Montana 
during such period. 


On February 20, 1936, the minutes show a meeting of the Board with 
all members present in Helena. In view of transportation request issued 
by Mr. Greene on February 20th he was prima facie in Miles City. 


Conduct of Meetings and Sessions. It appears from the testimony of 
Board Members and the testimony of others that in hearings before the 
Board witnesses are seldom sworn before their testimony is elicited. It 
is further shown that, save for exceptional cases no attempt is made by 
the Board to reduce to writing the testimony of witnesses before it and 
preserve a. permanent transcript of such testimony in valuation hearings 
or in any hearings held by the Board on other matters. Parties attending 
such hearings may, if they desire, furnish their own stenographic reporter 
and the Board, in perhaps half a dozen instances each year uses a steno- 
graphic reporter for the purpose of keeping a permanent record of testi- 
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mony. The result is that if all the members of the Board are not present 
at a hearing the absent members must depend upon a hearsay recital from 
the attending member as to what happened at the hearing and such absent 
member is really not in position intelligently to participate in disposition 
of cases although records show that such absent members do so participate. 
Doubtless the Board has foilowed this course of action for the purpose of 
immunizing its decisions against attack in the courts, in the limited cases 
where attack is possible. There is widespread criticism of the failure of 
the Board to reduce testimony to writing and if it is not always advisable 
it certainly is necessary in important cases and in any case minutes of 
the testimony should be preserved. 


In this connection it appears that there is little dignity or formality 
in the hearings of the Board and while formaltiy should never be the 
mode of procedure when its employment tends to embarrass or obstruct 
the search for the truth, it is very plain that the Board’s proceedings 
are so informal that their very informality defeats clear, orderly and logical 
presentation of proof on the issues before the Board. 


Handling of Correspondence. We find that the Board has been neg- 
lectful of either (1) establishing a proper method for handling its corre- 
spondence or (2) supervising correspondence in the absence of es- 
tablishing any fixed method. It appears that when the mail reaches 
the office of the Board each day it is opened and distributed to mem- 
bers of the Board’s staff instead of to the Board as such or even 
to individual members of the board. It is only when a subhead on 
the staff of the board—an employee—calls the attention of a mem- 
ber of the Board to an item of correspondence, or when a member of 
the board is moved from some other cause to inquire into correspondence, 
that the Board Member or the Board as such knows of the correspondence 
and the development in correspondence of the subject matter with which it is 
concerned. Instead of attaching the incoming letters, other than mere let- 
ters of remittance, to the appropriate files and placing the files on the 
desks of the Members of the Board so that each member thereof may exam- 
ine the correspondence with the file attached and initial it as having been 
read and examined by him and thus assure the public that the Board is in 
daily intimate contact with its business, the present lack of method of hand- 
ling correspondence results in very meager attention by Board Members 
to correspondence. In this connection it must be remembered that more 
than ninety (90%) per cent of the business carried on by the Board is 
through correspondence. 


Fixed Meetings of Board at Helena. For a long period subsequent to 
its creation the Board had no system whereby it met at least once each 
day when in its offces in the Capitol Building in Helena. Two or three 
years ago a letter was circulated among department heads whereby an hour 
was fixed each day for transaction of business by the Board, assembling as 
the Board, in the chairman’s office. The system thus inaugurated has not 
been faithfully carried out and one of the greatest needs of the Board is 
the establishing of, and faithful adherence to, a system of office routine 
whereby it convenes daily at a fixed hour when department heads, employees, 
and others may go before the Board assembled as the Board for instruc- 
tions and for the transaction of business. Meetings at other hours, agree- 
able to appearances by the public, can be thus arranged by the Board to 
avoid conflict with its fixed, daily meeting. Nothing would be of greater 
aid in the ordinary disposition of business as a regular system of daily 
meetings and the records of complete minutes with respect thereto. 


Appropriations. The total amount of payroll for December 1936 was 
$6,555.00. For the balance of 5 months to the end of the fiscal year 
June 30, 1937, there is $32,775.00, which will result in a deficit against 
the total salary appropriations in the amount of $5,083.24. 


Total amount of payroll for January 1937 was $5,265.30. For the 
balance of 5 months to the end of the fiscal year June 30, 1937 there 
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will be $26,326.40, which would leave a balance in the total salary appro- 
priatoin in the amount of $1,365.25 on June 30, 1987. 


The appropriations for the year ending June 380, 1937 show a balance 
on January 31, 1937 for salaries in all subdivisions of the State Board 
of Equalization in the amount of $27,691.76, and taking the month of 
December 1936 payrolls as a basis for the next five months of the year 
the total would be $32,775.00 or a deficiency in the amount of $5,083.24. 
Taking the January 1937 payroll as a basis the total for the five months 
would be $26,326.40 or a balance in the amount of $1,365.26. 


On the December 1986 payroll basis: 
The Store License Division would show a deficiency in the

Three Income Tax Auditors or field men for the Income Tax Depart- 
ment have been taken off the payroll as of January 1, 1937 and also 
the Beer Inspectors have now been taken off. One man from the Gas 
Tax Division has been placed in the Income Tax Department but has 
been paid from the Gas Tax Division of the Highway Fund. 


The Income Tax Law provides that on or before the 15th day of 
the fourth month following the close of the accounting period or on 
or before April 15th, returns must be filed with the State Board of 
Equalization and in accordance with such requirements the majority of 
the income tax returns are filed during January, February and March 
and it would seem that sufficient appropriations should have been asked 
for to maintain the field men of the income tax department during the 
tax paying period, as well as the balance of the year. The Board has 
badly mijudged its need for funds for internal administration. 


The cause of deficiency in the various appropriation accounts is due 
to improper charges to the appropriations. In other words salaries and 
other expense payments are made from the appropriation that have the 
largest balance, without regard to whether the expenditure burdens a 
fund intended for some other department of the board. 


We find that under House Bill No. 532 of the Twenty-fourth Legisla- 
tive Assembly a definite appropriation was made for each sub-division 
of the State Board of Equalization. The Legislature apparently recog- 
nized the fact that any percentage set aside for expenses, at the time 
the law was passed, was only an appropriation after all, and as Section 
12 of Article XII of the Constitution provides that the life of all appro- 
priations shall not extend beyond two years, definite amounts were set 
aside for each purpose. Moreover, the Legislature emphasized this fact 
in Section 4 of the Bill by providing that all appropriations contained 
therein should be used for the purposes designated and no other. The 
method of charging an expense against whatever account had the most 
money is not only illegal but defeats the purpose of determining what 
the net revenue is, on the different types of taxation. Practices of this 
nature should never be permitted. 


The deficit as shown in the income tax division general fund seems 
clearly to be caused by not asking for a sufficient appropriation to carry 
on the field work of the income tax department. 


Beer Expenditures. A casual examination of claims for expenditures 
from the Beer Fund show a number of payments from the Beer Fund 
which should have been paid from the Board of Equalization General Fund 
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appropriation and charged against the proper appropriation accounts, the 
appropriation having been made for the purpose designated and no other. 
Under Exhibit B a list of such payments will be found, which we be- 
lieve should not have been paid from the Beer Fund for the reason 
such expenditures were for about all departments of the Board of 
Equalization. Among such expenditures will be noted salaries of Board 
Members paid from the Beer Fund, when such payments should have 
been made from the General Fund and charged against the General Fund 
Appropriation “Salaries Fixed by Law.” 


In some cases such as expenditures for envelopes, postage, stationery, 
and fixtures a portion of such payments no doubt should be paid from 
the Beer Fund and the balance from the general or other special funds 
of the department, but excessive amounts were charged to the Beer Fund 
simply because it had a considerable balance in it. 


Dodge Car. A Dodge sedan was purchased by the Board of Equaliza- 
tion May 8, 1933, Warrant No. 109881 from McCarthy & Keickbusch, 
Helena, for the amount of $853.90 complete—Serial No. 8603648—Motor 
No. DP 27446. 


A Ford V-8 Tudor Sedan and all accessories—Motor 1648357 was pur- 
chased on June 11, 1935 from the Capital Motor Co., Helena, less allow- 
ance on Dodge Sedan of $472.00 or a net price on the Ford V-8 of $220.80 
paid by Warrant No. 63904. 


Both cars were purchased from the Beer Fund but the Dodge Sedan 
was used by the commissioners for their use in travelling over the State 
of Montana in valuation and equalization proceedings generally and the 
car was in charge of Mr. Greene, a member of the Board. The Board 
members left the inspection of beer licensee’s premises largely to inspec- 
tors, hence the car purchase hardly had any relation to Beer Adminis- 
tration. 


The expenditures shown for gas, oil, repairs and storage cover most 
of the period from May 8, 1933 to June 11, 1935, the period the Dodge 
sedan was owned by the Board of Equalization, but we are unable to 
make sure of the expense on the Dodge sedan for the reason the nota- 
tions on the claims are not sufficient for identification. A list of claims 
are shown in Exhibit “EF” which we believe were for such Dodge sedan. 
Undoubtedly this car was used a great part of the time for the personal 
convenience of Member Greene. 


IV. 
Administration of License Tax Laws. 


Chain Store Licenses. A balance of $51,658.13 was shown in the 
protested tax fund in the State Treasurer’s office on March 31, 1936. 
Most of this money came from the Board of Equalization on account of 
taxes being paid under protest. When the fund first started the money 
was deposited with the State Treasurer and a complete detailed record 
was not kept at that time of the individual cases and on September 30, 
1986, $2,320.44 was distributed to funds, leaving the protested tax fund 
in reconcilement between the State Board of Equalization and the State 
Treasurer. 


On January 31, 1937, there was a balance of $47,886.74 in the State 
Treasuer’s office and in February $7,951.28 was deducted from the fund 
leaving a balance of $39,935.46. On the same date the detailed list pre- 
pared by the cashier of the State Board of Equalization showed a balance 
of $39,934.46 making a difference of $1.00 between the State Treasurer’s 
balance of the protested tax fund and the cashier’s balance. 


The balances now shown on the detailed list of protested payments 
start in July 1933 and continue to February 1, 1987 and a number of 
these cases have been in court since 1983 and we are informed by the 
new Attorney General that as soon as the Legislature shall have been 
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adjourned he will examine into each case and bring them to issue and 
decision. A list of the cases are shown in Exhibit “D”. 


{t is only fair to say that the delay in the disposition of these cases 
is not in any respect chargeable to the Board, but to the former Attorney 
General, if to any one. 


Corporation License Tax Returns. The Corporation License Tax re- 
turns of the various sugar companies operating in Montana were formerly 
all figured on a different basis and in checking the returns and adjusting 
payments a uniform system of taxation was arrived at by the Board as 
between sugar companies with the result that the Great Western Sugar 
Company has a credit of $5,023.39 to be applied on a subsequent year’s 
assessment and additional assessments were made against the Utah-Idaho 
Sugar Company in the total amount of $2,245.58, the Holly Sugar Cor- 
poration in the amount of $11,755.98, and the Amalgamated Sugar Com- 
pany in the amount of $2,070.65, making a net additional tax assessed 
and paid in the amount of $11,048.82. No record is shown in the minutes 
of the proceedings of the Board of Equalization regarding these changes 
in assessments. There is absolutely no authority of law, so far as we 
know, whereby excess corporation license taxes for instance, or any other 
taxes for that matter, exacted in any one year may be allowed as a 
credit against taxes due on the next or a subsequent year’s operations. 
Not only the law but sound public policy, and ordinary honest accounting, 
require that each tax year be treated as wholly separate and distinct 
accounting period. To carry over credits from one year to taxes due a 
subsequent year would, on principle, justify excusing non-payment in one 
year or short payment in one year against the hope of making up the 
deficit in a subsequent year. This method opens up the door to fraud 
and should not be tolerated. If there is any doubt as to whether a sub- 
stantial amount is involved in an over payment the Board should instruct 
the taxpayer to pay under protest and thus suspend the payment until 
suit is brought and determined, instead of assuming to cover in the entire 
tax receipts and give credit for an excess against a future year. 


The case of the International Elevator Company is inexplicable so 
far as we are concerned. It appears from the records of the office of 
the Secretary of State that the company entered the state of Montana 
as a foreign corporation at least as early as 1917, and at all times since 
has continually been engaged in business in Montana. Notwithstanding 
the record of this corporation was available to the State Board of Equali- 
zation or its corporation license tax auditor the Board failed to assess 
any corporation license tax against it from the years 1917 to 1929 inclu- 
sive, at least. When this matter finally came to the Boards attention 
in 1933, the International Elevator Company contended that the Board 
could only go back three years in assessing corporation license tax as 
the three year statute of limitations supplied. No attempts were made 
to thrash out this matter of the existence of any statute of limitations 
or the applicability of the three (38) year statute in the courts. The 
following paper was found in the files dealing with the International 
Elevator Company, but no record of the same appears in the minutes of 
the Board: 


May 5, 1933. 
The State Board of Equalization for the State of Montana, being in 
regular session with James H. Stewart, chairman; D. J. Muri, member, 
and John J. Greene, member; present, had under consideration the cor- 
poration license tax on the International Elevator Company for the fiscal 
years ending June 30, 1929, 1980, and 1931, and directed and determined 
as follows: 


That from the return of said corporation made to this Board for the 
fiscal year ending June 30, 1929, the corporation license tax for said 
corporation is hereby determined and fixed in the amount of $1,287.26, 
the penalty of 10% in the amount of $128.73 and interest at the rate of 
1% per month from September 30, 1929 to December 31, 1932, in the 
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amount of $502.03, making a total tax due for this year in the amount 
of $1,918.02. 


That from the return of said corporation made for the fiscal year 
ending June 30, 19380, the corporation license tax is hereby determined 
and fixed in the amount of $711.60, the penalty of 10% in the amount 
of $71.16, and interest at the rate of 1% per month from September 380, 
1930 to December 31, 1932 in the amount of $192.13, making a total 
tax for this year of $974.89. 


That from the returns of said corporation made to this Board for 
the fiscal years ending June 30, 1931 and 1932, said Board finds reports 
in order with no tax due. That notification of this assessment and the 
amount thereof shall be transmitted to the International Elevator Com- 
pany as required by law. That at the time the returns of said corporation 
were made to this Board for corporation license tax purposes for the pe- 
riod above stated, said company tendered in payment thereof, according 
to its own determination, the sum of $67.26. 


Secretary. Commissioner. 


We find that the Board and the former corporation license tax auditor 
have been grossly neglectful of their duty in this particular case. 


Relative to the Pioneer Placer Dredging the following is taken from 
the minutes of the Board of Equalization: 


(1) 
April 18, 1935. 
The Board met in regular session with all members present, to-wit: 
Jas. H. Stewart, Chairman, John J. Greene, and Sam D. Goza. 


The Board had under consideration at this time the question of 
deduction for depletion in computing corporation license tax of the 
Pioneer Placer Dredging Company. 


Motion was made by Commissioner Greene that in the case of the 
Corporation License Tax return of the Pioneer Placer Dredging Company, 
the item of depletion in the amount of $29,650.81 be disallowed as a de- 
duction from gross income for the reason that it appears on the face 
of the return that said mining property did not cost this corporation 
any sum whatsoever. 


Motion was seconded by Commissioner Goza and unanimously carried. 


(2) 
December 17, 1936. 
The Board met in regular session with all members of the Board 
Poe to-wit: Jas. H. Stewart, Chairman, John J. Greene and Sam 
. Goza. 


The Board at this time had under consideration its action of April 
18, 1935, in disallowing as a deduction from gross income, in determina- 
tion of corporation license tax of the Pioneer Placer Dredging Company, 
the item of deletion in the amount of $29,650.81. After due consideration 
of the matter, on motion duly made, seconded, and carried, the Board 
allowed the above amount, covering depletion. This amounted to an 
allowance for refund in the amount of tax in the sum of $593.02 (at 
2 per cent), which amount is to be allowed on subsequent year’s deter- 
mination of tax. 


We are not advised of any provision of law supporting the Board’s 
action of December 17, 1936, nor has any sufficient excuse been made 
for the lapse of time in acting on the matter and in our judgment there 
is no authority in law or accounting for attempting to apply the refund 
against a subsequent year’s tax, as above noted. 
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Vi 
Beer License Administration 


Grey Cliff Situation. We find that the application of Carl Schmidt 
for a beer license at Grey Cliff, County of Sweet Grass, State of Mon- 
tana, in a place of business known as Schmidt’s Store for the year 1935 
was made February 19, 1935, and a protest was filed January 5, 1935, 
protesting the issuance of this license by the Sheriff, Undersheriff, 
County Attorney and the Justice of the Peace of Sweet Grass County. 
The reason given for such protest that on April 21, 1984 the said Carl 
Schmidt was tried in a Justice of the Peace Court of Big Timber Town- 
ship, Sweet Grass County, Montana, before S. G. Webster, Justice of the 
Peace, and a jury duly empanelled, on a charge of illegal sale and pos- 
session of intoxicating liquor; that the jury found the defendant guilty 
of the crime charged and assessed a fine against him of $300.00; that 
S. G. Webster, Justice of said Court then pronounced ee as follows 
against said defendant: 


“It is therefore the Judgment of this Court that Carl Schmidt is 
guilty of unlawfully selling intoxicating liquor and he is fined in the 
sum of $300.00.” 


That although repeatedly requested to pay said fine by the various 
officers of this county, the said Carl Schmidt has refused, failed and 
neglected, and does now refuse, fail and neglect to pay the said fine or 
any part thereof; that upon information and belief said Carl Schmidt 
paneaed Leen eh and ample funds with which to pay said fine if he 
so desired. 


That no appeal from the judgment mentioned above is pending in 
any higher court. 


That the place where said Carl Schmidt has been, and was selling 
beer in Grey Cliff, Montana, until recently is known as the “Rainbow 
Gardens,” and that said place is one of ill repute. 


That the said “Rainbow Gardens” in Grey Cliff, Montana, is owned 
and operated by said Carl Schmidt’s wife, Elizabeth Schmidt, and that 
the latter is an alien and has made several attempts to gain citizenship 
by the Judge. 


That both Carl Schmidt and his wife, Elizabeth Schmidt, have prior 
convictions standing against them for former liquor law violations. 


That both Carl Schmidt and his wife, Elizabeth Schmidt, have for 
a considerable time past, taken a critical and antagonistic attitude 
towards the law enforcement officers of this county. 


On March 8th and March 138th, 19385, reports were filed with the 
Board by Mr. M. S. Aristead, one of the field men for the Board of 
Equalization, in which he states that the matter of issuance of a license 
for 1985 will be taken up further with the county authorities. 


On March 22, 1935, beer license No. 990 was issued to the said Carl 
Schmidt and on April 20, 1935, a letter was received from the county 
authorities of Sweet Grass County relative to the beer license of Carl 
Schmidt of Grey Cliff, as they had now learned that a license had been 
issued to Mr. Schmidt. These officials state that the sum of $300.00 
fine assessed against Carl Schmidt had not been paid. A report was filed 
with the Board on June 22, 1935, by the field man Mr. Pat Holland in 
which he states the Schmidts run a very good place. This being the 
last report in the files, we are unable to determine whether a field man 
visited the Schmidt place after June 22, 1985 or between March 8th and 
June 22, 1935. 


Section 46 of the Montana Beer Act, Chapter 106 of the Laws of 19385 
provides: If any of the licensees herein described shall be convicted of 
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any violation of any of the provisions of this Act, or if the Board shall 
find, upon such examination, that such licensee has violated any of the 
provisions of this Act, the Board may, in its discretion, and in addition 
to the penalties hereinbefore prescribed, revoke such license, or may sus- 
pend the same for a period of not more than three (3) months. 


It thus plainly appears that the Board issued a beer license to Carl 
Schmidt in the face of the persistent protests of the Sweet Grass County 
Officials, and without regard, as far as the records show, for Schmidt’s 
prior conviction, failure to pay fine, and equally persistent and habitual 
law violations. In our judgment this is a clear case of favoring a law 
violator in the matter of a beer license. 


Butte Cases. The Attorney General on the 23rd day of December 
1935 filed formal protests with the Board of Equalization against the 
issuing of 19386 beer licenses to the following parties or places: 


Peter Antonioli, or anyone else in the M & M at 9 No. Main St., 
Butte, Montana. 


Gabriel Traparish, or anyone else in the Rocky Mountain Cafe located 
at 55 Main Street, Meaderville, Silver Bow County. 


P. J. Naughton & J. M. Lyden, or anyone else in the Crown Cigar 
Store located in Butte, Montana. 


Julius Peters, Fred Pecora, E. Secatagline and Lute Deniff or any of 
them or anyone else in the Board of Trade located at 18 East Park Street, 
Butte, Montana. 


The protest was made on the grounds that liquor was sold and gam- 
bling was running in these places. Such statements were supported by 
affidavits from special investigators of the Attorney General’s office. 
The protest further states that the above places had Federal Retail Liquor 
Dealer’s License stamps expiring July 1, 19386. 


Eight days later on December 31, 1935, beer licenses for the year 
1936 were approved and ordered issued to the above parties for the reason 
that the District Court in Silver Bow County dismissed the cases for 
want of evidence. Two of these cases, the Crown Cigar Store and the 
M & M cases, were appealed to the Supreme Court of Montana. The de- 
cision of said Court ordered the cases returned to Silver Bow County for 
trial. We are advised that all cases have now (1937) been dismissed 
ae want of evidence and lack of witnesses. The minutes of the Board 
show: 

Helena, Montana, 
December 31, 1935. 

The Board met in regular session with all members present to-wit: 

James Stewart, John J. Greene and Sam Goza. 


The Board had under consideration various applications for beer 
licenses for the year 1936. There being no objections on file with the 
Board, the following applications were granted and licenses issued to-wit, 
on motion duly made, seconded and carried. 

(several pages of names) 


The Board had under consideration also various applications for 
1936 beer licenses relative to which protests have been filed with the 
Board. Action was taken on such applications as follows: 


In the Matter of Application of Naughton and Lyden 


It appearing to this Board that the acts complained of by the Attor- 
ney General in his letter of December 23, 1935, have heretofore been 
heard by the District Court of the Second Judicial District of the State 
of Montana in and for the County of Silver Bow and the Court having 
found that the said complaint is not supported by competent evidence 
and have ordered that the action be dismissed; the Board on motion duly 
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made, seconded and unanimously carried, granted the application and 
ordered license issued. 


In the Matter of the Application of M. J. Mullen 


The Board having heretofore heard testimony in the matter of the 
above application and it appearing therefrom that the applicant is a fit 
and proper person to whom should be issued a retail license, the Board 
on motion duly made, seconded and unanimously carried granted the ap- 
plication and ordered license issued forthwith. 


In the Matter of the Application of F. J. Reilly 


This Board having heretofore heard testimony in the matter of the 
above application and it appearing therefrom that the applicant is a fit 
and proper person to whom should be issued a retail license, the Board 
on motion duly made, seconded and unanimously carried granted the 
application and ordered license issued forthwith. 


In the Matter of Application ef Carl Spillum 


This Board having heretofore heard testimony in the matter of the 
above application and it appearing therefrom that the applicant is a fit 
and proper person to whom should be issued a retail license the Board 
on motion duly made, seconded and unanimously carried granted the 
application and ordered license issued forthwith. 


It is reasonably clear from the foregoing record that the Board was 
very hasty in assuming to follow the action of the District Court of 
Silver Bow County in dismissing certain of these cases by forthwith 
grants of licenses for the year 1936. There was no cooperation between 
the Board and Attorney General in the matter of the appeals, or waiting 
for the Supreme Court to act. In any event when the Supreme Court 
of Montana reversed the action of the District Court of Silver Bow 
County in dismissing the Crown Cigar Store and the M & M cases, the 
Board took no notice of that fact but assumed to continue its license 
in force thus evidencing calloused disregard of law and order. 


Our investigation convinces us that the Board Members, as _ such, 
have paid as little attention to the administration of the Beer Act as 
possible. For the most part they have rested on the reports of the sub- 
ordinate field men, called inspectors, whose reports are almost invariable 
that the character of the applicant is “Good” or “Very Good” and their 
places “Clean.” 


Since this inquiry was directed by the House, legislation has been 
enacted which relievés the State Board of Equalization not only of its 
duties in policing beer licensees, but from any connection with the Beer 
Administration. Your committee would have recommended such legisla- 
tion had it not been enacted and in this connection it is only fair to 
say that the Board unanimously stated that it desired to be divorced from 
beer or liquor administration of any kind. We agree that it should. 


Helena Cases. In Helena the Board revoked some fourteen beer 
licenses because the licensees were openly selling hard liquor over the 
bar in violation of the laws. The licensees commenced retaliatory court 
proceedings which were finally adjudicated in favor of the Board, but 
the real effect of which was defeated by the allowance by the Chief 
Justice of the Supreme Court of what appears as a spurious appeal to 
the Supreme Court of the United States. The question of the Helena 
licensees now appears moot in view of the fact that the licenses involved 
in the appeal have expired. 


At present there is before the Legislative Assembly legislation to 
authorize the sale of liquor over the bar. It is beyond the power of 
this committee, as such, to make any expression with respect to such 
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legislation. It must be said that the Board has not enjoyed wholehearted 
backing from Montana communities in the enforcement of the Beer Act, 
with some rare exceptions, and this failure of an enlightened public opin- 
ion to operate in support of the law is in some degree responsible for the 
Board’s indifference in situations like those existing at Grey Cliff, and 
in Butte. 


It appears that the Board has granted beer licenses to at least two 
(2) aliens in Montana. This phase of the Boards duties has terminated, 
but it is referred to as enlightening with respect to the Board’s attitude 
toward law enforcement. 


VI. 
Income Tax Administration as Related to Board. Members. 


The Montana Personal Income Tax Law (Chapter 181, Laws of 1933) 
provides in part: 


“Section 80 (1) Except in accordance with proper judicial order or 
as otherwise provided by law, it is unlawful for the Board or any deputy, 
assistant, agent, clerk, or other officer or employee to divulge or make 
known in any manner the amount of income or any particulars set forth 
or disclosed in any report or return required under this Act or any other 
information secured in the administration of this Act. The officers 
charged with the custody of such reports and returns shall not be re- 
quired to produce any of them or evidence of anything contained in them 
in any action or proceeding in any court, except in any action or pro- 
ceeding under the provisions of this Act, to which the Board is a party, 
or on behalf of any party to any action or proceeding under the provi- 
sions of this Act when the reports or facts shown thereby are directly 
involved in such action or proceedings, in either of which events, the 
court may require the production of, and may admit in evidence, so much 
of said reports or of the facts shown thereby, as are pertinent to the 
action or proceedings and no more. Nothing herein shall be construed 
to prohibit the delivery to a taxpayer of his duly authorized representa- 
tive of a certified copy of any return or report filed in connection with 


his tax, nor to prohibit the publication of statistics so classified as to 


prevent the identification of particular reports or returns and the items 
thereof, or the inspection by the Attorney General, or other legal repre- 
sentative of the State, of the report or return of any taxpayer who shall 
bring action to set aside or review the tax based thereon, or against 
whom an action or proceeding has been instituted in accordance with the 
provisions of twenty-six (26) and twenty-seven (27) of this Act. Reports: 
and returns shall be preserved for three (3) years and thereafter until 
the Board orders them to be destroyed.” 


In accordance with the Attorney. General’s opinion furnished your 
committee copy of income tax returns were furnished us by the individ- 
uals listed in Exhibit “EE” and same were checked in the income tax de- 
partment as to filing dates and tax payments. 


While the State Board of Equalization is charged by law with the 
administration of the Income Tax Act that Board and its staff ought to 
be the first persons in the State to be quick to observe the law, par- 
ticularly in the manner of making tax returns within the time fixed 
by law or within lawful extensions thereof, it is very plain that members 
of the Board and of the staff have not been careful scrupulously to ob- 
serve the Act in that respect, and are guilty of ignoring it to some extent, 
and in some instances have as the record shows, flaunted it. We do 
not assume to say that failure to pay taxes is a breech of the law unless 
all attending circumstances support the conclusion, but we do say that 
a failure to make the necessary returns and reports, unless excused by 
proper extension, is not in any respect justified and that this applies 
with especial force to those who are charged with the administration of 
the law. Undoubtedly the Board exercised a measure of good judgment 
in not being too harsh in the administration of the new Individual In- 
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come Tax Act of the 1933 Legislature, because there was necessity for 
acquainting people with its provisions and, moreover, serious litigation 
threatened its enforcement and administration. But it is true that the 
Board should furnish the first and best example of obedience to law in 
this respect. That no such example was furnished it is clear in connec- 
tion with the following instances: 


The 1933 income tax return of Jas. H. Stewart is not sworn to. The 
return for 1934 of Mr. Stewart does not show the date the return 
was filed, but the first payment was made July 9, 1935. 


The return of John J. Greene for the year 1933 was filed April 16, 
1934 and such return was sworn to on April 16, 1984. The return of 
Mr. Greene for the year 1934 was filed June 12, 1935 and first payment 
made June 17, 1935. The return of Mr. Greene for the year 1935 was 
not filed until January 25, 1937 four (4) days after your committee com- 
menced its investigation, and full payment made January 26, 1937 and 
such return was sworn to January 25, 1987. 


The 1934 income tax return of George Fowlie was filed June 6, 1935 
and full payment made June 7, 1935 and the original return is not signed. 


The 1934 income tax return of John J. Walsh does not show a filing 
date and the payment was made May 3, 1985. The return was not ac- 
knowledged. 


The income tax return of M. B. Milligan for the year 1933 was filed 
April 16, 1934. The return of Mr. Milligan for the year 1934 does not 
show a filing date but payment was made June 17, 19385 and the return 
was sworn to June 15, 1935. 


The 1988 income tax return of John Jacob Jewell was filed and 
sworn to on April 16, 1934. The return of Mr. Jewell for the year 1935 
was filed March 31, 1936, and the first payment made April 4, 1936. 


Under Section 2295.19 of the Revised Codes of 1935 provides there 
shall be annexed to such returns the affidavit or affirmation of the per- 
sons making the return, to the effect that the statements contained therein 
are true. The same section also provides that the returns must be filed 
with the State Board of Equalization on or before April 15th of each 
year or on or before the 15th day of the fourth month following the 
close of the accounting period. 


In checking over Schedule “EK” being the income tax return of the 
members of the Board of Equalization and the heads of the departments, 
it will be noted that several of the returns have not been filed until after 
the date provided in the law. We find no evidence or extension orders 
in the Board’s minutes or otherwise. 


The records of the County Treasurer of Lewis & Clark County show 
delinquent taxes in the name of Member John J. Greene for the year 
1934 on personal property in the original amount of $23.83 and penalty 
48c, making a total delinquent tax due of $24.31 plus interest from 
date of delinquency. 


VII. 
Personal Conduct of Board Members Interfering with Public Duty 


James W. Stewart will, by virtue of the action of Governor Ayers 
retire from the Board in March, 1937. 


The record contains direct and positive credible evidence that John 
J. Greene, one of the members of the Board, has been under the influence 
of intoxicating liquor on duty during office hours in the Capitol Building 
in Helena and drunk on duty during official hours when the Board has 
been transacting official business at points in Montana away from 
Helena. It may reasonably be inferred that such conduct on the part 
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of Member Greene is not isolated but has been repeated in Helena and 
in the field to the point where it has become a matter of serious em- 
barassment to the Board, an affront to the dignity of the office and 
a disregard of public trust. In the judgment of your committee, based, 
of course, on the evidence available to it in this legislative investigation, 
and without prejudice to that which may be developed in the proceedings 
hereafter ordered, such conduct on the part of Member Greene indicates 
that he is no longer entitled to be excused or condoned, and that the 
burden of proving his right to continue in public office rests distinctly 
upon, and must be discharged by, him. 


Recommendations. 


Your committee respectfully recommends as follows: 


; (1) That the original of this report be transmitted through the 
proper officials of the House of Representatives to and filed in the office 
of the Secretary of State of the State of Montana. 


(2) That copies hereof duly certified by the Secretary of State of 
the State of Montana be transmitted to His Excellency, Roy E. Ayers, 
Governor of Montana, and to Honorable Harrison J. Freebourn, Attorney 
General of Montana. 


(3) That the said Governor of Montana be and he is hereby re- 
quested and instructed by the House of Representatives of the Twenty- 
fifth Legislative Assembly of the State of Montana to initiate on or 
before March 31, 1937 and thereafter diligently prosecute to conclusion 
the proper statutory proceedings for determination of the right of John 
J. Greene to remain in his office as a member of the State Board of 
Equalization, the Governor having full power and authority in the prem- 
ises, and this report warranting such action, the basis for such proceedings 
to be (a) The persistent refusal to file 1935 income tax return until long 
after the same was due by law. (b) Inattention to and neglect of public 
duty due to intoxication on duty. (c) And upon such other grounds as 
this report or other knowledge or information may seem to the Governor 
to warrant to the end that such proceeding be all inclusive. That the 
Attorney General of Montana be and he is hereby instructed to gather 
all evidence with relation to such matters, painstakingly, and prosecute 
the case with vigor in vindication of the laws of Montana. 


(4) That a further copy of this report is duly certified by the 
Secretary of State of the State of Montana be transmitted by the proper 
officers of this House to the said Board of Equalization of the State 
of Montana with instructions to examine and consider same with care 
and forthwith to establish and thereafter faithfully adhere to office 
routines and measures which will eliminate the criticisms herein and 
improve the administration of the Board and the tax laws confided to it. 


(5) That the Board appoint and carry on its staff as one of the 
employees thereof an able attorney to be continually available to the 
Board in all matters and to attend upon the Board at formal hearings 
and to accompany the Board wherever necessary and to cooperate with 
the office of the Attorney General in the administration of the tax laws. 


(6) That this report be approved by the House of Representatives 
and that when so approved it be and constitute the acts and instructions 
of the House, its orders and directions in all matters referred to herein 
that your committee be discharged.

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REPORTS OF STANDING COMMITTEES 


Mr. Speaker: We, your Committee on Public Morals, Charities and 
Reforms, having had under consideration Senate Bill No. 161, respectfully 
report as follows: That Senate Bill No. 161 be amended as follows:

The party was undecided so they divided and 
Lewis went up the Jefferson and Clark up the Madison and after Lewis 
assured himself he was right he sent for Clark who came overland and 
joined him at Ross Hole and they had a meeting with the Flathead In- 
dians and there perfected the treaty of peace which was maintained by 
the Indians to this day. This picture here shows us that meeting and 
it was immediately after that when the expedition came to the Shoshone 
camp where Sacajawea met her brother and from that time on the way 
of the expedition was clear. Her friendship with the expedition cemented 
the friendship with the Shoshone Indians. There has been some question 
as to just what Mr. Russell’s picture depicts but I can positively say 
that it is the meeting of the Lewis and Clark Expedition with the Flat- 
head Indians at Ross Hole as Mr. Russell told me himself. I might add 
that this picture is priceless to the State of Montana.

MESSAGE FROM THE GOVERNOR 


Executive Offices, 
Helena, Montana, 
February 26, 19387. 


To the President of the Senate, the Speaker of the House, and to the 
Members of the Twenty-fifth Legislative Assembly: 


An emergency confronts us in that the Works Progress Administra- 
tion of the Government of the United States, which has so generously 
aided and assisted the people of our state in the past, has now with- 
drawn W. P. A. assistance and funds unless each W. P. A. project is 
sponsored by the state or one of its political subdivisions, which must 
furnish the materials, equipment, rentals, supplies and supervision of 
such project, at the cost and expense of the sponsor—the Government 
furnishing all labor, which shall be taken from the relief rolls of the 
locality of the sponsor. 


The Government of the United States has made this order effective 
in order that its funds may go further than heretofore in the employment 
of needy people and to confine its expenditures to permanent, useful 
and needy projects. 


Many subdivisions of the state, such as school districts, towns, cities, 
counties, and their own immediate subdivisions, are unable financially to 
sponsor such project and comply with the requirements of the W. P. A. 
Therefore it is necessary and becomes our duty to effect legislation 
whereby such political subdivisions can take advantage of the benefits 
offered by W. P. A. and to that end it is necessary that we have legisla- 
tion making it possible for the political subdivisions of the state to have 
sufficient method and authority by which sufficient funds can be raised 
by them to cooperate with the Federal agencies and acquire the benefits 
of such cooperation. 
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I am sure that the Assembly appreciates the necessity of adequate 
legislation to give every aid and assistance in this emergency situation. 


In order to aid you in this task I have used my every effort, and 
to that end I did call a committee of leading citizens and industrialists 
of the state together at the Capitol for the purpose of working out a 
solution of the difficulties presented. 


The Committee for several days gave diligent study to this serious 
problem and drafted proposed legislation on the subject, which is herewith 
submitted for your consideration. This proposed legislation is being 
delivered herewith to the House for the reason that such legislation must 
originate there. It is my request that the Legislative Assembly give 
this proposed legislation its usual earnest and painstaking consideration 
and that the House refer it to the appropriate committee and urge im- 
mediate consideration. 


This draft of legislation is submitted as a result of the labors of this 
committee and not with any thought of directing legislation in your 
bodies, but with the thought of giving you every assistance at my com- 
mand. I know the hour of this Session is late and therefore I respect- 
fully urge speedy consideration.

THIRD READING 


Senate Bill No. 40, introduced by Anderson, being a constitutional 
amendment, and having been read three several times, was concurred in 
by the necessary two-thirds vote of the entire membership of the House as 
required by Section 9 of Article 19 of the State Constitution, and in com- 
ares with the provisions thereof the bill is set forth in its entirety as 
follows: 


A Bill for an Act entitled: ‘“An Act to submit to the qualified electors 
of the State of Montana an Amendment to Sections 6, 7, 8, 9, 10 and 11 of 
Article XXI of the Constitution of the State of Montana relating to the 
investment and administration of the Public School Permanent Fund, the 
other permanent funds originating in land grants from the United States: 
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for the support of higher institutions of learning, and of other funds as 
separate and integral funds of the Montana Trust and Legacy Fund”. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the State of Montana: 


Section 1. That Sections 6, 7, 8,9,10and11 of Article XXI of the Con- 
stitution of the State of Montana be amended as hereinafter provided, and 
that the question of such amendment be submitted to the qualified electors 
of the State of Montana at the next general election. 


Section 2. That Sections 6, 7, 8, 9, 10 and 11 of Article XXI of the 
Constitution of the State of Montana be, and the same are hereby amended 
to read as follows: 


“Section 6. (of Article XXI) The Public School Permanent Fund, the 
other permanent funds originating in land grants from the United States 
for the support of higher institutions of learning, and for other state insti- 
tutions, subject to investment, shall be invested as parts of the Montana 
Trust and Legacy Fund; so also all other funds in the custody of any officer 
or officers of the State, subject to investment, that the Legislative Assembly 
may prescribe. The separate existence and identity of each and every 
fund invested and administered as a part of the Montana Trust and Legacy 
Fund shall be strictly maintained. 


All investments belonging to the Public School Permanent Fund, ex- 
cept investments in state farm mortgage loans, and all investments belong- 
ing to the said land grant funds, shall be transferred to the Montana Trust 
and Legacy Fund at the full amounts of the unpaid balances of such invest- 
ments. 


Section 7. (of Article XXI) The State shall accept for investment 
and administration as parts of the Montana Trust and Legacy Fund, sink- 
ing funds, permanent funds, cumulative funds and trust funds belonging 
to or in the custody of any of the political subdivisions of the State when 
requested to do so by the governing board of such political sub-division, 
subject, however, to such limitations as the Legislative Assembly may pre- 
scribe. The Legislative Assembly may provide for the investment and ad- 
ministration as a part of the Montana Trust and Legacy Fund of any other 
fund subject to its power. 


Section 8. (of Article XXI) The Montana Trust and Legacy Fund 
shall be safely and conservatively invested in public securities within the 
state, as far as possible, including school district, county and municipal 
bonds, and bonds of the State of Montana; but it may also be partly invested 
in bonds of the United States, bonds fully guaranteed by the United States 
as to principal and interest, and Federal Land Bank bonds. All invest- 
ments shall be limited to safe loan investments bearing a fixed rate of 
interest. In making long term investments preference shall be given to 
securities payable on the amortization plan or serially. The Legislative 
Assembly may provide additional regulations and limitations for all invest- 
ments from the Montana Trust and Legacy Fund. 


All existing constitutional guarantees against loss or diversion apply- 
ing to the public school fund, to the funds of the State University and to the 
funds of all other state institutions of learning, shall remain in full force 
and effect. 


Section 9. (of Article XXI) On the last day of March, of June, of 
September and of December of each year, the State Treasurer shall appor- 
tion all interest collected for the Montana Trust and Legacy Fund during 
the three month period then terminating to all the separate and integral 
funds which constitute such fund on the day of such apportionment and 
which constituted parts of the fund on the first day of the three month 
period then terminating. The bases of apportionment shall be the aver- 
age amount of each fund between the first day and the last day of the 
three month period. 
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Section 10. (of Article XXI) The State Treasurer shall keep all de- 
posits of money belonging to the Montana Trust and Legacy Fund separate 
and distinct from other deposits of money in his keeping. 


Section 11. (of Article XXI) All money in any of the separate and 
integral funds constituting the Montana Trust and Legacy Fund and the 
interest apportioned therefrom, shail be subject to payment to the person, 
institution or other entity entitled thereto, without appropriation by the 
Legislative Assembly, upon proper authorization as provided by law.” 


Section 8. That separate official ballots shall be provided at the 
general election to be held in November, 1938, which shall have printed 
thereon under the heading “Proposed Amendment to Sections 6, 7, 8, 9, 10 
and 11 of Article XXI of the Constitution of the State of Montana” all of 
the said Sections 6, 7, 8, 9, 10 and 11 as amended by this act. There shall 
also be printed on the official ballots following the said sections the 
following: , 


[oas) For the foregoing amendment to the Constitution. 


| | Against the foregoing amendment to the Constitution. 


The elector shall indicate his preference by marking X before the propo- 
sition for which he desires to vote. 


Section 4. That the votes cast for and against this proposed amend- 
ment shall be canvassed, determined and declared as provided by law. 


Section 5. That all Acts and parts of Acts in conflict with the provi- 
sions of this Act are hereby repealed. 


Section 6. That this Act shall be in full force and effect from and 
after its passage and approval by the Governor.

House Resolution. Introduced by Hedden, Kruse, Manning, Monahan, 
Toomey. 


WHEREAS, the Select Committee appointed by the House of Repre- 
sentatives of the 25th Legislative Assembly to investigate the State Board 
of Equalization has heretofore rendered its report to the House and such 
report and the recommendations therein were unanimously approved by the 
House in Executive Session on February 24, 1937: and among other mat- 
ters therein the House requested and instructed the Governor of Montana 
as follows: 


“That the said Governor of Montana be and he is hereby requested and 
instructed by the House of Representatives of the Twenty-fifth Legislative 
Assembly of the State of Montana to initiate on or before March 31, 1937 
and thereafter diligently prosecute to conclusion the proper statutory pro- 
ceedings for determination of the right of John J. Green to remain in his 
office as a member of the State Board of Equalization, the Governor having 
full power and authority in the premises, and this report warranting such 
action, the basis for such proceedings to be (a) the persistent refusal to 
file 1935 income tax return until long after the same was due by law. (b) 
Inattention to and neglect of public duty due to intoxication on duty. (c) 
And upon such other grounds as this report or other knowledge or infor- 
mation may seem to the Governor to warrant to the end that such proceed- 
ing be all inclusive. That the Attorney General of Montana be and he is 
hereby instructed to gather all evidence with relation to such matters, pains- 
takingly, and prosecute the case with vigor in vindication of the laws of 
Montana.” 
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And on March 1, 1937 the Governor made reply to such request as 
follows: 


“To the Honorable H. D. Rolph, 
Speaker of the House of Representatives, 
Helena, Montana. 


My Dear Mr. Speaker: 


I beg to acknowledge receipt of the report of the House Special Com- 
mittee, appointed to investigate the operations and personnel of the State 
Board of Equalization, and the recommendations contained in said report. 


I have studied this report and the recommendations, and in applying 
it to the constitution of the State I beg to call your attention to the fact 
that the State Board of Equalization is a Constitutional creation, and the 
members of that Board are Constitutional officers. Under the constitu- 
tional provisions I have no authority to act as suggested in your report.

And it now appearing to the House that there is a very substantial 
legal question as to whether impeachment is the exclusive mode of re- 
moval of members of said State Board of Equalization, and that in any 
event the process of impeachment is costly and in the present instance 
may cause an expenditure of public funds as high as Twenty-five thou- 
sand dollars in each case and the matters found and contained in the 
report clearly warrant that the members of this House and the duly con- 
stituted officers of the State should first exhaust every lawful means 
of effective removal of the members of said Board hereinafter named 
without the burden and expense of impeachment and the process of im- 
peachment should be resorted to, in protection of the State and its citi- 
zens, only because the same is beyond question the exclusive remedy; and 
it is the sense of the House on further mature consideration that the 
matters found in said report warrant the same proceedings with reference 
to member Sam D. Goza on the basis of neglect of duty, as were here- 
tofore ordered with respect to member John J. Greene; that the said 
persons now constituting the members of said Board now subject to 
removal from office. 


NOW THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED: by the House of Repre- 
sentatives of the Twenty-fifth Legislative Assembly that the Honorable 
Roy E. Ayers, Governor of Montana, be and he is hereby respectfully 
requested and instructed by the House forthwith this second day of 
March 1937 to request the unconditional separate resignation of John J. 
Greene and Sam D. Goza as members of the State Board of Equalization 
of the State of Montana, and direct each thereof to make unequivocal 
answer to such request before four o’clock P. M. on Tuesday, March 2, 
1937, and advise this House with respect hereto before five o’clock P. M. 
on Tuesday March 2, 1937.

The staff personnel in each County shall consist of at least 
one qualified staff worker (or investigator) and such clerks and stenog- 
raphers as may be decided necessary by the County Board. If conditions 
warrant, the County Board, with the approval of the State Department, 
may appoint one of the local staff of Public Assistance workers in a 
supervisory capacity. The staff personnel of each County Department 
are directly responsible to the County Board, but the State Department 
shall have the authority to supervise such county employees in respect 
to the efficient and proper performance of their duties. Public assistance 
staff personnel attached to the County Board shall be paid from State 
Public Welfare funds. One-half of the administrative cost of the County 
Department shall be reimbursed to the State Treasurer by the county 
in accordance with the terms of this Act.” 


Amend Section XI, page 9 by adding a new subsection to be known 
as subsection (b) which shall read as follows: “(b) It is hereby made 
the duty of the Board of County Commissioners in each county to levy 
the six mills required by law for the poor fund and to budget and ex- 
pand so much of the funds in the county poor fund for all purposes 
of this Act as will enable the County Welfare Department to meet its 
proportionate share of such assistance granted in the county, and the 
county budget shall make provision therefor and an account shall be 
established for such purpose. 


If the six mill levy shall prove inadequate to meet the county’s pro- 
portionate share of Public Assistance under any Part of this Act and if 
the County Board of Commissioners is unable to declare an emergency 
for the purpose of providing additional funds, and if an audit by the 
State Examiner’s office proves this condition to be true and that the 
County Board has expended its Poor Fund only for the purposes levied, 
then such proportion of its Public Assistance as the County is unable to 
meet shall be paid from the State Public Welfare Fund.” 


Amend Part I. page 11 by adding after Section XV a new section 
to be numbered Section XVI which shall read as follows and renumber 
all other sections of Part I consecutively: “Section XVI. Approval or 
Denial Signatures. Approved or denied applications for assistance under 
this Act shall be signed by the Chairman and one other member of the 
County Board.

The State 
Department of Public Welfare shall also have the authority to require 
as a condition of grants from state funds to the counties that the County 
Board of Commissioners shall make no transfers from the county poor 
fund or charges against the county poor fund for purposes other than 
for which the county poor fund is established by law, and it is hereby 
made mandatory upon the Board of County Commissioners that taxes 
levied and collected for the county poor fund shall be expended only for 
the purposes levied.

“piece inability of the county to provide for relief assistance to its own 
residents. 


It is hereby also declared to be the legal and financial responsibility 
of the Board of County Commissioners to provide adequate relief to 
persons in need of the same according to standards established by the 
State Department of Public Welfare and to the extent that county funds 
are available. 


To meet emergency conditions that may arise within the county the 
Board of County Commissioners is hereby empowered to declare an emer- 
gency and to make additional levies and transfers from other funds, as 
now provided by law.”

REPORTS OF SPECIAL COMMITTEES 


Mr. Speaker: We, your select Committee appointed to investigate 
the conditions and circumstances surrounding the transfer of credits be- 
tween the various units of the Greater University of Montana, beg leave to 
report the following: 


The charge was made that students completing a year or two years 
study in a course at one college upon transferring to another unit to com- 
plete the course were unable to do so in the regular time but were required 
to overload or pursue the studies for another year or more thereby causing 
more expense to the student, etc. 


In checking over the cases brought before us we find that conditions 
especially during the past six years in connection with student transfers 
of credits between some of the institutions of the system substantiated the 
complaints. 


We find that in the majority of instances credits were accepted when- 
ever they applied to the course but that in some cases a high scholastic 
standing demanded by the last institution attended made it necessary for 
the student to improve the quality of his work in subjects in which he barely 
passed at the first institution. 


The investigation further disclosed that the newer units of the system 
during the pioneering period of their development were unable to offer, 
because of lack of facilities all of the subjects required in the same course 
at another institution and as a consequence it was necessary for the student 
to overload or put in additional time before graduation. 


We find that recent additions of courses and equipment have been made 
and we feel that difficulties because of their lack should now be eliminated. 


We have been advised the situation complained about will be corrected 
as rapidly as possible. 


_ We feel that in view of the above findings that the heads of the several 
units should be given two years more to articulate and parallel their courses 
and recommend that action in this respect should be deferred until the meet- 
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ing of the next assembly at which time it will be possible to determine 
whether or not they have been successful in their efforts. 


Your committee found that in some units there has been a tendency to 
increase and enlarge the curriculum. This results in need for more funds. 
In the further’ articulating and paralleling of courses as recommended in 
this report we recommend that further expansion of curriculum beyond 
the point where this articulation is achieved be recommended discouraged. 
We recommend that the units of the University be requested to discontinue 
both further enlargement of curricula and further expansion of the units. 
We feel the State of Montana, in offering the present courses in higher edu- 
cation, is carrying a heavy financial load. We further feel that other 
departments of the educational system in Montana should receive consid- 
eration before there be further expansion at any of the units or any addi- 
tional finances be provided therefor. 


We respectfully submit this report to the House of Representatives 
and direct that a copy of this report be sent to the President of each unit 
and a copy filed with the Secretary of State, and request that this Com- 
mittee be discharged.

Mr. Speaker: We, your select committee appointed to investigate the 
office of the State Superintendent of Public Instruction under the authority 
of a House Resolution, approved and passed by the House of Representa- 
tives of the Twenty-fifth Legislative Assembly, respectfully report to the 
House as follows: 


The House by Resolution invested the committee with plenary power, 
to conduct the investigation ordered by the House, and imposing no arbi- 
trary restrictions upon the character of the investigation. Responsive to 
the spirit of the resolution, as well as its letter, we have undertaken, during 
the time at our disposal, necessarily limited by our many conflicting legis- 
lative duties, to inquire, as thoroughly as our limitation would permit, into 
all charges reported to us, having to do with the affairs of this office. 


We find, upon an examination of witnesses, regarding the charge that 
records and correspondence were missing from the office, that many records, 
first thought lost by the new state superintendent, have since been located. 


Regarding the charge of irregularity, which we found was rumored 
because of distribution of public school general fund monies, we learned 
that all distributions from this fund were made by order of the State Board 
of Education, and that, only, after advice from the Attorney General of 
Montana. 


A certain charge was made that a dictionary, left as a sample by a 
book company, was not in the office. This, we find was donated by the 
State Superintendent, to assist a needy school district and did not consti- 
tute maladministration, in our opinion. A certain set of encyclopedia, re- 
ported to be missing from the Superintendent’s office, we find to have been 
the personal property of the outgoing Superintendent. She was, therefore, 
entitled to remove the same upon her withdrawal from the office. 


We believe, from our investigation, that much misunderstanding between 
the outgoing and incoming administrations could be avoided, if the outgoing 
officials would be required to check out to a representative of the State 
Board of Examiners, and the incoming officials to check in to the same 
representative of the State Board of Examiners. We believe that had the 
outgoing and incoming officials arranged for a conference to acquaint the 
new officials with the whereabouts of the office equipment, supplies and 
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records when such transfer was made on January 1, 1937, our investiga- 
tion would have been entirely unnecessary. 


We respectfully submit the above results of our investigation request- 
ing that our report be accepted and our committee be dismissed.

SPECIAL ORDER OF BUSINESS 


REPORT OF SPECIAL INVESTIGATION COMMITTEE APPOINTED 
UNDER SENATE JOINT RESOLUTION NO. 7 TO INVESTIGATE 
STATE AUDITOR’S OFFICE AS TO THE ADMINISTRA- 
TION OF THE STATE INSURANCE ACT AND THE 
ADMINISTRATION OF OTHER INSURANCE 
MATTERS 


Your Committee, organizing immediately after the adoption of the Reso- 
lution, held hearings, examined records, interviewed witnesses, and sent 
out considerable correspondence to outside insurance companies, all per- 
taining to the content of the Resolution. The report can be divided into 
two general heads: 


First: The conduct of the affairs of the State Auditor and Deputy 
Commissioner of Insurance in the administration of the State Insurance 
Act. 


Second: The conduct of the same office in regard to insurance affairs 
in general. 


FIRST 


In order to properly understand the administration of the State Insur- 
ance Law, it is necessary to review briefly the history of carrying insurance 
on public buildings by the State of Montana. Previous to 1932 it was 
the practice of the State to let this insurance out in a pool of companies. 
The commissions were distributed to the various agents throughout the 
State. The records reveal that the average rate charged on fire and light- 
ning beginning at a little earlier period ranged from $1.02 per hundred for 
three years of insurance to 79.6 in 1982. At this time the State was cov- 
ering approximately $8,000,000 worth of property, and we wish to point 
out in this respect, however, that the most hazardous risks were not in- 
sured. Quoting from the testimony of Mr. Fitzsimmons: 
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“Ves, some of the Fish and Game property on the second and only one 
or two of the Highway buildings in existence at that time. In addition 
there were small buildings at various institutions and outlying buildings of 
small value that were not included on this schedule, and on which no insur- 
ance was carried mainly for the reason that the high rates would bring 
up the average rate.” 


Quoting further from Mr. Fitzsimmons’ testimony: 


“QUESTION: Under this method of insurance, a great many of, the 
more hazardous risks were not insured. Do you recall whether there was 
any fires on property not insured during 1928 to 1932 and what amount of 
loss was sustained by the State? 


ANSWER: “Yes, there were several fires during that period that. 
occurred in buildings that were not covered. We lost a hay shed and a 
hay barn; at another time there was a fire at the Deaf and Blind School at 
Boulder. Another fire that occurred in buildings which were uninsured 
was the one where the State lost two horse barns close to the East entrance 
of the State Fair Grounds.” 


In one or two years the fire losses on uninsured property approximated 
that from insured property. However, the value of the property uninsured 
was small compared with the value of that which was protected. 


In 1933 the method of insuring public property was changed. The 
last policy covered about $9,300,000, was cancelled on a short rate basis. 
Bids were called for, and a policy with a reduced valuation of $6,600,000 
offered and accepted at the rate of 60c. The rate on the expiring policies 
being 79.6. Both of these policies were 90% co-insurance and both carried 
depreciation charges and standard exceptions. 


In 19384 the property outside of the last schedule comprising the 
outlying property referred to above, the Fish and Game property, and 
the Highway Commission buildings were insured in another policy carry- 
ing a $1.00 rate. In October 19385 the Waiver of Fallen Buildings Clause 
was added increasing both of these policies 18c, thus making the rate 
at the time of expiration of the last insurance with private carriers 78c 
under the large schedule and $1.18 under what is commonly known 
as the “Pick Up Schedule”. 


At this time, we wish to direct your attention to the fact that 
throughout this period of some ten years, the total amount of money 
paid out for fire insurance premiums was well over $300,000. The entire 
losses for the same period was between $8,000 and $9,000, or figuring 
ge a ratio basis, $37.00 was paid for premiums against $1.00 collected in 
ire losses. 


The last legislature enacted the State Insurance Fund Law. In order 
to properly understand its administration it is well to understand, also, 
the principles upon which it is predicated. These are pretty well defined 
due to the experiences of other states having similar laws working under 
the proposition that volume has a definite relationship to price. A large 
amount of insurance of the same classification would receive better rates 
than the same class of insurance insured under many different policies. 
This theory can be well proven by the differences in rates charged as 
a whole to the State of Montana and individual school districts or coun- 
ties upon the same classification of property. It was provided that the 
rate to be charged would be the commonly accepted prevailing rate. This 
was to be reinsured in the same manner that private companies reinsure 
their risks. This balance was to be placed in a fund, and as the fund 
grew, the State was to assume more and more of its liability until such 
a time as it had sufficient funds to carry its own insurance. 


In the administration of this Act, the Auditor and ex-officio Com- 
missioner of Insurance was to play an important part. The general ad- 
ministration of this Act, and the determination of the rates, were in

his hands. The letting of the reinsurance contract was the duty of the 
Board of Examiners. It can readily be seen that for this law to function 
properly, it was vital that an effective reinsurance contract be entered 
into. There are numerous precedents in other states and amongst private 
companies on reinsurance contracts. The common custom on large sched- 
ules such as provided for under the State Insurance Act, should be under- 
written on what is known as a 60% basis. That is, the reinsurer would 
assume liability, with certain standard exclusions excepted, at 60% of 
the rate charged the insured. The situation under the Montana Act 
was complicated by the further fact that it not only provided for insur- 
ance against fire and lightning, but also seven additional coverages. 


On May 18 the first reinsurance contract was submitted to the State 
Board of Examiners and we will offer briefly the essence of this contract. 
It provided that the rate to be charged by the State Insurance Fund on 
policies written by the State Auditor’s Office should be the rate of the 
expiring fire and lightning policies without any additional charge for 
the added coverages of tornado, wind storm, cyclone, hail, flood, water 
damage and explosion. These policies were to be underwritten on a basis 
of 80% without any additional charge. In other words, the cost of in- 
surance would have been no greater under the State Insurance Act, 
than under the previous method of insuring public property and the 
insured would receive additional coverages not included in their previous 
policy. This policy contained what is known as standard exclusions such 
as hail damage to green-houses or wind storm damage to outside awnings, 
and the first $100.00 of flood damage. If the Board of Examiners in 
their judgment believed that the 20% would cover these, they had the 
authority to enter into this contract. 


The second contract offered was a flat $1.40 contract without excep- 
tions. The third contract was a revision of the second and was 80% 
of the policies as written by the State Auditor’s office, but not 80% of 
the rate under expiring policies provided for in the first contract. There 
was a vast difference in the two 80% contracts as hereinafter set forth. 
Your Committee has considered very thoroughly the merits of these con- 
tracts. The first contract offered was by far the best. We will go so 
far as to say that it was the only reinsurance contract offered under 
which the Fund could successfully operate. We have ample evidence 
of the desirability of this contract by State officials and others, includ- 
ing Commissioner of Insurance Holmes and Assistant Commissioner J. D. 
Kelly. Quoting Mr. Kelly’s testimony in part: 


“QUESTION: What was the best contract really offered you? 

ANSWER: The 80%. 

QUESTION: The first 80%. 

ANSWER: We always thought that a percentage contract would 
be the best contract and they finally came back to that. We didn’t enter 
into it as it wasn’t our contract. 

QUESTION: You remember, I think, your objection, yours and 
Mr. Holmes’ to that first 80% contract? 

ANSWER: I don’t remember objecting to any contract. They did 
ask me questions and I would try to answer in the light of all I knew 
about standard contracts. I was called to advise them what other con- 
tracts called for, and I was under the impression that the 80% had the 
standard exclusions. 

QUESTION: The 80% contract was offered twice? 

ANSWER: I don’t recall being down there on the 80%. There was 
one of the contracts that had standard exclusions, but I do not recall 
them taking adjournment. 

QUESTION: The exceptions in that contract were not severe, they 
were minor? 

ANSWER: I think they were. They differed somewhat from the 
standard contracts. 
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QUESTION: The exceptions referred to storm damage, the awnings. 
that the wind blew off, etc.? 


ANSWER: The standard exceptions, yes. 


QUESTION: Under the law, the Board of Examiners has the right 
to write reinsurance; under the law, this contract would be written 
20% under tariff? 


ANSWER: As I said before, we were always under the impression. 
that a percentage contract would be the better contract. 


QUESTION: Wouldn’t the 20% have been very ample to take care 
of any possible losses under such exceptions? 


ANSWER: Well, I (sentence unfinished)”. 


The following excerpts are from Mr. Holmes’ testimony, to-wit: 


“QUESTION: Do you ’remember—I am trying now to outline these 
three different insurance contracts. This contract which we will call 
No. 1 contract provided that this company, which was the Pearl, would 
reinsure all state risks at 80% of the expiring policy, and would make 
no extra charge for the extra coverages and contained minor exceptions. 
of wind storm, for instance, on awnings and greenhouses, and such as 
that. The second contract was a flat $1.40 rate, and the third was an 
80% of the policy written. Those three were offered, were they not? 

A. Senator, I had not a single thing to do with the reinsurance 
contract. 


Q. Do you—to your knowledge were those the three contracts of- 
fered? 


A. I don’t know, sir. Never consulted. Some questions Kelly was 
asked. I couldn’t tell what the discussion the Board of Examiners— 
We counseled against the $1.40 because it put my office in a bad 
position, that was the only thing. I wrote a letter to the Board. 

Q. But you were never consulted as to the merits of any of these 
contracts ? 


Dn PLO, oR, 
Q. Your Department was not? 
A. No, sir. 


Q. You were not in the Board of Examiners when the first contract 
was offered, and objected and got mad and shut the door? 


A. That was in connection with the $1.40 contract, the flat rate. 


Q. Mr. Holmes, if the first reinsurance contract offered, which I 
have outlined to you, had been accepted, had all policies been written 
on the expiring rate, had no charge been made for extra coverage, would 
not the Fund be in much better shape today? 


A. I will answer that this way. That if Mr. Miller had come in 
with the percentage contract of the law; he didn’t come in with the 
percentage contract. What Mr. Miller should have submitted to the 
Board was a percentage contract and if he did the State Insurance Law 
would be in force today. 


Q. Assuming that such a contract was offered the State and 
it had minor exceptions as are contained in a standard policy, and that 
the minor exceptions could be taken care of in the difference between 
what the insurance company was paid and what the insurance fund 
would collect, which was 20%, then there would be no occasion for raising 
the rates, isn’t that right? 


A. Senator, I don’t understand the question fully, and I couldn’t 
answer that. I had nothing to do with the reinsurance contract. I 
myself didn’t discuss it and I couldn’t answer the question.” 


We could direct another page of testimony to your mind showing 
that there was no question in the minds of anyone having to do with 
the administration of the State Insurance Act that this first reinsurance 
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contract was by far the best offered. We are quoting the statements 
of Mr. Holmes and Mr. Kelly in light of what really transpired and 
is on the records of the Board of Examiners. 


We wish to point out the history of this original contract and_ its 
results. It was first offered to the Board of Examiners on May 18 and 
again on June 26, and still again on June 28. On June 28 this contract 
was accepted by the State Board of Examiners. The motion to accept 
was made by Secretary of State Mitchell and seconded by Attorney 
General Nagle. Secretary of State Mitchell 4nd Attorney General Nagle 
voted “aye”, Acting Governor Holt passed his vote. Then the following 
motion was made and unanimously carried, as taken from the records 
of the Board of Examiners, which reveals as follows; to-wit: 


“TI move that the State Board of Examiners notify State Auditor 
and ex-officio Insurance Commissioner John J. Holmes and his assistants 
in the Insurance Department to confer with the Board of Examiners 
in the matter of the State reinsurance that the policy now accepted by 
the Board of Examiners be submitted to the State Insurance Commissioner 
that it may be studied by him before the conference and the Board of 
Examiners meet before they are notified that the Insurance Commissioner 
is ready to advise with them on the provisions of the policy.” 


We wish, at this time, to draw your attention to that portion of 
the testimony of Governor Holt relating to the meeting: 


“T am uncertain as to dates, but my recollection is that when the 
insurance matter was considered by the Board of Examiners, I informed 
the other two members of the Board that I wanted to consult with the 
State Commissioner of Insurance and get his advice. I have forgotten 
when this was. You say there was a meeting in July?” 


We, likewise, wish to quote from the testimony of Secretary of 
State Mitchell: 


ce 


. This contract was accepted by the Board of Examiners subject 
to the approval of the Commissioner of Insurance, is that right? 


A. Yes. 


Q. You also moved that the Board of Examiners notify Mr. Holmes 
that this policy is accepted, is that right? 


Ay oan 


On July 2nd, we quote from the Minutes of the Board of Examiners: 


“The proposal of the Miller Insurance Agency to reinsure the State 
Insurance Fund was discussed at length, various changes being made 
in the proposal as suggested by the Insurance Commissioner, members 
of the Board of Examiners and Attorney Ford. When the proposal had 
been changed to apparently meet all requirements of the State Insurance 
Law, the Miller Insurance Agency, represented by Charles E. Miller, Jr. 
was instructed to prepare various changes and present it again at a 
meeting to be held at 10:00 A. M., Wednesday, July 3.” 


On July 3rd, a new contract was filed carrying provisions for a 
flat rate of $1.40 per hundred dollars of liability for three years with- 
out any standard exceptions. In view of their own testimony, we wish 
to quote from the records of the State Board of Examiners: 


“After reading the Resolution, Secretary of State Mitchell moved 
its adoption. Acting Governor Holt asked Mr. Kelly, as representative 
of the State Insurance Department whether he approved the contract, 
and he answered “No”; thereupon, Attorney General Nagle asked Mr. 
Kelly whether he objected to the form, rate, and contents, and he answersd, 
“IT approve the contract as to form, rate and contents, but I do not 
approve the Company writing the contract.” 
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We wish to point out at this time the difference between the con- 
tract now accepted and the contract as previously accepted subject to 
the approval of the Commissioner of Insurance. The rates on the policies 
outside of the State property could have been covered under this contract, 
but the rates upon the State property were at least, even considering 
the additional insurance offered, twice as high as the rate then prevailing 
upon the State property. Quoting from Mr. Kelly himself as to the 
effect of this $1.40 contract: 


“Q. Was the State risk which was written at 60c and that was 
before everyone, and did that indicate that the $1.40 was greatly in excess 
of that rate? ‘ 


A. I remember that I was called down to the Board of Examiners 
and everything there hinged on the 60c as to the $1.40 rate insurance.” 


We wish to call your attention at this time to the fact that Mr. 
Kelly denied having anything to de with the rejection of the original 
contract and even offered us a signed statement that he did not know the 
$1.40 contract was in existence until after it was signed. Again quoting 
from Mr. Kelly: 

“Q. I mentioned the first contract offered? 


A. I don’t recall, but I never had a copy of it to study, never had 
a chance to take the first contract and sit down and study it. 


Q. It wasn’t submitted for your consideration? 


A. Oh, no, I was called down to the Board meeting and the only 
contract was the $1.40 contract. 


Q. Assuming that this contract was offered, it really was a better 
one, providing, I think, a few standard exceptions. The policy of the 
State would be underwritten at 80% with expiring rate and with no 
extra charges for additional coverages. Would that have been better 
than either the $1.40 or later 80% contracts? 

A. Written on a percentage basis of the expiring premium with all 
of the other coverages thereon, I imagine, yes. 

Q. You don’t remember whether you objected very strenuously 
to that policy or not? 

A. I don’t remember. We talked about the matters. I did not know 
that it was the type of policy. 

Q. Assuming that it was, do you remember advising Mr. Nagle that 
you would want a contract written upon a certain rate? 

A. Oh, no. 

Q. No, you didn’t advise the Board of Examiners that? 

A. No, not advised. Revolved around a point—60c on your six 
million dollars, and when they brought in a premium contract, a fixed 
rate, that immediately raised the point in my mind how are they going 
to meet the re-insurance premium, in the event it is higher than the 
old premium they are paying. 

Q. Had it been written there would have been no occasion for any 
extra charges to anybody? 

A. With the original? 

Q. Of the original contract we are speaking of? 

A. No, as the matter worked out, except your fund wouldn’t have 
grown. 

Q. There wouldn’t have been any occasion to raise any policy 
throughout the state? 

A. If the policy was to be given on the old rate with all thrown 
in on a percentage—it would depend on your re-insurance contract, of 
course.” 


What we wish to point out here is how can this testimony be recon- 
ciled with the deliberate action in turning down the original contract. 
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This Committee is of the unanimous opinion that this contract was by 
far the best contract for the State Insurance Fund Law to work under. 
We are further convinced it was the contract contemplated by the Legis- 
lature. It would have established a well defined policy as to rates and, 
which on the testimony offered this committee, would have been the 
cheapest contract, everything considered, ever offered public officials 
of this State. In view of the testimony this Committee can only point 
out that there was no objection to the $1.40 rate as to content, rate 
or form, but only to the company, as it was the same company that had 
offered the previous contract. This simply doesn’t make sense. 


We wish now to uncover the cloak which the ex-officio Commissioner 
of Insurance draws about him in defending the high rates charged: 
(1) that it was necessary to charge such rates in order to be above 
the $1.40 reinsurance contract. This contention, we believe, has been 
fully disproven; (2) He states his method of arriving at rates was 
determined upon the opinion of the Attorney General, which we quote 
from his testimony: 


“Q. Do you remember about what time you received this letter 
from Mr. Nagle informing you about the method in arriving at rates? 


A. I think I have a copy here (looking through files). The written 
opinion was handed down February 11, 1936, but prior to that time, 
Mr. Nagle came down and told us what he was writing, but it was 
in the process of being formulated. It was the first part of February 
that it came down as a written opinion. That was on a request we 
made to him. That letter will give the date, that was sometime in 
January. 


Q. Sometime in February? 


A. February 11 is the date of the opinion, but it was in process 
before that time and he told us what it was going to be.” 


Quoting further, from Mr. Grabow’s testimony: 


“When you came back in November, what Department did you go 
to work in? 

A. Still in the Investment Department, although it didn’t require all 
of my time, so I was asked by Mr. Holmes to assist on State In- 
STAN CC cs ote: s, 

“In handling State Insurance just what was your work there? 


A. Most of my work consisted of assimilating the borderaux and 
completing it. * * * 

Q. Then you built up from adding coverage thereon, making the 
total rate charge. You did this, of course, after you came back about 
November ? 

A pest, 55.27 


Quoting from Mr. Flaherty’s testimony: 

“Q. Along after you returned from your trip east, isn’t it a fact 
that Mr. Dodson spent considerable time in the office helping to estab- 
lish rates? 

Aeimebat 1s. corrects “7, * 

A. I will give you the reason Mr. Dodson was in there. He was 
called by Mr. Holmes to see if we were making these rates in accordance 
with the Attorney General’s opinion; that the department in no manner 
was setting arbitrary rates. Also he was more familiar with rates 
than anyone we had there. He would help us. 

Q. This was in the fall of 785, about in October, was it not? 

A. I think it was. 

Q. Immediately after you returned? 

A. Shortly after I got back. 
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Q. You say he was making those rates in conformity with the 
Attorney General’s opinion? 

A. The Department was making the rates. 

Q. He was checking them up? 

A. We would get stuck and ask him tone was correct. 


Q. That was done in conformity with the Attorney General’s opin- 
ion. The Attorney General’s opinion was rendered when? 


A. I don’t remember. 
Q. If it was rendered February 11, 1935? 
An No, At comnts, 


Q. Then, evidently at that time when the rates were fixed, the 
department themselves, this is assuming that the Attorney General’s 
opinion wasn’t there, the Department with the help of Mr. Dodson were 
fixing the rates, isn’t that correct? 


A. Yes; thats corrects r0r" A" 


So according to the testimony the method of arriving at rates was 
used before Mr. Nagle’s opinion. The same files, the same method of 
determining rates, the same classification of property so that Mr. Nagle’s 
opinion was probably gotten as a defense rather than as a reason. 


In summing up the attitude of the office toward the Insurance Act, 
every technicality that could be raised has been raised to prevent the 
establishment of fair rates. Certainly nothing could put the law in 
any worse light than what happened regardless-of what one’s opinion 
is of the State Insurance Fund Law. It can only be objected to upon 
the grounds that it would not be a proper field for a public business 
and invasion of the rights of private enterprise. This is a valid objec- 
tion but any law placed in the hands of any public official demands 
conscientious, honest administration. Even if a law is poorly written 
and badly interpreted, there is no excuse for deliberately sabotaging 
that Act. It is not understandable to us why some of these objections 
were raised. For instance, when urged to charge the same rate as that 
on expiring policies a quotation of Senator Carroll’s was offered saying 
a certain rate should be charged, yet, this was as to the first contract 
offered. And yet the records of the Board of Examiners show Senator 
Carroll urged the Board of Examiners to accept the first contract over 
the objection of the Insurance Department. 


Again, if the 20% was not enough to take care of the minor losses 
which might occur in standard exceptions, that fault would lie with 
the Board of Examiners. The history of the State Insurance Fund Law 
reveals that those losses to date total exactly $4.40. Again, if the 
company was so undesirable, why was it not objected to as the insurers 
of some $7,000,000 worth of State Insurance carried directly previous to 
the enactment of the State Insurance Law. Certainly a company doing 
a business in this State covering many millions of dollars, if objec- 
tionable should have been immediately called to order as provided for 
under the laws administered by the ex-officio Commissioner of Insurance 
and the Deputy Commissioner. Each objection was raised because of 
the agency submitting the contract. Such an objection on the part of 
Do one ae where the welfare of the State is concerned, is simply 
childish. 


We wish to point out further that at the time of the enactment 
of this law there was a bitter fight raging between so-called board and 
independent insurance companies. On June 8, 1935, the Board of Exam- 
iners asked for bids on reinsurance, as provided by law. Quoting from 
the minutes of the Board of Examiners on that date: 


“The Clerk was, therefore, instructed to write to the Board of Fire 
Underwriters of Butte, the Miller Insurance Agency of Butte, the Millers 
Mutuals of Great Falls, the Davis Agency of Great Falls, and such other 
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agents as might be interested in making an offer or submitting an agree- 
ment, advising the various companies that the Board would like their 
proposition submitted not later than ten o’clock A. M. June 25, 1985. * * *” 


No bid was submitted by the Board of Fire Underwriters or anyone 
except the Miller Insurance Agency at that time. 


It should be apparent that to accept the contract submitted at this 
time regardless of whether a good contract or not, would incur the 
displeasure of the Board of Fire Underwriters. But that left no excuse 
for throwing that contract out and accepting a contract written at a 
much higher rate which, in every essence of insurance values, was ex- 
tremely harmful to the interest of the law and of the State of Montana. 
As we have pointed out, the company offering the contract did not change 
—only the contract. We can see no reason for this action, unless the 
reason might be that the State Auditor and ex-officio Commissioner of 
Insurance wished to discredit both the company offering the contract 
and the law itself. If this be true, such an action on the part of a state 
official is indefensible. But no better record can be had than the evi- 
dence now in the vault of the State Board of Examiners’ office. 


We have pointed out to this body that the contract entered into in 
the matter of reinsurance was upon the advice of the ex-officio Com- 
missioner of Insurance and his deputy. That the State Board of Exam- 
iners, in accepting the contract advised by him, reconsidered their previous 
action in accepting a much better policy. 


When it appeared that injunctions brought against the law might 
invalidate it and, therefore, render the State without insurance protection, 
the Board of Examiners asked for an underlying policy to give the State 
protection should that event happen. Such a contract was written and 
is in the possession of the Board of Examiners. This underlying policy 
referred to above is written by the same company for 78c per hundred 
dollars for insurance for three years. 


It is true it is not as broad a policy as the $1.40 policy, but using 
the figures of the ex-officio Commissioner of Insurance as a basis, it 
is one-third cheaper than the policy that underwrote the State Insurance 
Fund. In other words, the State Board of Examiners were able, when 
not hampered by the State ex-officio Commissioner of Insurance and 
his deputy, to obtain a contract much more valuable to the State, and 
this policy lays in the vault of the State Board of Examiners as proof 
of this statement. 


We herewith submit a brief summary of the operation of the State 
Insurance Fund Law:

We recommend, in order to place the contracts now in existence on 
a sound basis that authority be given to administer unexpired insurance 
contracts and policies issued or entered into under the State Insurance 
Act; also to equitably adjust said policies and contracts, and to provide 
for the refund of excessive charges on policies to the State of Montana 
and its political subdivisions. 


Your Committee further recommends the present insurance be can- 
celled or adjusted and that the Board of Examiners be given authority 
to enter into a new contract should that prove the most advantageous for 
te State. These recommendations are contained in Substitute Senate 

ill No. 182. 


A statement as to the appropriation needed to fully cover the cost 
of the additional insurance carried has been submitted by your Com- 
mittee to the Appropriations Committee of the House, the amount of 
which shall not be in excess of $40,000. 


We submit herewith a report from the Clerk of the State Board 
of Examiners: 
“March 2, 1937. 
To the Appropriations Committee 
House of Representatives 
Twenty-fifth Legislative Assembly 
Gentlemen: 


Referring to the bill for deficiency appropriation to pay the State 
Fund the balance due on state insurance premiums, introduced in the 
amount of $62,000 from the General Fund and $31,000 from the Univer- 
sity Millage Fund, a total of $93,000, will say that this request was. 
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based upon the billings for state insurance premiums at the rates estab- 
lished by the State Insurance Commissioner. The total premium charged 
for $9,884,230.00 of insurance is $161,068.63, the total available appro- 
priation amounted to $68,288.34, and this amount was paid into the State 
Fund, leaving a balance of $92,780.29 still due the State Fund for pre- 
miums. 


The Insurance Committee has requested that this amount be ad- 
justed and lowered to conform to legislation now proposed for adjusting 
valuations and rates under the State Insurance Fund, consequently we 
offer the following revisions. 


If the Insurance Commissioner will adjust rates and valuations as 
provided in Senate Bill No. 182 and establish said rates at the average 
rate on state property paid for the last policy to expire prior to the 
writing of the insurance in the State Fund, namely, 78c for $100.00 
of valuation for three years, and the State Board of Examiners will 
eliminate all coverages excepting fire and lightning, and including a 
waiver of the fallen building clause, as provided in Senate Bill No. 182, 
these said adjustments will reduce the additional necessary appropriation 
to pay insurance premiums to $40,000.00. 


In case this method of adjusting the present state insurance is 
adopted the amount of $40,000.00 should be appropriated as follows:

STATE BOARD OF EXAMINERS, 
By W. L. FITZSIMMONS. 


SECOND. 


Unfamiliar with Plain Provisions of the Law. The Committee finds 
from the testimony and evidence that the State Auditor, Commissioner 
of Insurance ex-officio, Deputy Commissioner of Insurance and Deputy 
Auditor are unfamiliar with the plain provisions of the law, respecting 
the conduct and administration of the work to be performed by them 
pursuant to the provisions of Section 459.1 of the Revised Codes of 
Montana, 1935, which reads in part as follows: 


“Every person engaged in any service in every department of State, 
inclusive of persons in elective or appointive position or positions created 
by law, whose duties consist of full or partial time in traveling to per- 
form any service for the State under monthly or yearly salary, or who 
may be sent by any authorized executive of any department of the State 
upon a mission in performance of any clerical work, investigating, report- 
ing, examining, educational service, demonstration work, supervisory or 
extension work or otherwise of every kind and character, shall make 
an itemized statement tersely stating in what capacity engaged each 
day while away from the department in which said daily duties may 
arise and the expense incurred daily.” 


No officer or employee of the department complied with the specific 
provisions of this law at any time. Mr. Holmes, as State Auditor and 
Neil Flaherty, Deputy Auditor, together with other employees of the 
office, made a trip to San Francisco, California, and were absent for 
a period of more than two weeks. They failed to obtain permission to 
leave the State from the State Board of Examiners and upon their return 
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filed no statement as provided by the law. The testimony shows that 
J. D. Kelly, Department Insurance Commissioner, made a trip to St. Paul, 
Minnesota. Neil Flaherty, Deputy Auditor, went to Chicago, Illinois, 
Montreal, Canada, New York City and other places. According to the 
records of their office, as well as the Board of Examiners’ no permission 
was obtained to leave the State or a statement filed showing in what 
capacity they were engaged each day while away from the Department. 


We wish to call the legislators’ attention to the fact that under the 
previous administration expense accounts were filed whether such accounts 
were paid for by the State of Montana or by the Insurance Company 
investigated or examined. In this respect we quote the testimony of 
Mr. Fitzsimmons: 


“Q. Do you know how many times Mr. Porter asked for permission 
to go on examination trips? 

A. I am unable to determine from the letters in the file, the actual 
number of examinations, owing to the fact that Mr. Porter may have 
used the word investigation or examination in his request, but I have 
four letters before me, in which he uses the term investigation. I cannot 
make a definite statement, but I am inclined to think that most of the 
trips were investigations rather than examinations. I do not know 
of one extensive examination trip made to St. Louis during Mr. Porter’s 
term of office, on which trip Mr. Hall spent a month or more in and 
about St. Louis. 

Q. On these other four investigations, you have claims for expenses 
incurred ? 

A. Yes. 

Q. Have you been Clerk of the Board of Examiners since Mr. Holmes 
has been State Auditor? 

A. Yes. 

Q. How many times has he asked to leave the State for examina- 
tions or investigations of insurance companies? 

A. I have been unable to find any requests for permission to leave 
the state for an investigation or examination. 

Q. Do you know if there have ever been any claims filed with this 
department submitting expense accounts for investigations or examina- 
tions? 

A. No. The claim would not be passed unless permission had been 
granted to leave the State, and I have no knowledge, nor do the records. 
disclose any such claim being submitted.” 


The attention of the Legislature is directed to the following excerpts. 
from their testimony, to-wit: (The following is from J. D. Kelly’s testi- 
mony ) 

“Q. On these examinations on the methods of keeping books such 
and such a company’s examination, is there a record , 

A. There is no record of that kept. No, it would be in correspon- 
dence. 

Q. Is there any record of the expenses of the trip filed? 

A. Except what would be indicated in the correspondence, the billing 
to the companies.” 





The following testimony is taken from N. E. Flaherty’s: 


“Q. Does the law require you to make and file an itemized statement. 
of your expenses? 


Not to my knowledge. 

Did you file any expense account with your reports at that time? 
No, I don’t think I did. 

In fact, that hasn’t been a practice. 

No, it hasn’t. 


POPOo> 
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Q. Mr. Flaherty when there is any fees or expenses due to the 
State Auditor, or Commissioner of Insurance, or to any of the employees 
or members of the office, do you make a memorandum of those so that 
you can check them off after they are paid? 


_ A. Oh, I don’t know exactly the memorandum, Senator, maybe a 
list kept until paid, and that is the end of the list. No permanent record 
ever made of it.” 


The following’ is from Grabow’s testimony: 


Q. Did you furnish the State Insurance Commissioner a statement 
of the expenses which you made to the insurance company for service 
and expenses incurred? 


A. My interpretation of the law is that this isn’t necessary when 
the Insurance Commissioner doesn’t directly examine. 


There further appears from the testimony of these witnesses that 
they were engaged in making necessary examinations of insurance and 
casualty companies, which were licensed to do business in the State of 
Montana. The law provides under the provisions of Section 166 of the 
-Revised Codes of Montana of 1935, that the Commissioner of Insurance 
shall examine and inquire into violations of insurance laws of this State, 
and for this purpose, or to see if the laws are obeyed, or to examine the 
financial conditien, affairs, and management of any insurance company, 
including surety companies, organized under the laws of this State, or 
any other state or territory, or foreign country, he may visit, or cause 
to be visited, by any competent person or persons he may appoint, the 
head office in this State, or in the United States, of any domestic or 
foreign insurance company applying for admission to or already admitted 
to do business in this State, and may for these purposes examine or 
investigate any company organized under the laws of Montana, and 
any agency or any company doing business in the State. The cost of 
such examinations shall be paid by the company examined, and _ shall 
include the reasonable expenses of the commissioner, his deputies, and 
assistants employed therein whose services are not paid for by the 
department. Duplicate receipts showing the entire cost of the examina- 
tions authorized by the Commissioner of Insurance shall be taken and 
certified to by the public records of the Insurance Department. 


It appears that in all of these cases where the expenses of the trips 
were paid by the insurance companies, that no duplicate receipts showing 
the entire costs of the examination authorized by the Commissioner of 
Insurance, was taken and certified to by the company examined, and 
that at no time were duplicate receipts properly filed, the only informa- 
tion being a carbon copy of the letter demanding payment of a specific 
amount. And even this could not be found in all cases. We quote from 
the testimony of different witnesses as to their failure to file proper 
receipts. 


Quoting from Mr. N. E. Flaherty’s testimony: 


Q. I assume you are familiar with the law under which examinations 
of the character about which you have told us are made? (The Senator 
here read part of Section 166) Under that provision of our law, that 
practice hasn’t been carried out? 


A. No, possibly not right to the letter of the law. We assumed 
that a letter from a company was receipt. We had no receipt in the 
Insurance Department. If we were to use the official receipt of the 
Insurance Department, into the General Fund the money would have to go. 

Q. It doesn’t say that it has to go into the General Fund? 

A. We had no other receipts. 

@. It is possible you could make other receipts, could you not? 

A. It is possible. 
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Q. In other words, Mr. Flaherty, the law hasn’t been followed ac- 
cording to its provisions ? 

A. No, they weren’t certified to. 

Q. Mr. Flaherty, when there is any fees or expenses due to the 
State Auditor, or Commissioner of Insurance, or to any of the employees 
or members of the office, do you make a memorandum of those so that 
you can check them off after they are paid? 

A. Oh, I don’t know exactly the memorandum, Senator. Maybe a 
list kept until paid, and that is the end of the list. No permanent record 
ever made of it. 


The following testimony is from Edward Grabow’s testimony: 


I assume that you are familiar with Section No. 166 of» the 
Revised Codes of the State of Montana, relating to examinations of insur- 
ance companies by the Insurance Commission? 

A. I believe I am. 

Q. (Reads Section No. 166) Was that done? 

A. Our interpretation is that convention examinations do not come 
within that law; that where the Commissioner undertakes an examination 
with his examiners, it is required that he file receipts, but where it 
is instigated by the convention, that no receipts are required. 

Q. Who makes that policy in your office, not the insurance com- 
missioner ? 

A. The insurance commissioner, with, of course, Mr. Kelly as legal 
head of the department. 

Q. Who made the determination in your department? 

A. I am not sure. 


The following is an excerpt from John J. Holmes’ testimony: 
Q. I take it that it is not the rule of your Department to follow 
any of the provisions of this 166? 


A. Well, Arlie, that wouldn’t be a catch question. I will answer 
that to say we are going the best we can. 


° Q. What I am trying to find out, Mr. Holmes, is that under what 
provision of the law does your Department function. If it doesn’t function 
under this section, so the Committee will know you are following some 
law that has been passed? 


A. Of course, I would say that it would be 166. The only thing 
is that it is something that isn’t done in the Montana Department. We 
have the right to go and make these examinations. 


Mr. Holmes later testified: 


Q. What interpretation does your office, if you use it at all, do 
you place on Section 166? How would you apply it to your Department? 


A. My interpretation of 166 is that anytime I or one of my depu- 
ties have occasion to investigate any insurance company that we make 
the investigation and charge the company for our expenses and that 
we do not make any deposit with the State Treasurer. 


Q. Mr. Holmes, when these checks come in made payable to you 
in your official capacity, how is the general public to know that they 
are for fees that have been made for trips, or for some other service or 
fee that belongs to the Department? 

A. We may have fallen down on that, but I assure you that it is 
only investigations of this kind that make a public officer just—(Sen- 
tence unfinished) 


During the months of September and October, 1935, Neil Flaherty 
made a trip to the City of New York for the purpose of making an 
examination as provided by law. Letters received by the Committee 
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from insurance companies show that they paid the following amounts 
to cover his expenses on this trip:

Other trips were made by Mr. Flaherty to the western coast for 
the purpose of examining various insurance companies and they were 
requested to pay specific amounts. Payment of these demands were 
made by the companies upon warrants or checks, payable to John J. 
Holmes, State Auditor and Commissioner of Insurance. The evidence 
discloses that when these checks were received in the Auditor’s office, 
they were endorsed with the official signature of Mr. Holmes by an 
employee and cashed. No record of any kind was kept in the office show- 
ing the number of checks received, the amounts, or their disposition. 


Attention is directed to the following testimony of several of the 
witnesses. Quoting from the testimony of Mr. Flaherty: 

“Q. About how much were your expenses per day that you turned 
in to these companies? 


A. I don’t know. I didn’t figure it on a daily basis, Senator. I 
kept track of the money I spent and just took a total. Don’t remember 
the expenses per day; probably figure it out. Rail fare and pullman 
about $125 or $150 and the rest of it was sustenance, meals, hotels, taxi- 
cabs—all of my expense. 

Q. That is what these six companies were billed for? 

As EYES: 


. When you returned did you make a report for each of these 
for the office? 


A. I made a report of the Pearl and Anchor, Sun Life and this 
other one. I will try to find the file. The rest of them it was a matter 
of a lot of talk to explain, and maybe I am not the best writer in 
the world. I can tell better than I can write it. And there has been 
talk about it ever since.” 


This method now followed in the office opens the door to fraud 
and should not be tolerated. Examples are shown in the following’ testi- 
monies. This is from Mary Mairele’s testimony: 

Q. Sometimes during the spring of 1935, either during February or 
March, you had occasion to have some checks handed to you by Mr. 
Holmes, I believe. Did you have any idea as to the approximate number 
of them? 

A. Well, I wouldn’t say for sure. It might have been 30 or more. 
The way you can really find out is to get one of those memo books up 
in the back room. The ones on the Coast are the ones that were 
received at that time. 

Q. These checks were for the amount of ten dollars each? 

A. Yes, they were all from the western coast. I handled it you 
see and the other times I didn’t handle all that business. 

Q. Where were you in the office at the time Mr. Holmes gave them 
to you? 

A. He didn’t give them to me. I opened the mail and distributed 
it. I endorsed them and had them cashed. . 

Q. Who instructed you to do that? 

A. Mr. Holmes. 
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Q. What else did he say besides getting them cashed? 


A. That money was to be divided between Mr. Flaherty and Mr. 
Holmes to cover the expense of the trip they had taken. 


Q. Did you have any idea as to the number of trips they had made 
for which this amount was to cover? 


A. They just made that one trip, maybe they were in an office. 


Q. They contacted all these companies? 
A. Oh, yes. 


Q@. This money was made to pay them the expenses. When those 
checks were received do you recall whether or not they were sent to Mr. 
Holmes as State Auditor? : 

A. Sometimes John J. Holmes, State Auditor. None of them were 
personal. 


Q. So far as you remember were these checks made payable to the 
State Auditor and to John J. Holmes, State Auditor? 


A. Usually memo of those company checks came in that way. 


Q. All of them as you remember were to him in his capacity as 
State Auditor? 


A. Yes. 


Q. Did vou hand the money that you received from the State Treas- 
urer to Mr. Holmes? 


AS Evy 6S. Sir. 
Q. Did you make any record in any book of the money you received ? 


A. No, sir. The only record was to see that all this money was 
taken was a small memo crossed off when the money came in. There 
was no state record kept of it. 


The following is from Neil Flaherty’s testimony: 


@. These charges or checks when they were received from the com- 
pany, how were they handled? 


A... Oh, I They were just cashed as an ordinary check. I don’t 
recall any particular 

Q. Were these checks made to you as an individual—explain to 
the Committee ? 

A. Well, as I remember some of the checks were made to me and 
some to Mr. Holmes. 


Q. And these checks were cashed and the money was taken by you, 
reimbursing you for your expense? 


A. This is correct, Senator. 








The following is from the testimony of John J. Holmes: 

Q. You didn’t receive any money direct from any insurance com- 
panies ? 

ALOENG, SITs 


Q. Perhaps you will recall last evening I asked you with reference 
to a certain check amounting to the sum of $80.00, received from the 
Royai Insurance Company? 


Al Yes) sir, 


Q. You were not familiar with it at that time. For your information 
I am going to hand you a letter which the Committee has received from 
the Royal Insurance Company, in which it shows that there has been 
a check of $80.00 received. Please check this over and see if you know 
anything about it (hands over letter mentioned). 

A. (After he had read letter) Well, I don’t know what this would 
be about. (Reads Tron letter, then:) This would be a regular tax re- 
turn, Senator? 

Q. According to the statement those funds were sent to you as 
State Auditor, were they not? 
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A. I don’t know the first thing about this, Senator. 

Q. Isn’t it a fact the checks are all $10.00 checks? In your opinion 
are they fees of some kind, that is what it looks like to me? 

A. I don’t know. I called Mr. Fiaherty in and said the Committee 
was looking for an $80.00 check from the Royal, and I brought up 


Q. You will observe this is 19385 instead of 1936? 


A. I—-We—I don’t know anything about it, Senator, without looking 
up the records. We have right today from that same company a check. 
came in for $935.00 and there was something in connection with it, I 
don’t know just what. 


Q. You will note, Mr. Holmes, how the check has been endorsed, 
and I believe you mentioned something last night about some employees 
handling some of the checks that you did not know about? 

A. Senator, that is one of the reasons I hopped right on it this 
morning. Two or three different endorsements stamps down there. 

Q. It was also endorsed by Mary Cassun (Mrs. Mairlie), Deputy, 
and cashed in the State Treasurer’s office? 

A. The way I would like to answer that, I would give you a report 
the first thing in the morning on it—whatever we can find. 

Q. Are you familiar with any other payments or checks that 
have been paid to your office by the Norwich Union Fire Insurance 
Society, Ltd.? 

A. No, sir. 


Q. And, the Eagle Fire Insurance Company—as a matter of fact, 
I assume, Mr. Holmes, you are not familiar with any of these payments 
that come in? 

A. No, I am not evading the answer, but I promise if you give 
me a memo I will have the information for you the first thing in the 
morning. 





The following is quoted from Holmes’ testimony about Mrs. Mairlie’s 
testimony? 


Q. John, in questioning some of the witnesses, I asked something 
like this: Sometime during the spring of 1935, either during February 
or March, you had occasion to have some checks handed to you by Mr. 
Holmes, I believe. Would you have any idea as to the approximate num- 
ber of them? The answer was: I wouldn’t say for sure. It might have 
been thirty or more. The question was: These checks were for $10.00 
each? Answer: Yes. Question: Were you in the office at the time 
Mr. Holmes gave them to you? Answer: He didn’t give them to me. 
I opened the mail and distributed it. I endorsed them and had them 
cashed. Question: Who instructed you to do that? Answer: Mr. 
Holmes. Question: What else did he say besides getting them cashed? 
Answer: That money was to be divided between Mr. Flaherty and Mr. 
Holmes to cover the expense of the trip they had taken. Do you re- 
member anything of that kind? 

AO, sir, Ll -don’t. 

Q. Further questions were asked as to the number of checks. It 
says that (reading from testimony previously taken). The guestion: Do 
you remember any checks coming from other companies? What was 
done with the money, was it put in the Treasurer’s office? Answer: You 
get hold of Neil Flaherty, he could answer that. Question: Was that 
quite a bit of money? Answer: Every bit of twenty or thirty com- 
panies. Question: At least $200.00? Answer: Yes. You don’t re- 
member getting any money or checks that were cashed and handed to 
you by any employees? 

Aw Nowsireaiado not! : 

Q. <A further question was asked this witness: All of them, remem- 
ber were to him in his capacity as State Auditor? Answer: Yes. Ques- 
tion: Did you hand the money that you received from the State Treasurer 
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to Mr. Holmes? Answer: Yes, sir. Question: Did you make any 
record in any books of the money you received? Answer: No, sir. The 
only record was to see that all this money was taken off a small memo- 
randum—crossed off when the money came in. There was no state 
ape kept of it. Do you have any knowledge of any transaction like 
that ? 


Als WNowsings 


From the foregoing, it is very apparent that this is a very lax and 
unbusiness like manner of handling funds received by the Department. 
A system should be installed, whereby a record could be kept of all 
transactions showing the amount of funds received for such transactions 
and their disposition. 


And referring to the testimony just quoted, Mrs. Mairlie, as the 
records show had testified that she had cashed about $300.00 in checks 
in even amounts of ten dollars each and had handed this money to Mr. 
Holmes. The Committee was undecided whether or not these checks 
were for fees or expenses for examinations. If for fees, it would mean 
a misappropriation of money, as there were no records as to this par- 
ticular trip in the Auditor’s office. Your Committee corresponded with 
Insurance companies to attempt to arrive at the truth. After carefully 
going over this correspondence to date we believe these checks were 
for the expenses of examinations instead of fees. However, in this re- 
spect, we wish to point out the laxity of keeping records as far as ex- 
penses are concerned regarding examinations made. You will note there 
is a discrepancy of about two hundred dollars between the testimony of 
Mr. Flaherty and Mrs. Mairlie as to this particular group of checks 
referred to. 


Before we summarize the activities of the Auditor’s office with 
respect to these examinations and investigations we wish to draw your 
attention to one more matter. There are two kinds of examinations. 
One, in which a number of states participate known as a convention exam- 
ination and the other, in which they are examined directly by the State 
Auditor’s office. In the first type mentioned it has generally been the 
custom to have a firm of actuaries perform this duty for which they 
usually bill the company examined twenty-five to thirty-five dollars per 
diem in addition to expenses. Under the second method the company is 
examined by the ex-officio Commissioner of Insurance. 


Prior to August 1, 1985, Mr. Grabow was employed in the Auditor’s 
office at a salary of $200.00 per month. During the month of August, 
1935, Montana was requested to participate in a conference examination 
of the St. Paul Fire and Marine Company. Mr. Grabow was permitted 
to make this examination. He was taken from the payroll and during 
the time of the examination, acted as a private accountant receiving a 
fee of $25.00 per diem and expenses. A total fee of $1,550.00 was paid 
to him and in addition the sum of $637.00 for expenses, or a total sum 
of $2,187.00. Soon after his return he was employed at his former salary. 
We wish to point out that had he remained at work in the Auditor’s 
office his salary would have been approximately $600.00, or a difference 
of $950.00 as salary. 


We will quote the testimony of Mr. Grabow and in our summariza- 
tion recommend changes in this practice: 

Q. What salary were you getting when you first went to work? 

A. $200.00 per month. 

Q. Is that the salary you are getting now? 


A. Yes. 

Q. As I understand it, when you would go out on any examination 
in behalf of the Insurance. Department, you would cease to be a state 
officer, and would go as a state examiner and would get a fee that would 
be paid by the insurance company for the fees charged? 
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A. As in the case of the St. Paul Fire and Marine Examination, the 
State of Minnesota was examining the insurance company, and they re- 
quested Mr. Holmes to send someone to assist in the examination, so, 
of course, I was sent. The fee is set, or agreed upon by the members 
there in the convention, and, of course, could be objected to by the insur- 
ance company and an agreement made between the examiners and the 
insurance company. 


Q. That fee would be fixed when you arrived at the point of exam- 
ination, and so far as the State Insurance Commissioner is concerned, 
he did not know anything about the arrangements? 


A. That’s right. 
Q. That’s the arrangements you made with Holmes in taking the 
position ? 
Yes. 
What other insurance companies have you examined? 
The Anchor Casualty Insurance Company in St. Paul. 
Was that at a different time? 
Yes, a year later. 


POoOPrPor 


We could quote you pages of testimony as to the laxity in filing 
receipts, rendering itemized expense accounts and the filing of proper 
reports, but feel the testimony we have quoted to you is sufficient. In 
summarizing the activities of the ex-officio Commissioner of Insurance 
in respect to the examinations and investigations we have the following 
comments and recommendations to make. We wish to point out that 
checks for examinations and investigations and also checks for the pay- 
ment of premiums, taxes and other regular fees payable to the State of 
Montana are received at the office made payable to the State Auditor 
or John J. Holmes, exofficio Commissioner of Insurance. 


We very respectfully point out unless some method is used in keeping 
a record of examinations which can be readily examined or audited, it 
might lead to serious abuses. This Committee has not had the time to 
check this thoroughly. In fact, it would require a detailed audit to arrive 
at correct information. 


We further point out that this is the business of the State and to 
properly keep a record, permission should be obtained from the Board 
of Examiners for such trips. We have made recommendations contained 
in Senate Bill 195, making this perfectly clear on this particular point. 
As the testimony shows receipts have not been certified to or properly 
filed. This is a clear violation of section 166 of the Revised Codes of 1935. 


An itemized expense account should be rendered and handled in the 
proper way regardless of whether the insurance company pays for the 
examination or. not. Whenever money is spent it should be properly 
accounted for. 


Reports of the results of the examination should be properly filed 
and accessible to everyone. Your Committee has not been able to obtain 
reports for all examinations made. In this respect we wish to point out 
that the object for which a trip is made is to examine and investigate 
an insurance company for a definite purpose and the report of that 
investigation or examination should be kept and properly filed in all cases. 
The essence of the law requiring examinations is that the expenses should 
be borne by the company investigated. This is only fair and no expense 
whatsoever should accrue to the taxpayers of this State. Whether an 
examination is made by the Convention method or directly by the Auditor’s 
office, or whether it is made by one employed within that office or one 
not so employed, the insurance company should be required to pay an 
amount at least equal to the salary of the examining officer. In this 
respect we have made definite recommendations as contained in Senate 
Bill 195. 
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According to the testimony rendered as to the number of trips taken 
there is evidently considerable work required pertaining to examinations 
and investigations. At one time three persons were in California ap- 
proximately two weeks, and at another time two persons were absent 
from the office conducting examinations for about two months. If the 
need is so great for such examinations, it is our opinion that one suf- 
ficiently qualified should be assigned to the particular duty. 


In conclusion we wish to say the ex-officio Commissioner of Insurance 
and his deputies extended us every courtesy, every effort was made to 
assist us in obtaining the information we desired. We have pointed out 
the laxities and the violation of certain provisions of our statutes in 
the conduct of affairs of the ex-officio Commissioner of Insurance and 
his deputies. We believe, since the insurance affairs are of a particular 
nature, that the work could be conducted more efficiently in a separate 
department instead of transferring the employees from one department 
to the other. We believe the conduct of the affairs of the State as re- 
gards insurance matter could be handled much more) efficiently in a sep- 
arate department than as part of the office of the State Auditor. 


We respectfully submit herewith an itemized statement of the ex- 
penses incurred in this investigation, which we marked Exhibit “B”.

Mr. Speaker: We, your committee on Special Relief investigation, 
have had several cases of relief before us, and have been awaiting more 
cases which were to be submitted by the Workers Alliance, which we did not 
receive. Such cases that we have considered have been assured that there 
is ample money to take care of such cases, and being assured by relief 
administrators that they would take care of such cases. 


At present we find that there is a critical situation likely to exist unless 
legislation is proposed on the many people on W. P. A. and relief, unless 
we have legislation designed to meet this emergency. 


The following is our further findings, after having been in conference 
with our Relief Administrators, and we hereby recommend that some action 
shall be considered by this body to take care of the needy and unemployed 
people of the state on relief: 


“That the Montana Relief Commission has already received notifica- 
tion from Washington, D. C., that on and after the 15th day of March, the 
Works Progress Administration will make no expenditures for surplus 
commodities projects, except those under direct relief; and that the state 
will be obligated to pay all non-relief costs. This is an indication of the 
action which will no doubt be taken shortly for all other W. P. A. projects. 


From January 1st, 1933 to January 1st, 1935, a report from Washington 
shows an expenditure of Twenty-two million, five hundred thousand dollars 
($22,500,000), by the Federal government for relief for the State of Mon- 
tana. In the same period of time, the same report shows that the counties 
expended for the state of Montana two million five hundred thousand dol- 
lars ($2,500,000) for relief; and the state of Montana expended an amount 
of four hundred fifty thousand dollars ($450,000). 
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Whereas, it is known that the Montana Relief Commission did not have 
sufficient funds to adequately certify the needy people in the State of Mon- 
tana; the result. is that it is costing the State of Montana an amount con- 
siderably in excess of the amount that will be necessary for administrative 
cost in general relief. While there are at the present time eleven thousand 
five hundred (11,500 employed on W. P. A., and some seven thousand 
(7000) eligible for relief employed on W. P. A., who are receiving relief 
from the State. 


That by the expenditure of a few thousand dollars a month for admin- 
istrative costs, it is felt that from two-thirds to one-half of the direct relief 
load of the State could be transferred to W. P. A., to places which could be 
vacated on W. P. A. by proper revaluation of the W. P. A. work load. In 
addition, if the state could definitely certify to the Federal government that 
all non-eligible persons have been dropped from W. P. A., and the employ- 
able relief load absorbed, the state of Montana would have a greater op- 
portunity to get an increased quota. 


Our average for unemployable cases has for some time been $30.77 per 
case. On this basis the seven thousand persons would cost the state, if 
money were available, Two hundred ten thousand dollars ($210,000) at least 
One hundred fifty thousand dollars ($150,000) of that could possibly be 
saved by a proper revaluation of W. P. A. case load and transfer of cases. 


And we further recomend, that by virtue of the recent instructions 
given to Joseph Parker, W. P. A. administrator of the state of Montana, 
that hereafter sponsors will be required to furnish all materials and equip- 
ment to sponsor W. P. A. projects—that some appropriate legislation be 
passed while this legislature is now in session, for the reason that unless 
the Works Progress Administration have projects to work on in any par- 
ticular city or county, they can not expend any money without a project. 
The result in such instances would be that the entire relief load of the 
people in that community now working on W. P. A. would become the relief 
problem of the county in which they reside, and the Montana Relief Com- 
mission. For example: In Custer County the W. P. A. is now expending 
to some five hundred people, an amount of Twenty-five thousand dollars 
($25,000) a month. If projects did not exist in that community the entire 
relief load would have to be for and by Custer County or the Montana Relief 
Commission, which no doubt would work a hardship both on the relief peo- 
ple in that community, likewise the taxpayers of both Custer County, and 
other counties having like projects in the State.

The Board of County Commissioners must 
within ten (10) days after the filing of such petition, if such petition be 
sufficient therefor, make an order calling an election to be held within 
the County in the manner and at the places of holding an election for county 
offices in such county. Such election to be held on a day fixed by the 
Board of Commissioners not more than thirty (380) days after the filing of 
such petition for the purpose of determining whether or not any license 
for the sale of spirituous liquors may be sold jwithin the limits of the 
County as provided by the provisions of this Act.”

Mr. Speaker: We, your Committee appointed for the purpose of con- 
sidering House Bill No. 415 beg leave to report that we have carefully con- 
sidered this bill, the purposes for which it was drawn, and have endeavored 
to revise the same in such a manner as to make available for the purpose 
of this bill all funds received through license taxes or from other means 
by which the obligations incurred can be liquidated before property taxes 
are levied for this purpose. 


In the amendments which we propose we have eliminated wherever 
they occur the words and phrases directing the State Land Board to pur- 
chase warrants, and are leaving it to their discretion whether or not the 
warrants shall be purchased. 


We are setting forth that property taxes as authorized shall be used 
only in emergency and are making it impossible for any governing body 
levying property taxes under the provisions of this Act to continue the same 
after the obligations incurred shall have been liquidated. 


We have provided that wherever political subdivisions propose to issue 
relief warrants for the purposes of this bill, they must advertise the same 
in some paper of general circulation thirty days before the same are to be 
issued, and we have provided that in the event a petition signed by 10% 
of the qualified electors voting at the last general election oppose the con- 
struction of any project, the political subdivisions shall not issue warrants 
for this purpose. While 10% is a very small number of the electors, Fed- 
eral authorities in charge of operations in Montana who appeared before 
our Committee explain that they would not care to operate a project in 
any community where as many as 10% of the voters would be opposed to 
the project. 


All told, this means that this method of raising money for necessary 
governmental projects shall not be used except in genuine emergencies and 
that in such cases 10% of the voters of any political subdivision can pre- 
vent the governing body from issuing emergency warrants under this Act. 


For the convenience of the members of the House who have the printed 
bills in their possession, we are making reference to the printed bill, and 
respectfully recommend that the bill be amended as follows: 


Amend the title by striking out in the 6th line thereof the words “And 
directing”. 


Section 1 be amended by striking out all of the remainder of the sec- 
tion beginning with line 9 and insert in lieu thereof the following: “It is 
hereby declared to be a public policy that this state and all political subdivi- 
sion thereof, cooperate with any agency of the Federal Government in

and for the construction, operation and maintenance of any plans and pro- 
jects in aid of which such Federal agency is about to or has expended funds 
furnished by the Federal Government, intended for a useful purpose, and 
calculated to furnish employment and assistance to the needy citizens of 
this state”. 


Amend Section 2 by striking out in line 6 the words “and directed” 
and by striking out in line 11 the words “and directed”’. 


At the end of Section 2 after the period, insert the following: ‘This 
measure contemplates that as in the past, political subdivisions will con- 
tinue to sponsor projects without recourse to the provisions of this Emer- 
gency Measure where the same can be reasonably so sponsored and that 
funds avaliable to the political subdivision through license taxes or from 
other sources, and which may be reasonab:y used for the purpose shall be 
used by the political subdivision to retire warrants issued under the provi- 
sions of this Act, and that property taxes as herein authorized to be levied 
will not be levied when funds to retire the same are obtainable from other 
sources.” 


Amend Section 4 by striking out in line 2 the words ‘authorized and 
directed” and inserting in lieu thereof the word “empowered”, and by strik- 
ing out in line 2 the words and figures “one per centum” and insert in lieu 
thereof the words and fgiures “one-half of one per centum”.

“Provided, however that no governing body of any political subdivi- 
sion shall be authorized under this Act to issue warrants to furnish materials, 
equipment, rental, supplies or supervision in connection with any project as 
herein contemplated if there shall be filed with the said governing body 
previous to the issuance of said warrants a petition opposing the construc- 
tion of the said project containing the names of as many as ten percent of 
the qualified electors voting at the last general election within the specific 
political subdivision sponsoring the project; 


“Provided further that any governing body proposing to issue Emer- 
gency Relief Warrants to sponsor any project as herein contemplated shall 
cause to be published in some newspaper of general criculation within the 
said political subdivision at least thirty days previous to the date of the 
proposed issuance of the said warrants a notice setting forth the intention 
of the said political subdivision to issue such warrants and describing the 
purposes for which the same are to be issued.” 


Amend Section 5 by striking out in line 1 and 2 the words “and directed” 
and insert in lieu thereof the words “at their discretion”. Further amend 
Section 5 line 2 by inserting after the word “Warrants” the word “law- 
fully”. 


Amend Section 7, line 8 by striking out the period after the word “ap- 
proval” and insert the following: “and shall continue in effect until 
March 15th, 1939 and thereafter shall be of no force or effect’. 


And that as so amended the bill do pass.

‘ The Clerk completed reading the report of the Committee on the 
investigation of Silver Bow election frauds which was as follows: 


REPORT OF SPECIAL COMMITTEE TO INVESTIGATE ALLEGED 
IRREGULARITIES AND FRAUDULENT PRACTICES IN THE 
ELECTIONS IN THE COUNTY OF SILVER BOW, 

STATE OF MONTANA 


This Resolution invested your Committee with broad and plenary 
powers to carry on and to pursue the investigation directed and ordered 
by this House of Representatives, without arbitrary limitation or restric- 
tion, or defining the character of the investigation to be made. Following 
the context and the spirit of the Resolution, we your Committee have en- 
deavored, during the exceedingly limited time at our disposal, and seriously 
circumscribed by our numerous conflicting legislative duties, to investigate, 
check and inquire into many phases of the alleged irregularities and fraudu- 
lent practices in elections in the County of Silver Bow and State of Mon- 
tana; in this effort to secure the facts in relation to this important matter 
before the House, the Committee has examined forty witnesses under oath 
and interviewed many others, checked the records of the Supreme Court of 
the State of Montana and the District Court of the Second Judicial District 
in Dubie vs. Batani, the case of the State of Montana, plaintiff, vs. D. 
Levy, defendant, and a case of two young men, the names of whom were 
not learned, who were alleged to have attempted to fraudulently vote at 
one of the precincts of the County of Silver Bow, Montana; the first case 
involving an alleged election contest wherein Arthur Dubie, a citizen of the 
County of Silver Bow and the State of Montana, contended that he had been 
elected to the office of County Commissioner of the County of Silver Bow, 
State of Montana, and had been fraudulently deprived of his office; the 
second and third cases, originating in the last general election held in the 
County of Silver Bow, State of Montana, and involving especially the judicial 
ballots as cast for three candidates for the judgeships of the Second Judicial 
District of the State of Montana, in and for the County of Silver Bow. 
To this was added a somewhat detailed check of the records of the County 
Clerk and Recorder of Silver Bow County, Montana, with the idea of secur- 
ing first hand information in relation to alleged fictitious names, the names 
of non-residents, together with the names of deceased persons alleged 
to have been fraudulently voted in elections held in the County of Silver Bow, 
State of Montana during recent years. 


The testimony of these witnesses has been transcribed. The records 
of the Supreme Court of the State of Montana have been assembled, the 
results of the investigation of the office of the County Clerk and Recorder 
of Silver Bow County, Montana, are all contained in the compendium of 
information and facts which has been prepared and which accompanies 
this report. 


In order to carry on this investigation, and pursuant to the Resolution 
above set forth, we employed stenographers and clerical hire in order that 
a definite record could be made of the facts found and conclusions reached. 
To assist in this, we further employed legal counsel who have devoted their 
time in examination of these witnesses and records and assisting this 
committee in their work. 


The arduous duties of this Committee in relation to this investigation 
have been such as to require so much more time than was at the disposal 
of the Committee, that this Committee feels that, in all frankness, 
we should state that it was impossible to have made a sufficiently exhaus- 
tive investigation of alleged irregularities and fraudulent practices in the 
elections of the County of Silver Bow, as to have given this House of 
Representatives full information; each fact investigated, as well as each 
witness examined, contributed facts which led to other witnesses and to 
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other facts, and to have pursued it to the end would have resulted in un- 
limited time being spent. We do believe, however, that the very definite. 
results from the investigation which we have been able to complete, brings 
to this House of Representatives information and facts sufficiently specific,. 
and so well supported by sufficient proof, to warrant the accepting of the 
findings of fact, and in carrying out the actions or conc.usions hereinafter 
recommended. 


Second: The members of this House of Representatives will under- 
stand and fully appreciate the significance and great importance of the 
allegations and background which prompted the passing of the Resolution. 
above set out. If the allegations upon which the Resolution was framed 
and which were given as a basis for the Resolution being passed and adopted 
by this House were true, then these facts and conditions will be such as 
to practically disenfranchise the voting population of the County of Silver 
Bow, State of Montana, and to reflect itself with great seriousness and 
very definite results in all state-wide and Federal office elections held 
within the State of Montana. 


Most members of this House will agree that the most sacred right of 
the American citizen is that right which vests in him to honestly and 
without interference or coercion to cast his ballot upon questions and candi- 
dates submitted to him in the elections of his community. To have the 
American citizen either coerced, intimidated or fraudulently deprived of his: 
right to exercise this privilege of franchise is most reprehensible indeed. 
To destroy the right of franchise is to destroy the most fundamental idea 
of American government. This is no platitude, but deals with the very 
essence of our government and citizenship. The people of the State of 
Montana are familiar with the charges and counter-charges hurled by 
candidates and others claiming to be familiar with the ways and means 
used in winning elections in the County of Silver Bow, Montana. This 
is evidence by the numerous telephone calls, communications and personal 
inquiries sent to and made upon every member of this Committee by citi- 
zens of the State of Montana, who reside in different parts of the State. 
The result in Silver Bow County elections giving huge majorities to certair 
favored sons of that community in state-wide elections, has been most 
forcibly impressed upon citizens of other parts of this state. 


A general analysis of the conditions under which elections—city,. 
county and state—are conducted in the county of Silver Bow, Montana, 
demonstrates a marked laxness in supervision and administration, together 
with a failure to observe the existing election laws to such a serious point 
that fraud in said elections appears to this Committee to inevitably result.. 


Third: The evidence of facts disclosed by the investigation and exam-. 
ination of this committee, among many other things, includes: 


Election Judges and Clerks: 


This laxness on the part of election judges and clerks is brought about 
primarily through an apparent deliberate effort on the part of the County 
Commissioners of Silver Bow County to fail to observe the spirit of the 
law now existnig, which provides for the manner in which judges and 
clerks for elections shall be selected. 


The law at present, in the opinion of this Committee, requiring that 
not more than a majority of the judges of elections chosen should be from 
one party is apparently in Silver Bow County deliberately ignored. Judges 
and clerks of election, witnesses proved, were chosen without regard to 
their affiliation with one party or the other, and with little or no con- 
sideration for their fitness or qualification for the job. This position has 
been defended by certain of the Commissioners, who have attempted to 
justify the position taken by them on the ground that, regardless of 
me affiliation, persons were chosen on the basis of their financial 
need. 
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One witness, upon being interrogated frankly stated that she had always 
been a member of the Democratic party, but that she served as an official of 
elections as a member of the Republican party; that she had protested about 
this fact to a member of the Board of County Commissioners of Silver Bow 
County, stating, “What will my friends think to have me listed as a 
Republican?” But wishing to earn the money involved, she had continued 
as a Republican election official. 


Witnesses testified that in many precincts of Silver Bow County it is 
not uncommon for the judges of election to tally the vote on a temporary 
cardboard or paper, and then, after the vote is complete, to transcribe the 
tally, together with the totals, in the official tally book. 


Such a cardboard is entered as an Exhibit in the proceedings of this 
- Committee. 


Three witnesses under oath, directing their attention to this cardboard, 
explained that it was for the purpose of facilitating the count and the 
chairman of the judges of one precinct explained that this had been his cus- 
tom since 1920 and that from that date until the present, he had served 
as a Democratic official upon many occasions, and at the coming city elec- 
tion had been chosen to serve as a Republican judge. 


One witness, directing her attention to the Exhibits 1 and 2, stated that 
she had requested information from one of the judges as to the purpose 
of this cardboard and was informed by that election judge, in substance, 
“Don’t be a damn fool. These cardboards are prepared so that when we 
know how many votes we need, we can hold up the election and get them.” 


The evidence also disclosed that it is a custom frequently followed for 
the judges and clerks, in the precincts, to divide into groups of two or more 
and proceed with the counting of the official baliots which had been cast. 
This practice is the basis of unlimited fraud and is, in the opinion of this 
Committee, a flagrant violation of the election laws of the State of Montana. 


Names Illegally Upon the Books of Registration: 


In this connection, it is a fact that on or about eight years ago a 
private citizen, and at private expense, checked the registration lists in 
Silver Bow County and, as a result of said check, procured the removal of 
more than 1,000 names from the registration lists. This undertaking on the 
part of this citizen was a mammoth one, involving the employment of 
twenty-two people, paid employees, and numerous volunteers. This survey 
extended over a period of nearly one month, and at the conclusion more 
than 100,000 cards had been assembled for index purposes. At the conclu- 
sion of the check, the more than 1,000 names were removed from the regis- 
tration books because of being illegally there. 


Four years later, the same private citizen again engaged a large crew 
of helpers and once more checked the registration lists of Silver Bow County 
and had removed from said registration lists more than 400 names, found 
to have been upon the said registration lists illegally. 


In passing, it is only fair to state that much of the talk and comment 
upon the dead voting in Silver Bow County is, in the opinion of this Com- 
mittee, grossly exaggerated. A check of the registration lists of Silver 
Bow County, made by all the members of this Committee, assisted by the 
staff of the Clerk and Recorder’s office of Silver Bow County, disclosed 
only one or two possible cases, and the testimony of witnesses was to the 
effect that, although other searches had been made, few if any of such 
dead persons were found to have been actually voted. 


In relation to the dead, the Committee wishes to observe, however, 
that deaths occurring at a time in the month of August of a year, were 
shown in numerous cases not to have been cancelled or removed from the 
registration lists in the following July when the primary list was com- 
pleted and used, thus permitting a period of ten or eleven months to elapse 
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when the names of persons known to be dead were on the registration 
lists still. Such a condition is the door to unlimited fraud in view of the 
fact that the statement of vital statistics includes a list of deaths and 
are public records. Such a list in the hands of unscrupulous persons, in 
the opinion of this Committee, makes it easy for the so-calied “repeater” 
to function, and for the names of deceased persons to be voted. 


Intimidation and Coercion 


There seems to be abundant proof of the fact that persons, at the insti- 
gation of persons interested in the outcome of elections, have been used 
for the purpose of intimidating and coercing election judges and clerks. 


The evidence in the two Judgeship contest cases in Silver Bow County, 
resulting from the general election held November 3rd, 1936, as well as the 
evidence of witnesses taken before this Committee, which is embraced in 
the transcript of the proceedings of this Committee, shows that a United 
States Deputy Marshal, in the city of Butte, County of Silver Bow, State 
of Montana, upon governmental per diem and expense, and without instruc- 
tions from any superior officer, visited the polls, in company with divers 
individuals, among whom were the friends and relatives of candidates 
for the judiciary, and thus interested in the district judgeship election of 
Silver Bow County, and used the prestige and influence of this office to 
intimidate judges, coercing them into turning the judicial ballots over 
to him for recount and inspection; together with the fact that certain other 
persons representing themselves to be deputized and representing United 
States Marshals, with authority to demand and inspect, to recount and to 
insist upon having removed from the official judicial ballots cast in certain 
precincts in Silver Bow County, ballots which the said persons claimed 
were spurious and illegal for various reasons. 


The evidence of witnesses in the two cases mentioned, as well as that 
taken before this Committee, showed that the United States Deputy Mar- 
shal, accompanied by these individuals, had in a boisterous and noisy man- 
ner entered into the precincts and belligerently demanded the right to see 
and to recount the said ballots, stating that “a big steal” had taken place 
all over the County, that illegal ballots had been cast, that ballots were not 
properly stamped; and, upon securing the ballots, took them out of the 
presence of the judges and clerks and threw them on table tops, rammaged 
through them and then returned, demanding that certain numbers of the 
ballots be not counted and that the tally be changed, because of the fact 
that the ballots were not legal, had not been stamped or were so faintly 
stamped as to be il‘egible, and had been illegally cast at the election. 


That in one precinct, because of the nervousness of the judges of elec- 
tion resulting from the attitude of the said United States Deputy Marshal, 
and those accompanying him, the tally in the judicial election was actually 
changed to meet his demands; that later the final count of the canvassing 
board showed that the original count of the judges in that precinct was 
inaccurate to the extent that one vote was changed. This, in spite of the 
fact that the United States Deputy Marshal and those accompanying him 
had contended that more than sixteen ballots should be eliminated or 
changed. 


That these visitations of the United States Deputy Marshal were 
begun in the morning of e'ection day, when—accompanied by a relative of 
one of the judicial candidates and in a car provided by this friend—the 
United States Deputy Marshal had called upon the judges of many of the 
precincts, informing them that it was rumored that a big steal was to be 
put over in the election in Silver Bow County and that he was there to 
prevent any rough stuff and left his telephone number. That the United 
States Deputy Marshal, under oath, stated that he was there on behalf 
of the candidacy of a United States Senator and was checking the federal 
election to determine that the election for United States Senator was not 
stolen; but from his own evidence it developed that his interest soon shifted 
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to that of the district judgeships of Silver Bow County and that these 
activities were continued until a very early hour of the morning following 
election day. 


Activities of Candidates: 


From the evidence submitted, it is apparent that many candidates, 
including the candidates for the office of United States Senator and of 
the District Judgeships of Silver Bow County, anticipated for some days 
before the general election of 1936, that there would be an attempt to 
steal the election, and as a result took an unusual interest in the choice of 
checkers in sufficient amounts to prevent a steal. 


The evidence also showed that it was in this connection that the arrange- 
ment was made by relatives of candidates with the United States Deputy 
Marshal to have him appear at an appointed place at nine o’clock in the 
morning of election day, there to begin his patrol or surveillance of the dif- 
ferent voting precincts in his effort to prevent such a stealing of the gen- 
eral election. 


Incompetence of Election Judges and Clerks: 


Because of the failure of the County Commissioners of Silver Bow 
County, Montana, to observe the spirit of the election laws of the state 
of Montana as hereinbefore mentioned, and for the further reason that 
judges and clerks of election apparently are not chosen for fitness, nor 
have they had any training in the technique of conducting an election, 
numerous irregularities are directly traceable to the indifference of the 
rents Commissioners and lack of fitness of the judges and clerks of 
election. 


The evidence in the two judgeship election contests, as well as the evi- 
dence taken before this Committee, shows that, because of the act of 
some person or persons in Precinct No. 36, wherein approximately 325 
judicial ballots were stamped “Cancelled”, and said ballots being later dis- 
allowed, 325 legally qualified and registered voters in that precinct were 
disenfranchised and their votes upon the important position of the judiciary 
were of no force and effect. This was a most unfortunate violation of the 
rights of the voters of this precinct, and whether deliberate fraud or 
resulting through the carelessness or lack of efficiency of the election 
judges and clerks does not change the fact that approxmiately 325 voters 
might just so well not have cast a judicial ballot in the election. 


What appears to be a most deliberate attempt to stuff the ballot 
box and to steal the election, in so far as the judicial ballots were con- 
cerned is evidenced by the fact that the record as taken by this Committee, 
as well as the proof in the two contest cases in relation to the judgeships 
of Silver Bow County, shows that in a number of precincts more votes 
were cast upon judicial ballots in said election than the number of registered 
voters who cast their votes in the precincts on election day; while, on the 
other hand, in certain other precincts the number of judicial ballots cast 
were within three or four of the number of the total number of registered 
voters in said precinct. 


fi Again, in other precincts, it was shown that a sufficient number of 
judicial ballots were cast to equal one hundred per cent of the total of reg- 
istered voters in the precinct. 


And in this connection the facts, as developed, were that in Precinct 
1 there were 347 judicial ballots cast and the poll book showed 351 voters. 
In Precinct 3 there were 311 judicial ballots cast and the poll books showed 
311 registered voters. In Precinct 7, the record shows 368 judicial ballots 
cast and the poll book shows 370 voters’ names. In Precinct 8, the record 
shows 287 judicial ballots cast and the poll book shows 296 names of 
electors. In Precinct 9, the record shows 358 ballots cast and the poll book 
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discloses 865 names of electors. Again, in Precinct 10 the record shows 
329 judicial ballots cast and the poll books indicate 310 names of registered 
voters. In this precinct, there being 19 more votes cast on the judicial 
ballots than there were electors. In Precinct 12, the record shows there 
were 315 judicial ballots cast and the poll book discloses 317 electors reg- 
istered. In Precinct 18, the record shows 286 judicial ballots cast and the 
poll book discloses 290 electors. In Precinct 14 the record discloses 333 
judicial ballots cast and the poll book discloses 335 names of registered 
voters. In Precinct 15 the record shows 398 judicial ballots cast and the 
poll book discloses the names of 402 electors. 


Precinct 16 was another 100% precinct, the record showing 388 judicial 
ballots cast and one poll book disclosed the names of 388 registered voters 
and another poll book showing only 387. In Precinct 18 the record shows 
546 judicial ballots cast and the poll book shows 553 names of electors. 
In Precinct 19 the record shows 416 judicial ballots cast and the poll books 
show 421 names of electors. Again in Precinct 20, there is a decided dis- 
crepancy. Here the record shows 370 judicial ballots cast and the poll 
books disclose only 357 names of electors, 18 more judicial ballots than 
electors being the final result. In Precinct 21, the count showed 286 judicial 
ballots cast and the poll books disclose 295 names. 


A discrepancy of 14 names appears again in Precinct 22, when the 
record shows 578 judicial ballots cast and the poll books disclose 562 
names of electors. In Precinct 28, the record showed 321 judicial ballots 
cast and the poll books disclose 329 names of electors. In Precinct 24 the 
record showed 3866 judicial ballots cast and the poll books disclose 371 
names of registered voters. In Precinct 26 the record showed 374 judicial 
ballots cast and the poll books disclose 380 names. 


Again, in Precinct 28 there was an excess of three judicial ballots, 
where the record showed 368 judicial ballots cast and the poll books indi- 
cated the names of only 365 electors. In Precinct 29, the record shows 
699 judicial ballots cast and the poll books show 711 names of electors. In 
Precinct 30, the record shows that 265 judicial ballots were cast and the 
poll books disclose 268 names of registered voters. 


Precinct 31 was another 100% Precinct, where the record showed that 
389 judicial ballots were cast and the poll books disclose 889 names. In 
Precinct 32, all but one e.ector voted, where the records indicate 322 judicial 
ballots cast and the poll books disclose 323 names of electors. In Precinct 
34, the record discloses 332 judicial ballots cast and the poll books show 
355 names of electors. In Precinct 35 the record shows 488 judicial ballots 
cast and the poll books disclose 513 names of electors. In this precinct, 
may we call the attention of this Honorable Body to the fact that 17 judicial 
ballots were found in the ballot box to be wrapped separately, all stamped 
with an official stamp, but no vote recorded for any candidate. Those 
17 ballots were placed in an envelope and sealed. 


In Precinct 36, it was found that 28 more people cast judicial ballots 
than were registered voters in that precinct; the record disclosing that 364 
judicial ballots were cast and the poll book disclosing only 336 names of 
electors. This, also, being the precinct wherein the word “Cancelled” was 
stamped upon approximately 325 judicial ballots, none of which were 
counted. Again, in Precinct 36, the record discloses the following nota- 
tion in relation to 50 ballots: Fifty ballots were found containing a stamp, 
on some of which the number appears and others no number. 314 ballots 
were found stamped with the official stamp. 


Again, in precinct 38, the record disclosed 395 judicial ballots were cast 
and the poll books disclose the names of 402 electors. In Precinct 39 the 
count showed 485 judicial ba lots cast and the poll books showed the names 
of 502 electors. In Precinct 40, the record shows 555 judicial ballots cast 
and the poll books show the names of 560 electors. In Precinct 41 the 
record showed 255 judicial ballots were cast and the poll book shows 258 
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names of electors. In Precinct 45, the record discloses. 474 judicial ballots 
cast and the poll books show 476 names of electors. In Precinct 47 the 
record shows 3896 judicial ballots cast and the poll books disclose 385 names 
of electors. In other words, in Precinct 47 there were 11 more judicial 
ballots cast than there were electors on the books. In Precinct 49, the 
record shows 468 judicial ballots cast and the poll book showed 472 names 
of electors. In Precinct 53 the record shows 515 judicial ballots cast and 
the poll book discloses 530 names of electors. In Precinct 54 the count 
showed 400 judicial ballots cast and the poll books give 396 names of 
electors. In Precinct 55 the record shows 391 judicial ballots cast and the 
poll book shows 394 names of electors. In Precinct 61 the count showed 
116 judicial ballots were cast and the poll books show 117 names of electors. 


As disclosed in the testimony of alleged fraud in the election of No- 
vember 3rd, 1936,. Precinct 11 has been a previous offender, the evidence in 
the case of Dubie vs. Batani indicating that the records in Precinct 11 had 
been tampered with to the extent that the vote was changed for one of 
the parties from 152 to 122, and that a recount of the vote in said proceed- 
ing gave to the same party the sum of 164 in lieu of the said 122 votes. 


In the same proceeding of Dubie vs. Batani, the canvassing board 
found that, after the ballot boxes had been placed in the custody of the 
office of the then clerk and recorder of Silver Bow County, the seals had 
been broken upon several of the ballot boxes, and in support of the defend- 
ant, Batani, testimony was offered that ballots had been removed and 
changed. 


In this case, also, the testimony of one of the precinct election judges 
was that she had signed a tally sheet before the polls had been closed 
and before the vote had been tallied at all. 


Evidence was offered of the changing of the summarization sheets of 
the vote of the plaintiff Dubie, and photostat copies of said changes form 
part of the record of the proceedings of this Committee; the first sum- 
marization sheet showing a total of 152 votes for a candidate for the 
office of County Commissioner. These figures were stricken by running a 
pen through them and the figures 122 inserted. Later, the first sum- 
marization sheet, as signed by all the judges and clerks, was changed and 
a new sheet prepared, which said sheet was signed by only four of the 
election judges and clerks. The summarization sheet, as finally signed, 
disclosed not 152 votes for a candidate for the office of county commissioner 
but a total of 122, and this corrected summarization sheet does not contain 
all the signatures of all the election officials. 


We respectfully call your attention to the fact that these irregulari- 
ties occurred in Precinct 11, as heretofore pointed out. 


In Precinct 9, in the Dubie vs. Batani case, evidence was offered of the 
fact that election officials called the name “Batani,’ when as a matter of 
fact the name Dubie was written and the vote had been, in fact, cast for the 
candidate Dubie. Upon the candidate Dubie, who was present, protesting, 
the election judge calling said names suggested to the candidate Dubie 
that the matter was the affair of the election judge and for him—Dubie— 
to “keep his nose out of it.” 


This transcript is hereby referred to by No........- of the records of 
the Supreme Court of the State of Montana, for the reason that it is 
extremely voluminous, being more than 900 pages in length. This tran- 
script is accessible, being a public record. 


It was in this same Precinct 11, wherein some one succeeded in putting 
‘into the ballot box 16 or 17 judicial ballots, all wrapped in a single package. 


It is also shown that, without interference on the part of election 
judges or clerks, judicial ballots were stamped and placed in-the ballot 
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boxes, some containing no Precinct number at all, some upon which the 
official stamp was half on the ballot and half on the stub, some official 
stamps had been so smudged as not to be legible, some had been stamped 
so faintiy as not to be legible, while others clearly were stamped in ink 
the color of which was defintiely different from the color of the ink used 
for election purposes on the third day of November, 1986, in the election 
held in Silver Bow County, Montana. 


And in this connection, especial attention should be directed to the 
fact that in one precinct a judicial ballot stamped for a separate and dis- 
tinct precinct was found in the ballot box as having been cast. 


Lack of information and training, or timidity, on the part of election 
judges permitted, in the opinion of this Committee a wilful and unwarranted 
interference with judicial ballots cast in this election; the record disclosing 
that in one precinct, not only were the judicial ballots taken out and spread 
all over a table at a point away from the officials, but a count made 
and 16 or 17 of the original judicial ballots objected to by the counter, 
removed from the official judicial ballots; and, upon the insistence of the 
persons checking the official ballots, the number of votes shown to have 
been cast by the tally sheets changed to meet this demand. This condition 
wherein any citizen—however well meaning—could successfully coerce or 
intimidate an election official to change the result of a tally honestly 
Hd erg in the opinion of this Committee, most unfortunate and repre- 

ensible. 


The record further shows that the belligerent attitude of certain check- 
ers, the United States Deputy Marshal, and friends of candidates, was 
such as to have upset the orderly conduct of the business of election in 
certain precincts to such an extent as to have forced one judge to have 
“quit his job, left the precinct and gone to bed, refusing to return and to 
take any part in the demand for a recount.” In passing, it was discovered 
that the judge so leaving, had taken with him the lock and key to the con- 
tainer into which the ballots were to be finally placed. 


Not only were the facts heretofore called to the attention of your 
Honorable Body and testimony submitted to this Committee of the attempt 
to steal the election of November 3rd, 1936, of the stuffing of the ballot 
boxes, of irregularities in procedure; but records of the Supreme Court of 
the State of Montana, of the District Court of the Second Judicial District 
of the State of Montana, in and for the county of Silver Bow, so well as 
proceedings before this Committee; but also in the case of the State of 
Montana, plaintiff, vs. D. Levy, defendant, which related itself to a previous 
election wherein an attempt was made to consolidate the city of Butte and 
the County of Silver Bow, the information which forms a part of the 
record of the proceedings of this Committee discloses that the defendant, 
who was then a deputy in the office of the then county clerk and recorder 
of Silver Bow County was accused and placed under arrest and charged 
with the crime of having wilfully and unlawfully prevented the names of 
more than 700 qualified citizens of the County of Silver Bow from par- 
ticipating in said special election. 


The conditions and facts were such in the County of Silver Bow, in 
relation to said election, that the then Attorney General was called in to 
file the information in this case and his name appears of record as the 
prosecutor thereof; and that the then county attorney of Silver Bow County 
is not named as counsel in said proceeding. 


It was significant to the Committee that this case was permitted 
to drag for a period of more than six months, which is the statutory time 
within which such a case must be brought to trial and that the case, on 
motion of counsel for the defense, was dismissed for failure to prosecute. 


Again the record discloses that in the cases of two young men who 
appeared in one of the voting precincts of Silver Bow County, in a previous 
election and were found to be making an attempt to illegally vote, when 
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placed under arrest and taken to the county jail were later released on 
the ground and for the reason that the mere attempt to illegally vote was 
not a crime. 


Again, the record discloses that a man was arrested for repeating, 
during a previous effort to clean up the registration lists of Silver Bow 
County, and that within thirty minutes he had been released and was once 
again back at the precinct where the attempt to repeat had been made. 


Witnesses further testified of the activities of a young resident of 
Silver Bow County, wherein the witness provided a car for the purpose of 
carrying certain women voters, who were employed, to the polls. Later, 
this car was found to have been completely wrecked and the explanation 
offered to the witness was that the driver had been carrying repeaters to 
the polls and, in an effort to avoid people who were following him had 
driven the car into a telephone pole and destroyed the car. Later, in a 
conversation in Helena, in the presence of people identified in this record, 
this young man repeated certain of these circumstances. 


Witnesses further testified before this Committee that, at one of the 
polling booths of an election held in Silver Bow County, after closing time, 
in the precinct, the judges of election, who had charge of the register, were 
looking up names on the register which had not been voted that day, and 
they called these names to the attention of the judges and clerks and citizens 
present; the judges and officials then, without hesitating, signed the names 
of the persons whose names they had noticed on the register and immedi- 
ately went in to vote them, pulling a straight row of keys on the ma- 
chines as they voted. This was done on this particular day, perhaps fifteen 
times in the single precinct. Finally someone suggested that the witness 
sign a name. The witness testified that she was shocked and stated to 
them, “You infernal scoundrels; you infernal election thieves; I will go 
to the city hall and have every one of you arrested.” And the man on the 
door followed the witness out; later a number of them followed her out 
into the hallway and the man said, “Who will help you at the city hall? 
They know what we are doing and it will be only your word against my 
word anyway.’ This witness designated names of persons who voted as 
herein set forth. 

In Precinct 53, which is the Whittier School Precinct, the evidence 
shows that a relative of one of the judicial candidates, heading a group 
of several, entered the precinct in a very boisterous way and demanded 
the right to see the judicial ballots; that, in making this demand, he 
stated, ‘“‘We have a Deputy United States Marshal with us.” The judge 
said, “Where is he?” The gentleman replied, “He could not come, but 
he deputized me.” The judge asked him, ‘Where is your authority?” 
and he replied. “I don’t need any.” ‘The evidence here also shows that 
the three women judges were very much unnerved and up-set as a result 
of the conduct of these visitors, who remained there from a period of 
one-half to two hours. The facts also proved conclusively that the state- 
ment of this man that he had been deputized as a United States Marshal 
was false; also that had he not made the claim that he was deputized 
that the ballots would not have been shown to him. The evidence showed 
that the relative of this judicial candidate was very insistent upon counting 
the judicial ballots and that he was permitted to do so. This man made 
no claim of finding any discrepancies in the judicial ballots of Precinct 
No. 58. 


In relation to flagrant mistakes and evidence of the lack of knowledge 
on the part of election judges and clerks, we respectfully call the attention 
of this Honorable Body to the detailed information, as contained in the 
report of the Board of Canvassers of the County of Silver Bow, Montana, 
in relation to the judicial ballots canvassed in several precincts; that 
record being filled with detailed mistakes of failure to place official pre- 
cinct stamps upon the ballots, and of ballots excluded upon one ground or 
another. For instance, in one precinct, it being shown that the candidates 
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for county attorney received more votes than had been cast by registered 
voters in this election. 


While, in the following precincts, the errors pointed out resulted 
in the judicial ballots cast by qualified voters being thrown out: 


In Precinct 1, one ballot was found to have no official precinct 
stamp; in Precinct 3, one ballot had no official stamp; in Precinct 7, one 
ballot had no official stamp; in Precinct 9, four ballots had no official 
stamp; in Precinct 10, nineteen ballots were found from which it appeared, 
upon comparison with official stamp found on other ballots, that the ink 
used on these nineteen ballots was of a different color than that used 
on the other ballots. In the same precinct, it was further found that 
26 ballots, upon which the stamp appeared it was only partially readable, 
and that no precinct number appeared. The stamps in many instances 
were blurred. In Precinct 12, one ballot was found without the official 
stamp; 7 ballots appeared to have the stamp but were badly blurred 
and the number could not be read. In Precinct 13, two ballots were found 
without the official stamp; in Precinct 14, one ballot was found without 
6 stamp; in the same precinct 174 ballots were found whereon the stamp: 
appeared blurred, but the precinct number could not be deciphered. In 
Precinct 18, four ballots appeared to have the official stamp on which 
the precinct number could not be read. In Precinct 19, one ballot was 
found with the official stamp of Precinct 21. In Precinct 20, thirty-nine 
ballots had no stamp; on some the official stamp could not be read; 
on others, part of the stamp could be read but no precinct number appeared. 
The total of all these defective ballots in this precinct was 39. In Precinct. 
29, one ballot appeared without an official stamp; in Precinct 22, eighteen 
ballots were found where the number of the precinct could not be read 
on the stamp. Hight ballots had no official stamp. In Precinct 28, one 
ballot was found without the official stamp. In Precinct 28, an envelope 
was found in the ballot can containing the following quotation, ‘“These 
ballots were voted and not stamped.” There was found therein 14 ballots, 
upon which no official stamp appeared. In this precinct, it also appeared 
that there were three more ballots than there appeared names on the 
poll books. 


In Precinct 30, seven ballots were found bearing a stamp on which 
the precinct number could not be read; one ballot had no official stamp. 
In Precinct 31, eight ballots were found with the official stamp, but upon 
which the precinct number could not be read; three ballots were without 
the official stamp. In Precinct 34, one ballot contained a stamp on which 
the precinct number could not be "read. Precinct 37 has been heretofore 
mentioned. 


In Precinct 36, fifty ballots were found containing a stamp on some 
of which the number appears and on others no number appears. 


We have heretofore referred to the more than 300 ballots marked,. 
“Cancelled.” 


In Precinct 38, the names of candidates on one ballot were encircled 
in lead pencil; two official ballots with no official stamps were not counted. 
In this precinct also an examination of the poll books showed no names. 
on Lines 24 and 25. All other lines were filled. 


In Precinct 39, on one ballot the official stamp appeared but the words. 
could not be read and the number did not appear. Five ballots had no 
official stamp. 


In Precinct 41, eleven ballots were found, bearing the official stamp 
but not voted. These ballots did not appear to have been voted, but were 
piaced loosely in the ballot box. Six ballots also had no official stamp. 


In Precinct 47, seven ballots were found with the official stamp but. 
the precinct number did not appear. There were three ballots without 
the official stamp. In this precinct the judicial ballots exceeded the 
number of voters’ names appearing on the poll books. 
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In Precinct 49, one ballot was torn in half, without jie official stamp. 
In Precinct 54, three ballots bear the official stamp, the wording of which 
is not readable: three ballots have no official stamp; while 49 ballots 
were found, bearing the official stamp, which had not been voted. In 
Precinct 55, threev ballots were without the official stamp; one ballot 
with the official stamp, the precinct number could not be read. In Precinct 
61 one ballot was found without the official stamp. 


In one of the precincts, the record shows that a judge left the polling 
booth and shortly thereafter returned with at least one ballot which he 
admitted having filled out, and which he deposited in the ballot box. This 
ballot was filled out by him in another building and while away from 
the polling booth. His explanation was that he had done it for his 
mother. His action in relation thereto was seen by a candidate who reported 
the matter, and that witness appeared and testified before this Committee. 


The check of the detail of these precincts indicates that more than 
250 illegal ballots were accounted for in the recheck of the judicial 
ballots. In this connection, this Honorable Body should bear in mind that 
approximately only 45 of the ballot boxes were opened of all the ballot 
boxes in the 63 precincts. 


Proof of 750 Illegal Ballots Being Circulated: 


In the proceedings of this Committee, and in the pleadings of the 
parties of the election contest cases in relation to the judgeships of Silver 
Bow County, resulting from the election of November 38rd, 1936, there 
is verbal and record proof of the fact that 750 illegal and spurious judicial 
ballots were circulated and used for the purpose of stuffing the ballot 
boxes in the different precincts of Silver Bow County, Montana. The 
verbal evidence is offered by well-known persons, residents of the County 
of Silver Bow, State of Montana. 


One witness, sworn in both the proceedings before this Committee 
and in the cases referred to, testified as follows: 


JOSEPH V. FLAHERTY, a witness being first duly sworn, testified 
on behalf of the Contestant herein, as follows: 


DIRECT EXAMINATION BY JOS. J. McCAFFERY, SR. 
Q. State your name please? 


A. My name is Joseph V. Flaherty, I am a court stenographer and 
was such court stenographer in Department 2 until this morning when 
I handed in my resignation. I have resided in Silver Bow County for 
more than forty years, and was here on election day, on the third of 
November, 1936. 

Are you acquainted with Bill Kelly, probation officer ? 

I am, I have known him for about four years. 

And do you know who appointed him to his office? 

TI do, Judge Riley appointed him. 

And do you know Jack Duggan? 

I do, he is night chief of police for the City of Butte, Montana. 
And do you know James Hannifin? 

Yes, he is a gambler and saloon keeper. 

And did you see those people on the 38rd day of November, 1936. 
I did. 


THE COURT: Just a minute, those names are all unfamiliar to 
me, there were three of them as I understood, name them again. 


POPOoOrPOrere 


A. Bill Kelly, Probation officer, Jimmy Hannifin, saloon keeper and 
gambler, and Jack Duggan, Night Chief of Police. 
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THE COURT: Go ahead. 


Q. Did you see those men together on the third, or any of them, 
or one or two on the third day of November, last? 


A. I saw Mr. Kelly and Mr. Duggan together in the forenoon some- 
time, either before or after 11:00 o’clock, saw them coming out of the 
hallway over here where Mr. Kelly’s office is going on down the stairs. 


THE COURT: Let me get that, coming down the hallway, tell me 
where this hallway is. 

A. Right across the way, inside the courthouse of Silver Bow County, 
right across over here, from Kelly the probation officer’s office. 

Q. Where did you next see either of the three men you have men- 
tioned ? 

A. I next saw Jack Duggan coming in the sheriff’s entrance of the 
courthouse, and had a conversation with him there. 

Q. What was it? © 

A. Well, I was with another man and he started to tell the other 
man that he had just deposited, as I understood, sixty ballots over in 
the Washington School. 


Q. That would be Precinct No. 11? 
A. It was Precinct 11. 


THE COURT: You said, “He started to tell the other man,” who 
was the other man? 


A. He did tell him. 
Q. Who was the other man? 
A. He is a friend of mine, and I don’t care to mention his name. 


Q. Who was the other man? It is necessary, that conversation 
is not competent until we first learn who all was present. : 


A. Well, Judge, I am not at liberty to say who the other man is. 


THE COURT: Mr. Flaherty, the Court, Perhaps your position doubt- 
less would inform you about this, but it is necessary for you to state 
who the other man is. The Court would be very reluctant to do the very 
thing the Court will have to do, unless that question is answered. 


A. Well, I don’t want to tell you who that other man is, they know 
who he is. If they want to bring it out, they can. It don’t enter 
into my story for that matter or anything at all about it. The other 
man wasn’t there the whole time, anyway. 


MR. McCAFFERY: I ask the answer be foregone for a little while, 
Judge. 


THE COURT: The question will have to be answered or it becomes 
the duty of this Court, as you all know, to adjudge this witness in contempt 
of Court. 


MR. McCAFFERY: I would like to put the question later, Your 
Honor, but I would like to develop some more testimony before I would 
put that question. 


THE COURT: The Court does not need, and should not be obliged 
to remind counsel that here is a conversation being material, before one 
particle of that conversation may be released, as part of the foundation 
for its release, it becomes necessary to know who was there, doesn’t it? 


MR. McCAFFERY: It—Those present are, usually. 
THE COURT: Not usually, always. 
MR. McCAFFERY: It is usually a matter for cross examination. 


THE COURT: Very well, you may proceed. What else was said 
there, Mr. Flaherty, what did Mr. Duggan say? 
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_MR. HOWARD: We object to this witness testifying to any conver- 
sation he heard, unless he states the people who were present, and the 
time he was present: 


THE COURT: Objection sustained. 
MR. McCAFFERY: I withdraw the question for the present. 


THE COURT: We will stop right here, let the record show, that of 
course this Court did not know of any such condition prior to asking 
the question, and according to the evidence as it now appears, this witness 
and some other person whose name is not disclosed met a Mr. Kelly 
was it, or— 

A. Mr. Duggan. 


Mr. Duggan and a conversation there occurred, part of which the 
witness has related. The Court now repeats the question, “Who was, 
er what is the name of the person who was then with you?” 


MR. McCAFFERY: If the Court please, will you give us a recess 
of perhaps a minute so that we may talk to him. It is a highly embarassing 
situation. 


THE COURT: I shall be very glad to do that. I am afraid the witness, 
the Court is always reluctant to use the power lodged with him, probably 
the witness doesn’t appreciate the seriousness of the situation in which 
this leaves the Court. Nothing but one thing to do, and therefore I think 
he needs the advice of counsel. 


J. J. LYNCH: I want to say, Your Honor, Mr. Flaherty doesn’t mean 
to be disrespectful, he respects Your Honor highly. 


THE COURT: I believe that is true, and I will afford an opportunity 
te the witness to confer with Judge Lynch or with other counsel, and 
te that end we will be at our ease for five or ten minutes, according to 
what time you may need. 


RECESS. 


COURT RESUMED. 


THE COURT: I want this record to show before any further proceed- 
ings, that the Court in asking this witness this question, had in mind, 
solely, the development of the facts, that the Court had absolutely no 
information about that matter of any kind or nature, not a scintilla. 


MR. McCAFFERY: I can certainly confirm that statement, Judge. 


THE COURT: The Court has developed a fact. As far as the Court 
is concerned, the Court must decide certain things here to get the 
tacts, and when the witness takes the stand, the Court expects to ask 
him any question that is material, and the issue is such, and the record 
should so show, because it is not my purpose to embarrass anyone 
here, if the facts embarrass someone, I can’t help that. I didn’t make 
the facts, go ahead. 


. Who was the person that accompanied you when Mr. Duggan 
made the statement? 


A. Judge Downey. 

Q. And what, if anything, did Judge Downey say? 

MR. NOLAN: Objected to as hearsay. 

MR. McCAFFERY: Part of the res justa. 

Argument by Mr. McCaffery and Mr. Nolan. 

THE COURT: Go ahead and relate the whole conversation. OBJEC- 


TION OVERRULED, let it be a part of the general objection counsel 
made to the whole matter. 


MR. NOLAN: The testimony so far has not been objected to on this. 
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THE COURT: Go ahead. 
Q. You may proceed, Mr. Flaherty. 


THE COURT: Now, Mr. Flaherty, if you can just start in at the 
beginning and tell everything that was said by all three of you there, 
to the best of your ability, and repeating it as nearly as you can, in the 
same language that was used, you can do that approximately, as nearly 
as you can. 

A. Of course, I can’t repeat the words, Judge, it is the substance, 
and practically the words, as: near as I can remember them. We met 
Jack Duggan and some one said, “Hello Jack,” or something to that 
effect and he said, “Well, I just came from the Washington and,” as I 
understood, “‘got rid of sixty ballots there.” 


THE COURT: That was, who said this? 


A. Mr. Duggan, and Judge Downey said, I don’t remember just the 
words, but practically to the effect, that you are going to get us all 
into trouble, so many ballots, and Mr. Duggan said, “No, they will never 
notice them.” He said that he had gotten rid of O75. Then about that 
time, some one else came up to the entranceway there, and stepped into 
a little hallway, and the Judge went in with them, and I was there alone 
with Mr. Duggan and I said, “For God’s sake, I don’t see what you 
want to do this for, Downey had plenty,” or something to that effect, 
“They couldn’t beat him.” He said, “Well, Bill Kelly was going to put 
them in for Riley and in order to protect Downey,” he put Downey’s name 
on most of them, with a few on for Tyvand and a few for Lynch. I 
asked him how many there were, and he said, “750.” 

Q. Did he make any explanation of casting votes for Tyvand and 
Lynch ? 

A. He said he voted a few for Lynch and a few for Tyvand to throw 
them off. 

Q. Where did you see Jim, the gambler? 


A. Jimmy Hannifin, I was up at Walkerville, and I saw him going 
by on the road, with three or four fellows in the car with him. 


And did you have any personal conversation with him, Mr. Han- 


nifin ? 
A. Not on the 38rd, no. 
Q. Did you, regarding this matter, either before or after the third? 
A. Before the third, I did. 
Q. What did you, what was the conversation with him, if any? 


THE COURT: I think we ought to develop where he was and who 
was there, if anyone, was anybody else present when you had the conver- 
sation with Hannifin ? 

A. Just he and I. 

THE COURT: Where was that conversation? 


A. In Judge Downey’s chambers. 
Q. What was said? 


MR. HOWARD: We object to this same line of testimony. We object 
to this as being hearsay testimony, not material in this case and self- 
serving disclosures by persons not a party to this suit. 


THE COURT: I didn’t get this fellow’s— 
A. James Hannifin. 


THE COURT: The three, one of the three you named? 
A. He was one of the three, Judge. 


THE COURT: What date did you say this conversation took place 
on which you are now leading up to. 
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A. It would be either Saturday or Friday before election, election 
was on Tuesday, no either Monday or Saturday. It was Saturday. 


THE COURT: Did this conversation relate to this same matter 
about ballots? ‘ 
A. Yes. 


THE COURT: The objection is overruled. 
Q. You may state what that conversation consisted of? 


A. Mr. Hannifin was talking about a list of his men, whom, I 
understood, were to be checkers, that he was going to loan, or that he 
would have them check for us and after the conversation he asked me 
who I knew that wasn’t voting, and I said, ‘What do you want them for?” 
He said he wanted to vote them and I said, “My God, Jimmy, don’t do 
that, we don’t need them,” meaning Judge Downey when I said, “We,” 
We aes no chance to be beaten, and he said that his feet always itched 
‘or that. 


Q. To do that kind of voting? 
A. Yes. 


THE COURT: Was there anything said in that conversation about 
where the ballots were to come from to be used that way? 


A. Well, as I understood it, Judge, at that time, was, he wanted 
to know if I knew anyone that wasn’t going to vote, who would be away, 
he would vote them. 


THE COURT: Was there anything said where the ballots were to be 
voted? 

A. No, I took it for granted he would go in vote somebody else’s name. 

THE COURT: All right, go ahead. 


MR. NOLAN: We move to strike that, not responsive, he is giving 
an interpretation. 


THE COURT: That is correct, strike it out. 


Q. Mr, Flaherty, do you know whether or not any of these men 
you have mentioned were active, particularly so for any candidate in the 
campaign for judicial office? 


You mean of these three? 

Those three? 

Yes, I know they all three were. 

How about ‘Mr. Kelly? 

He is one of the three. 

Did you have an opportunity to observe his activity? 
Yes. 

And on behalf of whom? 

On behalf of Judge Riley. 

Do you know whether or not Mr. Kelly was interested in helping 
the candidacy of Judge Downey ? 

A. Well, I know he was not. 

Q. That he was not, and do you know whether or not a subsequent 
change took place in his attitude to Judge Downey? 

A. All I know is— 

MR. NOLAN: This is objected to as incompetent, Mr. Kelly’s attitude. 
Objected to as calling for incompetent evidence and a conclusion of the 
witness. 

THE COURT: Sustained. 


Q. Do you know whether or not Mr. Kelly had any cooperation 
at all with Mr. Downey’s candidacy before a couple of days prior to 
election? 


Dares aaa 
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A. I know— 
MR. NOLAN: Objected to as incompetent. 
THE COURT: Objection overruled. The question can be answered 


by yes or no. 

A. I know that— 

THE COURT: Just a minute. 

MR. McCAFFERY: Couldn’t be answered by yes or no. 

THE COURT: Yes, it can be answered by yes or no. Do you know? 
Mr. Fiaherty, do you know? 

A. Yes, I know. 

@. Did he or did he not? 

A. He did not. 

Q. Did he, prior to election, center cooperation— 


MR. HOWARD: We object, calling for a conclusion of the witness. 
THE COURT: Objection sustained to that question. 


Q. Do you know whether or not Mr. Kelly visited Judge Downey 
a couple of days before election? 


MR. HOWARD: To which we object, on the grounds that the question 
is irrelevant, incompetent and immaterial, unless he shows that he knows 
what the visits were for. 


THE COURT: Objection sustained. 
A. He might have visited Judge Downey a day or two before election. 


THE COURT: If you made a definite purpose, that alone, standing 
alone would mean nothing. 


MR. McCAFFERY: It was not standing alone. We have shown 
he was in cooperation, in fact he was against Judge Downey until a 
couple of days before election. 


THE COURT: Well, at any rate gentlemen in a matter of this 
kind, wherein its materiality would issue here, it must be conceded by 
every one that insofar as Judge Downey is concerned, the petition here 
does not state cause of action because the petition specifically states 
that a recount of the ballots would not affect Judge Downey’s election, 
wherein does this become material. 


MR. McCAFFERY: Our argument is, Your Honor, on account of Mr. 
Duggan being a close friend of Judge Downey, was that change brought 
about through the influence of Mr. Duggan, or through the Kelly-Duggan 
combined forces. 


THE COURT: Very well, let us believe there was, wherein does 
that become material. I am seeking information, answer me? 


MR. McCAFFERY: Only for the purpose of cooperating in casting 
illegal ballots. 


THE COURT: By whose cooperation? 


Mh. McCAFFERY: Mr. Duggan and Mr. Kelly and for that purpose 
we consider the change of attitude by Mr. Kelly toward Judge Downey 
would be significant. 


. THE COURT: Objection sustained. I will afford you an opportunity 
to make an offer of proof, you may make that into the record, that will 
afford an opportunity to the Court to get a view of the whole situation 
you have in mind, if you care to do that. 


Q. Mr. Flaherty, do you know where Precinct No. 40 is, in Silver 
30w County? 


A. Ido. 
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- ses you at or about Precinct 40 on the third day of November? 
’ was. 


Q. Did you see.either Mr. Duggan, Mr. Kelly or Mr. Hannifin on 
that occasion? 


Not there, no sir. 

Did you see them on your way to it? 

No. 

Did you see them about that time? 

Well, I think what you mean, is some of Mr. Hannifin’s men? 
Yes. 


I saw some of his men. 


MR. HOWARD: We object to that answer and ask it be stricken, 
not responsive to any question in the record, and a voluntary statement 
of the witness. We have had no chance to object. 


THE COURT: Make your objection. 


MR. HOWARD: I amend the record as it stands, “Did you see anybody 
there?” He said, “No.” 


THE COURT: Strike out the last statement. 

Q. Did you have personal knowledge of any other person having 
purported to have cast illegal ballots? 

A. Yes. 

Q. Who was there? 


MR. HOWARD: Objected to, as hearsay. 


THE COURT: Sustained. First was necessary to show the nature 
cf that knowledge, how he acquired it, whether or not that is competent. 

Q. How did you acquire knowledge of any other person outside of 
either Mr. Hannifin, Mr. Kelly or Mr. Duggan being engaged in operating 
illegal ballots? 

A. We were at 40— 


MR. HOWARD: Just a moment, we object to the question in this 
form, on the grounds it is a leading question. 


THE COURT: Overruled. 

A. Went to Precinct 40 and drove around the corner of Mercury 
Street onto Clark Street and there was a car just getting ready to start 
with four or five men in it, and the Judge says, ‘““There are some of Jimmy’s 
men.” 

Q. By the Judge, who do you mean? 

A. Judge Downey, and we stopped and hollered, “Hello,” at them and 
as I got out he said, “Hello Jeff” to one of these men and then they told 
us that they had just gotten rid of 40 in that precinct. 

THE COURT: Q. Forty what? 

That’s what they said, Judge. 

Just said 40? 

40. 

That was Precinct what? 

That was precinct 40. 

Did you have any subsequent conversation regarding this with 
either “Mr. Duggan or Mr. Kelly or Mr. Hannifin? 

A. Didn’t talk with Mr. Kelly about it at all, or anyone here, I told 
you in that first conversation with Mr. Duggan, he said that they had— 


MR. NOLAN: This is objected to as not responsive. 
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THE COURT: Sustained. 

Q. Did you have any subsequent conversation with Mr. Duggan rela- 
tive to ballots? 

A. On the third? 

Q. Yes? 

A. That was in the first conversation. I did. I told you all that he 
said, that they had circulated, or words to that effect, that was the last 
of the 750, and I did have a subsequent conversation the next day. 

Where did that take place? 
In my office. 

Anybody else present? 

He and I. 

What was said then? 


MR. NOLAN: Objected to as hearsay. 


THE COURT: Overruled. 


A. He asked me how the judges’ election was going, referring to 
Riley and Lynch, and I told him I thought that Lynch was elected, and he 
said he was sorry that he got into the thing, and the only way he got 
into it was that when Kelly was voting those for Riley, and that’s what 
drew him into it. He also said it was the first time he had ever had any- 
thing to do with anything like that. I had a subsequent conversation with 
him also— : 


MR. NOLAN: All under the same objection, hearsay. 


THE COURT: The question is answered, I think. 

Q. I didn’t get that last statement? 

A. I said I also had a subsequent conversation. 

Q. When was that? 

A. It was several days later, he and I in my office, and he asked me 
if I had said anything about it and I said, “No,” and he said that he 
never had anything against Judge Lynch and in fact he said he went up 
to get one of his aunts to vote for Judge Downey alone, and that she said, 
“No,” she had always voted for Judge Lynch and she was voting for him 
now, and I said, “We will forget it,” and he said, “All right.’ I believe 
that was all.

CROSS EXAMINATION BY MR. NOLAN: 


Q. How long have you been a stenographer, Mr. Flaherty? 


A. I have been a stenographer about forty years, and all told I was 
engaged as an official court reporter, thirty years, in this Silver Bow 
Court for Judge Lynch and for Judge Downey. I was official court 
reporter for Judge Lynch twenty six years, and that was under appoint- 
ment by Judge Lynch, and I held that appointment until the time Judge 
Lynch was defeated in 19382. 


With whom did you file your resignation this morning? 

Judge Downey. 

It isn’t on file with the Clerk of the Court yet? 

I gave it to Judge Downey, he is the one that attends to that. 
For what reason did you resign? 

Well, I resigned because I was going to tell what occurred, and 
i) thought it would involve some of his friends and I did not intend to get 
Judge Downey’s name in here at all, unless forced to get in the rest of 
the testimony. That was the only reason I had for resigning, and I thought 


Judge Downey wouldn’t want any one working for him, who would testify 
to those facts against his friends.

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Q. Did you discuss it with Judge Downey, whether or not he was in 
favor of giving this testimony ? 

A. I handed the Judge, do you want to know how it occurred? 

Q. I think my question is clear, did you discuss it with him? 

A. When? 

Q. The matter of this testimony, at any time before you handed in 
your resignation? 

A. Afterwards. I handed in my resignation, told him I was going 
to testify, and he started to tear up the resignation, and said, made some 
remarks about didn’t need to hand in my resignation, then afterwards, why 
he called me out and asked what I was going to testify to, and I told 
him I was testifying about what occurred, and that was practically all. 

Q. When did this conversation take place? 

A. A little while before noon. 

Q. Now, did you see any ballots that were cast by Jack Duggan on 
election day? 

A. I saw none of them, no. 

Q. Did you see James Hannifin cast any ballots on election day? 

A. No. 

Q. Did you see William Kelly cast any ballots on election day? 

A. No. 

Q. Did you see, ever see any ballots in the possession of any of those 
people on election day? 

A. No. 


Q. And the man you refer to that you saw in Precinct 40, by the name 
of Jeff, that was the name referred to, somebody called him Jeff? 


A. Yes. 

Q. Did you see any ballots in his possession at that time? 
A. No. 

Q. Did you see him east any ballots? 

A. No. 


Q. Did you see anyone on November third, 1936, at the general elec- 
tion here, cast any ballots? 


A. No. 


Q. And you never saw any ballots that were supposed to be fraudu- 
lent cast on that day, did you? 


A. No. 
Q. Now, of course, you were on good terms with Judge Lynch? 
At Yés, : 
Q. You were on good terms with Judge Lynch, and he lost his job and 
he didn’t fire you for anything when he ceased to be judge last time in 1932? 
No. 
You are interested in the outcome of this election? 
No. 


If Judge Lynch is elected, you would work for him wouldn’t you? 
I would ‘work for any one I can get a job from, yes. 
You expect, if he is elected, you will take a job from him? 


I have no expectation on that, had none. I have expected to work 
for Judge Downey all the time. 


Q. Now, in the, on two different occasions here in your testimony, 
or more, you said that when any of these questions were brought up to 
you, “That Downey had plenty,” just what do you mean by that? 


A. Well, I meant that for about six weeks I had been around to see 
everyone I knew, talking to them about Judge Downey, and his chances for 
re-election, and I never heard one say that they wouldn’t vote for him, and

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every one said they knew him and they talked about him, and every one 
they talked to were voting for Judge Downey, so I meant that Judge Downey 
had plenty, and did not need any of that other kind of vote. 

Q. You know Jimmy Hannifin? 

A. Yes. 

Q. Do you know whether or not he is a friend of Judge Downey ? 

A. I know he is, yes. 

Q. As I understand it, your testimony, he wasn’t in on any of those 
ballots with Kelly? 

A. That was my understanding, that he was distributing them through 
his men, yes. 

Q. Wasn’t it, didn’t you testify that he wanted the names of some 
people who were out of town? 


You knew he was going to put repeaters in the field? 


. I thought it was for our man, and I warned him that he didn’t want 
anything of the kind. 

Q. But you did see his men out then that night? 

A. That. afternoon. 


What time did you have this conversation with Duggan, the first 


A. He wanted those, yes. 

Q. And it was your understanding he was going to vote those names? 
A. At that time, yes. 

Q. If he voted a name, he didn’t need any extra ballot? 
A. Those kind of votes, yes, but that was another. 

Q. That was another angle? 

A. Yes, about 25 others, 2500 others. 

Q. These suggestions were made to you directly?

_ A. You mean, I disclosed about the 750 ballots right after the elec- 
tion, that I knew there was 750 ballots, I did not disclose any of this that I 
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have testified to now, until yesterday, I told the attorneys of Judge Lynch 
and Judge Lynch. . 


Q. And you never disclosed anything about Hannifin until yesterday? 


A. Yes, I mentioned Hannifin lots of times. I thought. I realized 
what had been done and how I had been played for a sucker and so on, and 
I mentioned him right along. 


Q. You mentioned that he was going to be a repeater? 

A. That I knew he was engaged in it, yes. 

Q. You know any more of them in Silver Bow County? 

A. That do this?

A. Well, I found out the names of them people since this thing start- 
ed, and I saw the names of a great many, yes. 

Q. Of the men that have people working for them? 


A. Yes, and they do the same thing, repeat, and have men working 
for them. 


Q. Who are some of those people? 

A. Well, I saw a lot of them I didn’t know. 

Q. The names that you knew? 

A. I can’t remember the names. I saw the names on a list. 


THE COURT: Let me suggest, that this would be probably immaterial 
at this hearing, unless you propose to show that they acted, and not only 
that, but it must go a step further and show that they acted as such in this 
judicial election. It is immaterial here, it might be the start or subject of 


a most vigorous investigation by a county attorney or a grand jury, or both. 
Go ahead. 


Q. Do you know where there was any other repeaters working at this 
election at this time? 


A. Personally, I am not a detective, and I wasn’t looking for anything 
of. the kind. 


Do you know? 
Do I know? 


Whether there was any other repeaters out working on the judicia! 
election besides this Hannifin you mention? 


That's all I know about. 
Did Hannifin indicate or say he had anything to do with Riley? 
Well, of course, I couldn’t see the connection until after it was done. 


setae never told you at any time when he was talking to you, 
was out for Riley? 


I knew that his men were, yes, afterwards, on election day. 
Any time before that? 

Not before that. 

Never did admit to you he was helping Riley? 

Not before election day, no. 

Have you disclosed any of these offenses to the county attorney? 


The county attorney is sitting right there. He knows all about it. 
(Indicating Mr. Clarence Hanley, Deputy County Attorney). 


Q. You never made any disclosure? 

A. The whole town knows it, doesn’t have to come from me.

THE COURT: Let us not have this arguing. I suppose counsel means 
before this time?

RE-DIRECT EXAMINATION BY MR. HcCAFFERY: 


Q. You said that you spent about six weeks rather actively campaign- 
ing for Judge Downey? 

A. Yes. I did not campaign for any other judicial candidate, but I 
knew how the others were running. 

Q. That is, all. 


WITNESS EXCUSED. 


On the other hand, an excerpt from the testimony of the person referred 
to by Mr. Flaherty is as follows: 


JOHN DUGGAN, witness having been first duly sworn, testified on 
behalf of the Contestee herein, as follows: 


DIRECT EXAMINATION BY MR. TIMOTHY NOLAN: 


Q. What is your name? 

A. My name is John Duggan and I reside at 835 West Park Street, 
Butte, and I have lived in Butte for forty-four years. I am at present 
night chief of police of the City of Butte. 

Q. Were you present in Court during the testimony of Joseph V. 
Flaherty ? 

A. Just part of it, just the last part of it. 

Q. How long have you known Mr. Flaherty? 


A. Oh, I have known Mr. Flaherty may be twenty years, and have 
known him as an official court reporter for a good many years. 

Q. Did you talk to Mr. Flaherty on election day, on the 3rd of Novem- 
ber, 1936? 

A. Yes, I seen Mr. Flaherty once on election day. 

Q. And where did you see him, Mr. Duggan 


A. I was coming out the side door of the sheriff’s office and he and 
Judge Downey were coming in, and I talked to the both of them. 


Q. And what did you talk about Mr. Duggan? 


A. Well, as to how the election was going, and that would be in the 
afternoon sometime, I didn’t get up until 11:00 or 12:00 o’clock. 


Q. Your duties are performed at night? 

A. Night shift all the times, yes. 

Q. You say you saw them at the entrance to the sheriff’s office? 

A. In the hallway, at the side door of the sheriff’s office, they were 


Q. Is that in this courthouse where we are holding court? 
A. Yes. 


Did you at that time and place, in the presence of Joseph V. Fla- 
herty, and in the presence of Judge Downey use substantially the following 
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language, “Well, I just came from the Washington and got rid of 60 ballots 
there.” 
A. Did I use that? 


Q. Yes. 
A. No sir. 
Q. At that time and place did Judge Downey say anything to you? 


A. Well, just told me, I asked, the conversation was with Downey, 
asked him how things were looking, he said, “All right.” 


Q. He was talking about the election? 

A. Yes, the election. 

Q. He asked you how things were going? 

A. Yes. 

Q. What did you say? 

A. I said, “Looks all right.” I said, “I just got you 25 or 50,” or words 


to that effect, and passed it off, and I went on in. 

Q. What were you doing on that day with regards to the election of 
Judge Downey? 

A. Well, with reference to the election of Downey I had my car and 
taking my mother and relatives to vote. 


Q. You, had you been persuading, or attempting to persuade your 
friends and relatives to vote for Judge Downey? 


Absolutely. 

Now, did you get rid of 60 ballots at the Washington ? 

I only seen one ballot election day. I got that when I voted myself. 
Where do you vote? 

At the Lincoln School, no the McKinley School on West Park Street. 
Did you cast sixty ballots on that day? 

No sir, I cast one. 


. Did you cast any ballots on that day at the Washington School? 
That precinct? 

A. I wasn’t in the Washington School Precinct that day at all.. 

Q. Now, did Downey say at that time and place in your presence, and 
in the presence of Mr. Flaherty, anything to the effect that you are going 
to get us all in trouble with g6 many ballots? 

A. No sir, that’s the only conversation we had. I went on out. I 
don’t know where they came in. I suppose they came in the door. 

Q. Did you at that time and place, in response to the statement I 
have made, concerning what Downey said, reply to Downey in the presence 
of Flaherty, substantially as follows, “No, they will never notice it?” 


OPOpOpop 


A. No sir, I had no reason to. 
Q. Did you use those words? 

A. No sir. 

Q. Or any similar words? 

A. No sir. 

Q. Or any words of that purport? 
A. No sir. 


The record also discloses that this Committee received the heartiest 
cooperation from the gentlemen who were candidates for the judiciary in 
the election referred to; all of them appearing before the Committee volun- 
tarily and submitting themselves to interrogation. 


The consensus of the opinion of this Committee, after having inter- 
rogated these gentlemen was that each candidate had been informed, 
and was greatly concerned over, the talk of a contemplated steal of the 
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election; that, as a result, a great deal of care was taken in doing what 
they could to prevent such a steal; in some instances, it being shown 
that one of the candidates, accompanied by friends, had gone into the 
precincts and there had found conditions which he considered to be most 
culpable violations of the election laws and an apparent effort to defraud 
candidates who were seeking election; so much so as to cause him to exclaim 
that the ballots should be recounted and that some of the perpetrators, or 
persons who had permitted it to be done, should be placed in jail. 


In the senatorial race, another candidate appearing before the Com- 
mittee and testifying, showed a discrepancy in average of votes cast for 
him to such an extent to have convinced him that irregularities had been 
practiced and that, in instances, his vote through improper methods had 
been greatly reduced. So convinced were the supporters and office man- 
agers of this candidate, as the election returns came in, first through the 
source of his checkers, which showed him to have a substantial lead, and 
later by newspaper and radio showing him to have been beaten, that in 
several communities of the State of Montana, speakers using sound wagons 
made speeches in which the accusation was made that election results 
‘were being withheld and that the candidate was being counted out. 


This candidate had insisted upon one precinct being recounted, wherein 
he found a discrepancy of very few votes. 


In the election of November 3, 1936, this witness also testified that, 
in his opinion, there was such a variance in the average of the vote received 
by him in the counties of Valley, Blaine, Carbon and Roosevelt, as to 
cause his managers to believe that irregularities had been resorted to 
defeat his candidacy. 


That, on or about the twenty-fifth day of February, 1937, the Hon- 
orable Jeremiah J. Lynch, the Judge presiding, saw fit to call a Grand 
Jury in the County of Silver Bow, Montana, for the purpose of investigat- 
ing into conditions alleged to exist in the said County, particularly those 
conditions relating themselves to election frauds, gambling and other 
violations in said county. 


That, in the opinion of this Committee, two of the most significant 
things described in this investigation are the temporary cardboard sched- 
ules, marked Exhibits 1 and 2, and testified to as being used for temporary 
purposes, these cardboards being very typical of devices and methods 
used in irregularities and frauds in elections. 


In relation to the written content of the said Exhibits 1 and 2, as a 
specific example, it is called to the attention of this Honorable House 
that where the totals of two candidates were indicated by the scratches 
or lines used in the tallies and the figures as 216 for one and 2386 for 
the other, the person keeping the said exhibit wrote arbitrarily the total 
236 for each of the two candidates, in spite of variance indicated by this 
temporary tally. 


This Committee further finds that the records disclose that, after 
hearing evidence of alleged fraud and irregularities as pleaded by the 
parties in the election contest case presided over by him, Judge Leiper, 
District Judge, found probable cause for the opening of 40 ballot boxes 
of certain precincts of Silver Bow County and determined that the condi- 
tions in relation to said election were such as to warrant possible action 
by the County Attorney of Silver Bow County and the presenting of 
the facts and conditions before a Grand Jury. Judge Leiper, when 
further interregated before this Committee, stated, “It is my notion that 
a vigorous presentation of it to a Grand Jury would be worth while. 
You get some of those fellows before the Grand Jury and you could 
make them ‘sweat’.” 


That in the examination and investigation of alleged election frauds 
in the County of Silver Bow and State of Montana, there are numerous 
other facts, circumstances and conditions which have been called to the 
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attention of this Committee, which said facts, conditions and circumstances 
are mentioned in the transcript and record of the proceedings of this 
Committee; that the brevity of this report makes it impossible to go further 
into detail, but for such other facts, circumstances and conditions reference 
is made to the transcript of the ‘proceedings of this Committee, which 
said transcript by itself and by reference (the transcript of Dubie vs. 
Batani) consists of approximately 2500 typewritten pages. 


CONCLUSIONS 


We, your special committee, from an investigation and from the facts, 
found 


I. 


That the election laws of the State fo Montana, particularly within the 
confines of the County of Silver Bow, and especially during the conducting 
of elections in the County of Silver Bow, Montana, have been openly and 
flagrantly violated. 


Ih he 


That the office and influence of a deputy United States Marshal were 
used in the election of November 3, 1936 for the purpose of coercing, intim- 
idating and compelling election officials to submit ballots to him and to be 
taken by him for comparison, recount and correction. 


ITE. 


That eighty per cent of the irregularities and violations of election 
laws in the County of Silver Bow elections resulted from the deliberate 
ignoring of the letter and spirit of the existing election laws by the County 
Commissioners of Silver Bow County, in that the County Commissioners 
of Silver Bow County have: 


(a) Named judges and clerks of election without any regard to their 
training or fitness for office; 


(b) By ignoring the requests of the several political central commit- 
tees in reference to the political affiliations of persons to be so named 
as election judges and clerks; 


(ce) By permitting the decision of the said County Commissioners in 
selecting judges and clerks of election upon the basis of economic need 
rather than from the.standpoint of fitness or experience in election work; 


(d) By failing to see that in many instances election judges and 
clerks took the oath of office as such election officials, or were apprised of 
or received instruction in the technique of conducting an election; 


(e) That the County Commissioners of Silver Bow County have been 
definitely lax in their duties as such commissioners in relation to super- 
vising the choice of election officials by and through whom elections have 
been held in the County of Silver Bow. 


IV. 


That after elections have been held in the County of Silver Bow the 
County Clerk and Recorder of Silver Bow County at times has failed to 
provide complete or adequate protection of the ballots in the ballot boxes 
from the hour of the closing of the election to and including the hours of 
the official canvass of the ballots. 


V. 


That the Sheriff of Silver Bow County, Montana, has failed in the 
performance of his duty in not providing adequate guard and protection 
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for judges and clerks of election from the time of the close of the polls upon 
election days to and including the hours of completing the canvass and final 
tallying of the ballots. 


VI. 


That during the election of November 3, 1986 the ballot boxes in the 
precincts of Silver Bow County were stuffed with illegal ballots. 


VII. 


That the officers of Butte City and the County of Silver Bow were so 
lax in the performance of their duties on the third day of November, 1936, 
as to make it possible for a deputy United States Marshal to inspect and 
patrol the election precincts of the County of Silver Bow from nine o'clock 
in the morning until three o’clock the following morning without objection, 
remonstrance or apparent knowledge of his action on the part of the said 
City and County officers. 


VIII. 


That such irregularities and fraud which are deliberately practiced in 
the elections of Silver Bow County, Montana are so vicious and widespread 
as to make it impossible to hold an election in Silver Bow County, Montana, 
wherein the legally qualified voters of that County shall elect their own 
candidates or decide the issues presented to them; that such irregularities 
and frauds express themselves in such a way in the County of Silver Bow 
as to strongly influence, and in some instances to completely decide, State 
elections and elections wherein Congressmen and United States Senators 
from the State of Montana are elected. 


DX. 


That the election affairs of Silver Bow County are now and have been 
of so unsavory character as to require a complete investigation of all the 
facts in relation thereto; that the conduct and actions of certain individuals 
should be completely and thoroughly investigated with the idea in mind that 
‘where the facts show probable cause therefor that the manipulators and 


participants in election frauds should be indicted and prosecuted for their 
crimes. 


3G 


That the positive evidence taken upon the opening of the ballot boxes 
by the Silver Bow County Canvassing Board as they canvassed the vote of 
the judicial ballots that there had been more votes cast upon the judicial 
ballots in the election of November 3, 1936 than there had been registered 
‘voters in the poll books that day, is proof in the opinion of this committee 
of unquestioned fraud. 


XI. 


It is the further conclusion of this committee that the testimony of 
the Honorable Mayor of the City of Butte, the City Attorney, of the candi- 
dates for district judgeship in the last general election, together with the 
evidence of other reputable citizens of the County of Silver Bow, Montana, 
that the general reputation of the general elections of the County of Silver 
Bow was bad, and particularly the statement under oath of the United 
States Deputy Marshal, after his exceedingly active day upon November 3, 
1936, that the election as he viewed it “was the rottenest he had ever seen” 
is a correct conclusion in relation to the manner in which certain elections 
‘had been conducted in the County of Silver Bow, Montana. 


XII. 


That the conclusion of this committee is that in the County of Silver 
Bow, as well as in any other community in the State of Montana, the great 
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majority of the people and registered voters are law abiding and honorable 
citizens, but the result of this investigation has forced this committee to 
conclude that a very small minority of people residing in Silver Bow County 
desirous of changing election results resort to open and vicious irregularities 
and palpable fraud in order to obtain the election returns and results desired 
by them. 


Joh i 


This committee concludes that for the good of the people of Silver Bow 
County and the State of Montana, and regardless of inconvenience or ex- 
pense the election irregularities and frauds perpetrated in elections in the 
County of Silver Bow should be corrected and eliminated. 


RECOMMENDATIONS 


In conclusion, your Committee begs leave to submit the following 
recommendations, based upon the findings of fact and conclusions as 
set out in the transcript of the proceedings of this Committee, and in 
this, their summarized report: 


First: That a complete re-registration of all the qualified electors 
of Montana be immediately made, with the end in view of eliminating 
hundreds of names of persons now illegally upon the present registration 
lists. This law, in the opinion of this Committee, will be of inestimable 
value in correcting election irregularities and fraud. 


Second: That some sort of identification or registration card be issued 
to each elector at the time of registration, which said registration card 
will contain some distinctive mark, or the signature of said elector, to 
be used in comparison with a duplicate card kept in the possession of 
election officials at the polling booth where the elector casts his ballot. 


Third. That the official registration stamp now placed upon the 
ballots shall be placed upon the face of the ballot in a spot designated so 
as not to interfere with the ligibility of said ballot, and so that said stamp 
may be readily deciphered by the person voting the said ballot, and that 
in the event that said ballot shall be for any purpose cancelled, the word 
“Cancelled” shall be stamped upon the face of said ballot in such a position 
as not to, in any sense, obliterate, deface or make illegible the said ballot. 


Fourth: That ali official stamps used in connection with election 
ballots shall be so unique in design as to be extremely difficult of 
duplication. 


Fifth: That the taking of the oath of office as an election official 
should be made a somewhat formal matter, and that at such time and 
place definite written instructions in relation to the duties of such officials 
be given to the officials taking the oath of office. That a copy of these 
instructions be posted in a conspicuous place in the polling booths of the 
precincts. 


Sixth: We recommend that the existing election laws in relation 
to the naming of election officials shall be amended so as to make mandatory 
the naming of election officials as requested by the central committees 
of the political parties, with the present proviso that no more than a 
majority shall be named from the dominant party. 


Seventh: That the proper steps be taken to forthwith remove from 
office any city, county or state official found to be openly or flagrantly 
disregarding the election laws of the state of Montana. 


Eighth: That the proper authorities of the United States, the State 
of Montana, and the County of Silver Bow be requested to examine the 
record of the proceedings of this Committee, particularly in relation to 
the proof gathered herein in relation to the alleged circulation of 750 
judicial ballots in the election of Silver Bow County, Montana, November 
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€, 19386, and in said case to determine whether or not, in their opinions, 
probable cause exists for the indictment and prosecution of persons 
responsible for the said circulation of said ballots. 


(2) To determine whether or not probable cause exists for the 
indictment and prosecution and removal from office of certain public 
officials of the city of Butte and county of Silver Bow, alleged to have 
participated in said alleged election frauds. 


(8) To determine whether or not there is probable cause for the 
proceeding with the indictment and prosecution of the election judge who 
prepared, on the outside of his precinct polling booth, a ballot which he 
later had deposited in the ballot box of his precinct. 


(4) Whether or not there is probable cause to warrant indictment 
and prosecution of persons alleged ‘to have been guilty of casting votes 
as repeaters in several elections held in the County of Silver Bow, Montana. 


(5) To determine whether or not probable cause exists for the indict- 
ment and prosecution of a citizen of Silver Bow County, Montana, who 
_ allegedly deposited forty judicial ballots in the ballot box of Precinct 
No. 40 or 42, in said county. 


(6) To determine whether or not probable cause exists for the 
indictment and prosecution of a citizen of Silver Bow County, Montana, 
for alleged impersonation of a United States federal officer. 


(7) To determine whether or not there is probable cause for indict- 
ment and prosecution and removal of a United States Deputy Marshal 
for his interference with the functions of certain election officials on 
November 8rd, 1936, in the County of Silver Bow, Montana. 


Ninth: That, because of the Federal questions involved, particularly 
the testimony offered that an election was to be stolen from a candidate 
for United States Senator, that a United States Deputy Marshal partici- 
pated in the election to the extent of interfering with the performance 
of the duties of election officials of Silver Bow County, in the process of 
counting and tallying the ballots cast in said election, while ostensibly on 
duty in connection with the Federal court in the County of Silver Bow 
and State of Montana; particularly in view of the very apparent and 
keen interest of this United States Deputy Marshal in the election affairs 
of Silver Bow County, Montana, in spite of the fact that his headquarters 
were, and that he resided in, Great Falls, Montana, and that he was not 
a voter in the County of Silver Bow, Montana; and in view of the fact 
that the record discloses that, in a previous Congressional election, manipu- 
lation of the return of totals and inaccuracies of the counting of the 
ballots were such as to cause the friends of one candidate to believe 
that the election returns had been withheld and the said candidate had 
been “counted out”; this belief being substantiated by the fact that the 
returns from Mineral County first indicated that the candidate had 
received no votes whatever in that county, and that return being later 
changed by the state board of canvassers to a vote of approximately 50; 
and that the totals received by certain candidates in Silver Bow County, 
giving such candidates so great a majority as to make it extremely 
difficult for a candidate not residing in Silver Bow County to compete 
with them; and the general state-wide aspect and importance of elections 
require that these questions be submitted to a Federal Grand Jury, regu- 
larly called and functioning in the District Federal Court for the Western 
District of the State of Montana, said Federal Grand Jury to consider 
all the facts and circumstances in relation to said election irregularities 
and frauds and to determine whether or not probable cause exists for 
the removal of certain city, county and federal officials for misfeasance 
or malfeasance in office and for the indictment and prosecution of the 
violators of the election laws of the State of Montana and of the United 


States. 


Tenth: That the names of all deceased persons be removed from 
the registration rolls within thirty days. 
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In conclusion, this Committee also wishes to direct the attention 
of this Honorable Body to the observations made by Judge Leiper from 
the bench during the trial of the contest action over which he presided, 
to-wit: Lynch vs. Riley, No. 36,400, in words and figures as follows, to-wit: 


“Throughout these proceedings, there has run through my mind 
a number of things. Now, it is not part of my duties as temporary 
presiding judge here in this case to criticise any official. I did have 
in mind to say, certainly, you have one official—that is the County 
Clerk—who, in connection with these election proceedings—has followed 
the law strictly and religiously. He is to be complimented in doing 
that, in keeping together these election records, as he has done. Certainly, 
I don’t want to be considered as criticising Judge Lynch or Judge Riley, 
because I am glad to say from the bench I hold each of them in the 
highest regard. But there are some few conditions revealed here that 
are simply astounding—I know of no other word to use except astounding. 
I just want to mention a few of them. 


“So astounding are these conditions that it may be truly said no 
election has been held in Silver Bow County at all. That is not any 
exaggeration. The purpose of an election is to determine who shall 
serve us as our public servants. From this election, it is not possible to 
accurately make any such accurate determination at all. Some of us 
ought to bear in mind, particularly the members of the bar and the 
bench that this is a representative government. We don’t act for ourselves. 
We pick those to act for us. We do that in the School Board, and the 
School Trustees act as our eyes, our voice and our hands. They act 
for us. The same thing is true of election officials. 


“Hach precinct chooses its own officia's and those election officers 
become the representative of the voters of that district. It is well 
to bear in mind that those election officers take a solemn oath, precisely 
the same oath that the judge of this Court takes, that “I do solemnly 
swear that I will support and defend, and protect the Constitution of the 
United States and the Constitution of the State of Montana and perform 
my duties with fidelity.” That is, honestly and efficiently; and when 
we reach a stage in this country where that oath means nothing, we 
haven’t much left, whether it is the oath taken on the witness stand, 
or the oath taken by judges of election. 


“Of course, it seems here that, even that law is not followed, because 
we had one judge say he never had taken any oath as judge of election. 
A fine situation! We had another one who said he did take a solemn 
oath to perform, with fidelity, his duty, and he said on the witness stand 
he violated his oath as an election judge by placing in the ballot box 
an illegal ballot. It occurred to me if he didn’t have any more regard 
for his oath as a witness than his oath as election judge, then it never 
amounted to much. 


“Now, the duties of these election judges are specified by the statutes, 
and they are so simple that a child can read and understand them. They 
are plain, simple and understandable. Of course, in order to know 
what an oath means is that “I will perform my duties with fidelity.” 
If I were to take that as District Judge and not know what my duties 
are, the oath wouldn’t mean much. I do suggest to applicants for citizenship 
-taking the oath that unless they read and studied and understood the 
Constitution, that their oath that they will support and defend it, that 
they can’t take it before his Court. 


“Now, one of these election laws—and I will mention just one or 
two—requires the election judges to place upon the back of the ballot, 
near the top, the official stamp. Another law says any ballot that does 
not contain the official stamp is void and must not be counted. When, 
therefore, the election judge fails to perform his duty by placing that 
stamp upon the ballot, he disfranchises his neighbor, and utterly fails 
to perform a part of the duty imposed by the solemn obligation of the 
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eath. The election judge—the law makes it his duty when I go in to vote 
to give me a ballot and I vote it in privacy, and the law is very clear 
that I, the voter, must come back and hand that to an election judge, 
that he must then and.there proclaim that Frank P. Leiper is voting, 
and the two clerks, upon that proclamation being made, record the 
fact in the proper book. Here, it seems, that if I had been voting, I put 
my own ballot in the ballot box, a most flagrant violation of a very 
simple and useful law. And is it any wonder we had stuffing of the 
ballot boxes, which any child knows'is not the purpose of the law? 


“Now, a whole lot of electors here have been disfranchised, not because 
of the law, but because the judges of election didn’t perform the duty which 
they took an oath to do. And I do not want to be understood as saying that 
all these election judges, or any material part of them, acted dishonestly, 
not by any means, but the results were just the same, whether the act was 
honestly done or dishonestly done. 


“Again, the law makes it the duty of the election judges to canvass 
the ballots, not two of them, as was done here time after time, but all of 
them, and that that canvass will be recorded by the clerks, not by some 
judge out in another room, as was done here. Whether it was done honestly 
or dishonestly, the Court cannot say now. We assume it was done honestly. 
If we don’t follow the law, what will we follow? We will either have a 
government of laws or anarchy; and there isn’t any half way measure about 
it. If that law had been followed, we couldn’t have had such results as had 
been shown here at all. 


“Now, we have had the general public crowding around the tables at 
which the count was being made. Certainly, that count must be publicly 
made. The sessions of this Court must be public, and they are public, but 
that doesn’t mean Tom, Dick and Harry can lean over my desk, the stenog- 
rapher’s desk, the clerk’s desk, or counsel’s desk, and interfere with the 
orderly procedure of this Court; and the same principle applies to the elec- 
tion judges; and the same duty that is imposed on this Court to see to it 
cap eo proceedings are conducted orderly is imposed upon the election 
officials. 


“These are just a few general observations, some of which I jotted 
down here. I mentioned just a few of these duties of the judges. Now 
election contests will not cure this any at all. The election that has been 
shown here and the way it was conducted is a monstrous thing. It is the 
greatest crime that ever I have listened to from the bench. I tried many 
murder cases, cases of every description, either as trial lawyer or District 
Judge, for thirty-four years, but I never heard anything which comes so 
nearly destroying everything that is basic in our government, as I listened 
to in this proceeding. You folks from Silver Bow County are just like 
all the rest of us all over the State and are no different. I don’t want to 
be understood in saying otherwise; I know better; but this thing destroys 
the vote, it destroys sovereignty; it removes equality; it is the most serious 
crime in the whole category. An election contest won’t cure it. If we 
have an epidemic of typhoid fever, we will not cure it by calling in all the 
doctors in town, when the doctors tell us that this is caused by impure 
water coming from the springs. We will cure it when we purify the spring, 
and the spring is these election precincts. Part of it is due to the selection 
of these election officers by the County Commissioners; a part of the fault 
lies there, not all of it. 


“Citizenship carries with it a lot of privileges and corresponding 
duties. It is the duty of the citizens of these precincts to go before the 
County Commissioners and say to them, “We want election judges appointed 
in each one of these precincts who are efficient and honest,” and if they 
don’t get them, then it is time something has to be done pretty drastically. 


_ “Tt might be said, too, us folks down in Dawson County are affected by 
this election. You are helping choose folks that are making our laws, our 
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State officers. Since we are all alike, it is hoped there will never be 
another election in Silver Bow County such as this last one has been. 


“I told you gentlemen before that I came up here under compulsion. 
I enjoyed being here. I hope if I ever come back again, it will not be to 
try an election contest. 


“The Court is in recess.” 


The opinion of Judge Leiper in relation to existing conditions is largely 
coincided in by the Honorable Mayor of the City of Butte, the contestant and 
contestee in the judgeship cases, the other presiding judge of the District 
Court of Silver Bow County and numerous other witnesses sworn and 
interviewed in this proceeding, and it is especially the opinion of the United 
States Deputy Marshal, whose activities were so great upon election day in 
the County of Silver Bow, and whose opinion was that the election held on 
November 8rd, 19386 was “the rottenest thing he had ever seen.’ These 
opinions are also the opinion of this Committee, based upon the facts heard 
and found herein. 


This Committee respectfully requests that the full facts of this report 
and a transcript of the proceedings herein be sent to the United States 
District Attorney of Montana and to the United States Attorney General 
at Washington, D. C. 


This Committee does not wish this Honorable House to feel that they 
have forgotten or overlooked other questions contained in the Resolution un- 
der which this Committee has functioned and by virtue of which this report 
is made, but due to the limited time at the disposal of the Committee, it was 
impossible to make an investigation of the so-called liquor and gambling 
law violations other than in a general and somewhat perfunctory way. 


This Committee was reliably informed that gambling had been wide 
open and prevalent in many locations in the County of Silver Bow up to 
a period of time within a few days before the convening of the Committee 
in the County of Silver Bow; that, upon the day prior to the arrival of the 
‘Committee in Silver Bow County, Montana, that all of said gambling was 
closed and discontinued for the period of time within which this Committee 
functioned within the confines of the County of Silver Bow. 


It is also the definite and reliable information of this Committee that 
liquor is now being sold in establishments and over bars in many places in 
the County of Silver Bow without restriction or regard for the liquor laws. 


Basing our opinion upon information received by this Committee, this 
Committee believes both of the above statements to be completely true. 


It is a most commendable thing that one of the presiding judges of 
Silver Bow County, recognizing many of the conditions set forth in this 
report, concluded upon the first day’s visitation of this Committee to Silver 
Bow County, Montana, to draw a Grand Jury. It is the earnest hope and 
desire of this Committee that the ramifications of the activities of this 
‘Grand Jury will extend into every phase of the matters and things con- 
tained in this report. To this end, we recommend that a copy of the tran- 
script of the proceedings of this Committee be delivered to the county 
attorney of Silver Bow County in order that he may have at hand the full 
information contained in this report and also the assurance of the complete 
cooperation of the members of this Committee. To completely serve its 
purpose, the Grand Jury so functioning will be able to complete, verify 
and develop the facts herein contained. 


The transcript of the proceedings of this Committee does not include 
gossip rumors nor statements of persons who are later unwilling to discuss 
the facts which they state they know. To have followed the very open 
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comment and general impressions prevalent in Silver Bow County would 
be to fill a record much larger than the transcript of this Committee. 
Rather, this Committee has chosen to present definite facts, records of sev- 
eral courts and the testimony of reputable witnesses, and each and every 
fact herein contained may be substantiated by good and sufficient proof. 


To the Honorable Members of this House, in an extremely difficult 
task, your Committee has done its best.
